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So says Professor Sol M. Michaelson of 
the University of Rochester’s Department 
of Radiation, Health and Biophysics. 
“‘Safe,’’ he continues, “if the oven is 
used as recommended by tne manu- 
facturer and if the oven complies with 
the Federal government’s radiological 
health standards.” 

Yet, although all 750,000 microwave 
ovens in use today meet these safety 
standards, there has been some contro- 
versy. This was sparked by a report some 
months ago by a consumer testing group 
which claims that ovens are not safe 
(while the group simultaneously con- 
fesses it is not expert in the field). Part 
of the controversy seems to originate 
from a great confusion of terms. Mis- 
understanding of words like ‘‘radiation,”’ 
“‘exposure,’’ ‘‘emission’’ and even the 


scientific definition of 
the word ‘‘microwave’’ it- 
self must be cleared up. 

Radiation is a term applied to any form 
of energy given off from a source, radi- 
ating from it. Rays of the sun, for ex- 
ample. Or radio waves. Both are forms 
of radiation. Microwaves radiate only 
heat-producing energy, unlike cosmic 
rays, X-rays and nuclear radiation, which 
produce heat and alter molecular form. 
How does the microwave produce heat? 
When the microwave enters the food, it 
agitates the water molecules, which, in 
turn, produces thermal energy, or heat. 

Exposure, when the government or 
microwave companies speak of it, refers 
to contact between microwaves and you. 
Exposure standards serve to establish 
the maximum safe levels of exposure.

Finally, emission is a term that refers 
to microwaves that escape from a closed 
oven. More about that below. 

Since microwave cooking heats only 
the food, cooking takes about one-fourth 
the normal time while kitchen and oven 
remain cool. Microwave cooking is 
100% efficient and with the energy 
crisis facing the nation, it’s noteworthy 
to mention that the power consumption 
of a microwave oven is only 10-15% of 
the power required for operating an elec- 
tric range. Defrosting is rapid, reheating 
food takes only a matter of minutes and 
cooking can be done with plastic, paper 
or glass utensils. 

Convenient, yes, but what of the pro-

Hers was a fine old stone house, solid and strong, 
as if it had been built to repel an invasion. 

Any first meeting with a kitchen planning service is impor- 
tant and our first meeting was vital. The second—the measur- 
ing session—is critical. Every reputable planning service con- 
siders measuring the existing space its most exacting job. 
Drawers that collide in corners or oven doors that can’t be 
opened when nearby drawers are pulled out are the result of 
poor planning or inaccurate measurements. 

Measuring Mrs. Smith's kitchen area was a gruelling job; 
there were about as many corners as in the Pentagon. Contriving 
a kitchen to fill her needs and to live up to that house was going 
to be a sizeable challenge. 

The next step was a basic drawing. This is a precise scale 
drawing of the existing space. It must be complete with all the 
little hindrances that nature and the builder and previous re- 
modelings have put in the way. And in the scale drawing every 
measurement must be proven. 

With the basic drawing as a guide, a number of kitchens 
could evolve. My drawing board sprouted kitchens in wild con-

Together we broke down the list into 
three groups: the ‘‘must haves,”’ the ‘‘want to haves’’ and the 
“frills.”” Refrigerator, range, dishwasher and sink were, of 
course, on the ‘‘must have’”’ list. A planning desk, eating area 
and grotto went on the ‘‘want to have’’ list. Incidentals and 
ornamentals went under ‘‘frills.’’ 

Each list had subheadings. Each item on the ‘‘must have’’ 
list had to include accompanying storage and counter space. 
Items on the ‘‘want-to-have"’ list had accessories and minimum 
space requirements. The ‘‘frills’’ were allowed to incubate. 

Once, a U-shaped kitchen was considered ideal, and every 
designer tried to devise a U-shaped arrangement regardless of 
the odds. Now we realize that no set arrangement is ideal. A 
kitchen is a purely personal thing. The arrangement must be 
governed by the size of the kitchen and, of course, the habits 
of the people who will be using it. 

A small kitchen lends itself to efficiency rather easily: the 
range here, the refrigerator there and the sink somewhere in be- 
tween—each area a step away from the other. The large kitchen 
presents another problem. The trick here is to keep the centers 
of action in a neat triangle or all that space becomes a race 
track. Built-in ovens and little-used storage cabinets can be 
stashed on the outer edges of the room. An island in the middle 
can help to regulate traffic and keep it all compact and efficient. 

Nor is there any reason to locate the sink under a window— 
though there is nothing wrong with doing so. When few kitchens 
had dishwashers, a window provided diversion. But today the 
question of moving or not moving the sink depends on three 
things: if it is feasible to move the plumbing, based on the 
construction of the house; if it is practical, based on the cost:

There is not a shred of scientific evidence that micro- 
waves at such low intensities have any effect whatever on human 
health——even for indefinitely prolonged exposures. | am person- 
ally prepared to sit on top of my Amana Radarange for a solid 
year while it is in full operation, with no apprehension as to my 
safety . . . in my judgment of its hazard, there is about the 
same likelihood as getting a skin tan from moonlight.” 

When the manufacturer measures the emission of a micro- 

wave oven, the measurement is made at a distance of two 
inches from the oven door. The emission standard set by the 
FDA is five microwatts per square centimeter, and none of the 
ovens examined by the consumer testing group (Consumers 
Union in Mount Vernon, N.Y.), exceed this maximum level. But 
like the other heating devices, microwave heating can cause 
damage if microwaves are in direct contact with the body over 
long periods of time. This theoretical condition is absurd: When 
you open the door to a microwave oven, the unit turns off and 
there is no way to expose the body directly to microwaves. And 
what about emission? According to reports from leading scien- 
tists, the speed of the unit and the fact that a woman is usually 
working all around the kitchen offers no chance of harm from 
the negligible amount of emission. 
Consumers Union, in their testing, ran the oven empty 
and measured microwaves as high as 20 microwatts per square 
centimeter at two inches from the door seal. As Professor Helen 
Van Zante, of the University of Wisconsin-Stout’s Department of 
Habitational Resources claims, ‘‘This is quite an unfair test and 
is equivalent to saying that the conventional electric range is 
hazardous and should not be used because you cannot place 
your hand on a red hot unit.’’ Consumers Union doubts the 
“absolute safety’’ of the oven, yet figures availabie from the 
U.S. Department of Health, Education and Welfare show that 
injuries brought about by using common household appliances 
amounted to 1,100 over a five-month period. During that same 
period, injuries numbered zero. 

Both the Association of Home Appliance Manufacturers and 
HEW (Bureau of Radiological Health) issue literature which 
describes use and precautions of the mircowave ovens. Briefly, 
they recommend careful reading of the instruction manual 
according to manufacturer's specifications, (2) a warning not to 
tamper with the safety mechanism, such as door interlocks, (3) 
to keep the oven clean—without using abrasives and (4) not to 
operate the oven while empty. 

Although the Bureau of Radiological Health has been satisfied 
that the microwave oven standard ‘‘does protect the health and 
safety of the American housewife,’’ new government legislation 
is in effect, since May, 1973, which strengthens the safety 
standards even further. The FDA has proposed that microwave 
ovens ‘‘be capable of shutting themselves off in the event of 
safety interlock failure and remain shut off until repaired.”’ 
Major oven manufacturers—Tappan (the pioneer of microwave 
cooking), Litton, Amana, General Electric, Thermador, Westing- 
house, etc.—are all in accord. Phillip D. Pryne, president of 
Thermador, summed up the viewpoint of the industry: ‘‘It is 
unfortunate that self-appointed ‘non-experts’ . . . have chosen 
to issue statements based on speculative information 
and by doing so, have damaged the 
progress of the industry.”

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finished as fine furniture, equipped with specialized cabinets 
for almost any purpose. They are built in standard modular 
sizes, but with inclination and resources, anything is possible. 

Mrs. Smith had plenty of inclination, but she wasn’t about 

to be wasteful. We planned around standard-sized cabinets, 
putting every inch of space to good use. Her kitchen space also 
offered many possibilities for clever little attention-getters that 
it's so easy to be swayed by. But in utilizing the principles of 
good design, we weeded out the excesses. The grotto would be 
our single splurge. 
The cabinets were to be walnut-finished, simple, without 
elaborate hardware. They were the promise of a handsome 
kitchen, although the paneled doors necessitated careful con- 
cern for unity. (Utility takes precedence over the esthetic, 
but all panels on a given wall look best if they are of uniform 
width. That can mean a struggle for the designer, but the extra 
effort is well repaid in visual pleasure and calm nerves.) 

We found storage places for all of her equipment. There were 
many decisions on appliances, countertops, floor covering, 
lighting, decorating—on everything that was to go into the 
kitchen. We designed and redesigned. | made many drawings. 
But when we had finished, we both knew exactly how that 
kitchen would look and work. Nothing was left to chance. 

Now it was time to figure costs and to submit the plan to a 
contractor, who would give a price for removing the old kitchen 
and installing the new. 

The cost of a new kitchen is often a stunning revelation to 
the first-time kitchen remodeler. It is much the same as buying 
a new car. Unfortunately, there aren’t many economy-model 
kitchens on the market. Mrs. Smith and | knew the costs of 
cabinets, appliances and materials; we had kept a running 
account. Preparation and installation were the only variables. 
We expected these to exceed the cost of the cabinets. They did. 

Then, as usual, we waited between ordering and installation— 
a time that can often stretch to several months. Depending on 
circumstances, installation can take as little as a few days or 
as long as two weeks. It’s always a chaotic time. When the work 
began on Mrs. Smith's kitchen, | advised her to leave town. 

A new kitchen is a joy or a disaster. Know-how makes the 
difference. A qualified kitchen planning service is not always 
easily found; you must choose with care. Local architects usu- 
ally can give you tips; asking friends who have had work done 
is the best way to check on a specific planner. Expect to pay 
professional prices for professional services. Finally, 
know what you want before you begin.

CARE AND REPAIR OF WICKER 

Wicker furniture should not be left outdoors unprotected, al- 
though an occasional wetting with a garden hose will prolong 
life and keep it from drying out and splitting. To bring up the 
color and clean natural wicker, sponge with solution of one 
tumbler each of peroxide and vinegar in a pail of water. Dust 
painted wicker with damp cloth and clean with sponge and clear 
water twice a year. To paint, spray with two light coats, more 
if necessary.* 

Repairs to wicker are exceedingly difficult and the tab astro- 
nomical. Unless the piece is antique or of sentimental or great 
value, it is a questionable investment. Put a ribbon across it 
and use as a conversation piece if you can’t bear to relegate it 
to the trash man. However, if you’re determined, a craftsman 
performs the feat at Bressler Furniture Repairing Co., 1268 St.

The New York Times Herit- 
age Cook Book, by Jean Hewitt 
(Putnam, $12.95), is a remark- 
able compilation of American 
cooking gathered by the Times 
home economist in her travels 
over the U.S. during the last 
five or six years. A true and au- 
thentic sampling of America’s 
big cooking pot, it is not a book 
of nostalgia but, more precise- 
ly, it’s an excellent all-purpose, 
cooking cookbook. Organized by 
regions, it is immediately ap- 
parent how and how much our 
cooking varies. Ann Seranne’s 
Good Food & How to Cook It 
(Morrow, $8.95) is yet further 
proof (as if proof were needed) 
of Ann Seranne’s cooking tal- 
ent. She has not—and this is 
a refreshing change—‘‘gone”’ 
haute cuisine but rather gath- 
ered together recipes she has 
enjoyed making and friends (es- 
pecially male) have enjoyed eat- 
ing. What better recommenda- 
tion could we give you? 
A splendid and handsome 
book, The Cuisine of Mexico by 
Diana Kennedy (Harper & Row, 
$12.50), is the end result of 
years spent driving all around 
that country ‘‘seeing, eating and 
asking questions.’’ But more, 
cooking—until the foods and 
dishes of Mexico were as famil- 
iar to Mrs. Kennedy as her own 
hand. In addition to the excel- 
lent recipes, you will find de- 
tailed information on_ ingredi- 
ents, implements and_ tech- 
niques as well as the historical 
background of many recipes. 
Since it is now well-established 


that high cholesterol is an im- 
portant factor in the develop- 
ment of diseases of the heart, 
Haute Cuisine for your Heart’s 
Delight by Carol Cutler (Clark- 
son N. Potter, $6.95) is not 
only a timely but an important 
contribution to the culinary 
world. A fine classic French 
cook (she spent 12 years in 
Paris learning the glories of 
French cooking), Mrs. Cutler 
has worked out a collection of 
recipes that she changed from 
their classic form by removing 
‘forbidden’ ingredients and 
substituting those that give 
similar flavors. Although butter, 
eggs and cream are eliminated, 


the final results ‘‘taste’’ clas- 
sic. There is nothing faddish 
about this book. It is authori- 


tative and written with such in- 
formal charm you begin to 
think you wouldn’t mind at all 
giving up those delicious for- 
bidden fruits. Dr. Jean Mayer, 
professor of nutrition at Har- 
vard, has written an introduc- 
tion and every recipe gives the 
cholesterol rating as well as the 
calories per serving. 
A book of very special inter- 
est, Mushrooms of North Amer- 
ica by Orson K. Miller Jr. (E.P. 
Dutton, $17.95) contains only 
a handful of mushroom recipes. 
More than 680 species of the 
fungi are included, with full de- 
scriptions of about 400 and 
more than 280 in breathtaking 
color photographs. As Dr. Mil- 
ler says, this is a book for the 
“casual observer, the ardent 
amateur mycologist and the stu- 
dent of biology.’’ Feasting Free 
on Wild Edibles by Bradford 
Angier (Stackpole; $4.95, pa- 
perback; $7.95, hardcover) is a 
fascinating book that takes you 
into the fields, along roadsides, 
to the shore, the marshes and 
woodlands and shows you how 
well and deliciously you can eat 
free. With each wild edible, he 
gives one or more recipes. Wild 
Plums in Brandy by Canadian- 
born Sylvia Boorman (McGraw- 
Hill, $7.95), a cookery book of 
wild foods, first published about 
10 years ago and recently ex- 
panded, covers fruits, flowers, 
nuts, fish, vegetables, fungi and 
fowl. All these ‘‘wild’’ books are 
fascinating and we share with 
the author memories of the 
smell of ripe wild strawberries, 
crushed, and the taste of mush- 
rooms from the salt Tantramar 
marshes in the Maritimes. 
Cassettes as a teaching me- 
dium are rapidly coming into 
their own. The first we have en- 
countered on cooking is an 
amusing little package in which 


Felipé Rojas-Lombardi teaches 
George Plimpton and Jean Dal- 
rymple his Game Cookery Reci- 
pes (R.L. Creations, $19.95). 
it is, in fact, a combination of 
the opinions of all three on fish 
and game with some narrative 
by Plimpton and Miss Dalrym- 
ple. Rojas-Lombardi, author of 
The Everyone Can Cook Cook 
Book and the recent The A to 
Z No-Cook Cookbook (for chil- 
dren), an extremely talented 
cook, includes splendid recipes. 

First published by the U.S. 

Department of Agriculture in 
1953 and revised in 1969, 
Cheeses of the World (Dover, 
paperback, $1.50) is possibly 
the most comprehensive com- 
pendium of cheeses to be found 
anywhere. Edward Edelman, 
head of New York's _ Ideal 
Cheese Shop and a man who 
really Knows cheese, tells us it’s 
his Bible and the most useful 
reference he owns. 
When Alvin Kerr sat 
down to “‘write’’ The Family 
Cookbook: French (Holt, Rine- 
hart & Winston, $9.95), he 
could lean with confidence on 
his background, for he has been 
cooking ‘‘in French’’ for years. 
Kerr is both a cook and a teach- 
er of cooking with, as James 
Beard remarks, ‘‘cooking hands’ 
and a sensitive palate. As a 
consequence, we have here an 
authoritative gospel of French 
family cooking. 

It's surprising and _ interest- 
ing to come across a book on 
meat written by a couple of 
butchers who ply their trade on 
Madison Avenue. Meat (Haw- 
thorn, $7.95) by the Lobel 
Brothers, who own the prestig- 
ious M. Lobel & Sons in New 
York, discusses meat (beef, 
pork, lamb, veal), poultry, vari- 
ety meats and game in depth. 
In addition to explaining the 
various cuts of meat and giving 
facts about poultry and game, 
the book includes carving in- 
structions. There are around 
300 recipes, all tested by the 
Brothers Lobel, they tell us, 
many from their clientele. We 
see an old friend, Mrs. Douglas 
Auchincloss, among them. 

A fascinating book, The Great 
American Ice Cream Book by 
Paul Dickson (Atheneum, $7.95) 
makes this reviewer think fond- 
ly of the Green Lantern Ice 
Cream Parlor in Amherst, Nova 
Scotia, where we repaired after 
school, with the boyfriend of the 
moment, to have a Banana Split 
or a Sundae. It’s nostalgic and 
enlightening. Homemade _ Ice 
Cream and Cake by the food 
editors (Continued on page 20)

IN A REMODELED GREENHOUSE 
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The Halls’ greenhouse kitchen has a bona fide garden wall—two 
built-up arcs of brick separating a compact half-moon of work 
space (see plan) from the tiled conservatory, which is truly a 
garden as well as a dining area. Ivy climbs the wall from planter 
beds perennially green with ready-to-snip herbs—thyme, basil, 
rosemary, parsley, chives. Flowers are grown around the room 
in a continuous border of brick-edged planting troughs. To off- 
set potential humidity, there’s the ventilator and a cross draught 
of air between the terrace door (above) and an opposite door 
(not shown). To control light and shade, roll-up blinds on the 
glass roof are manipulated by pull-cords (right). Meals within this 
glass shell, in a surround of blossoms and hanging plants, are 
sheer delight. No mundane kitchen machinations offend a diner’s 
eye because cooking area walls rise high to hide work counters. 

The Halls’ estate greenhouse (original shown at top left) is a 
rarity, but prefabricated greenhouses, designed to be added to ex- 
isting buildings, make the greenhouse-garden-kitchen a feasible, 
not wildly expensive practicality.

CRAIG CLAIBORNE, formerly food editor of The New York 
Times, author of The New York Times Cookbook, now wrif- 
ing and editing the Craig Claiborne Journal, a twice-monthly 
newsletter on food: “I know that Julia is devoted to her copper 
bowl, but I don’t cling copper bowls to my besom for egg 
whites by any means. | find that, for all practical purposes, 
an electric mixer works equally well. I don’t like a pressure 
cooker; I wouldn’t dare to use a garlic press—it transforms 
the flavor of garlic. I’'d hate to do without a canner for 
vegetables and I have to have steamers. Woks are absolutely 
essential. I need a portable blender and a stationary blender, 
a hand can opener, lots of mixing bowls, whisks, a scale. 1 
have a professional meat slicing machine.” 


DALE BOOHER, architect: “I don’t have a garlic press or a 
blender and though I like to cook, I never cook anything that 
takes over 30 minutes. I use lots of lemon and butter and, 
most important, my 10 fingers.” 


JAMES BEARD, noted Establishment writer on foods and cook- 
ing: I, too, feel very enthusiastic about the microwave oven, 
but it’s not one of the things I want to carry around with me 
on a desert island! I can’t live without paper towels, and I 
like a lemon stripper and a lemon zester, a little thing that 
slices off little strips of the lemon or orange or carrots. These 
are two little funny gadgets you can carry in your pocket. 

“Nor could I do without a nonstick frying pan. I disagree 
with Julia about a pressure cooker. I tried to use one, but it 
changes the taste of the food. I like good tongs for turning 
meat or vegetables, taking things out of the oven, and I just 
can’t live without wooden spatulas. No, I don’t mean wooden 
spoons. I use them for everything that everybody else uses 
spoons and whisks for. I love good baking pans and baking 
sheets—sheet-iron, not cast-iron—but I could live without a 
copper bowl and without a blender, too. I have always lived 
without a garlic press, and I wouldn’t want one. It’s a 
nuisance and hard to keep clean. I think it’s so much easier 
to chop your garlic.” 


JAMES FOLEY, on 18-year-old senior at Kearsarge Regional 
High School in Sutton, N.H., who won the 1973 Betty Crocker 
Homemaker of Tomorrow award for his school. Because he was 
on his way to basketball! practice, he asked his mother to call us 
back: “There’s no use in my trying to catch that boy long 
enough for him to do this. Oh, he is interested, but he was 
swimming all day and now he’s at ball practice. He’s six- 
foot-four and weighs 200 pounds, and Julia Child is to blame 
for his interest in the kitchen because he used to watch her 
show. In the kitchen, he says, he must have spices and herbs. 
He must have a blender. He said to tell you that one must 
have a cast-iron stomach and a mother to wash the dishes.” 


MARK HATFIELD, U.S. senator from Oregon: “I like to make 
pickles and ice cream, so, of course, I need an ice cream 
freezer, and a crock and jars for the pickles.” 


ANTOINETTE HATFIELD, wife of Senator Hatfield, author of 
the three books Remarkable Recipes, More Remarkable Recipes 
and Food for Fellowship: “I have a kitchenful of things I 








couldn’t live without. I couldn’t live without my chopping 
board, my Chinese cleaver or my double boiler.” 


BERT GREENE, promotion art director for Esquire; co-owner of 
The Store, a chic restaurant/boutique in Amagansett, N.Y.; 
author of The Store—an Amagansett Cookbook, to be published 
in September: “I need a couple of good pans, French enameled 
cast-iron. You get more even heat for one thing, and they’re 
cleaner to work with. I like fresh pepper and Kosher salt or 
sea salt and a supply of bouillon. If something doesn’t taste 
right, and you want to correct the seasoning, a dash of 
bouillon will give it a little zitz. 

A balloon whisk is indispensable for getting lumps out of 
sauces, for whipping cream. I love a copper bowl. If you 
want to do egg whites, they triple in size in just three min- 
utes. I like wooden spoons and I use a garlic press, but I also 
use a mortar and pestle and a little all-purpose grater that 
you can grate nutmeg and cinnamon in. One terribly im- 
portant thing is cheesecloth. When you want to squeeze a 
lemon, cut it in half and throw it into the cheesecloth and 
you don’t get any seeds in the juice. Use it on chicken if you 
want to roast a chicken—it keeps it tender.” 


STEPHEN BURROWS, fashion designer: “I like to cook—and 
eat—sweet potatoes and chicken, and IJ find that I can usually 
get along with only a fork.” 

FRANCES FIELD, co-author with 
Field, of The Quintet of Cuisines for the Time-Life ''Foods of 
the World" series, now a food writer at Creative Food Service: 
“I need quite a lot. I must have a heavy sauté pan; I must 
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have sharp Sabatier chopping knives, a chopping board, a set 
of whisks for beating sauces, a copper bow! for egg whites. 
There’s a catalytic agent in copper that makes the whites 
whip up very high. I must have a colander for straining, a 
spatula for turning, a blender for quick blending and certain 
chopping, grating cheese and breadcrumbs. I must have a 
wire strainer, wooden spoons for stirring in my sauté pan, 
glass measuring cups and measuring spoons. I could not live 
without the heavy sauté pan, knives, chopping block.” 


NORA EPHRON, author of Wallflower at the Orgy, monthly 
columnist for Esquire: “Fanaticism is driving me out of the 
kitchen. I love my copper pan, my spaghetti pot and my 12- 
inch frying pan. I love my knife rack—no, not my knives, the 
rack, because it makes the knives look so splendid. I have an 
espresso coffee pot I love dearly. I used to have a fantasy when 
I was younger of being locked overnight in a bakery and that 
was my idea of heaven. Then I got older and my idea of 
heaven was being locked in a delicatessen. Now, my idea of 
heaven is being locked in a tremendous kitchen supply store. 
I have one of those really huge ugly numbers of a carving 
board with prongs and disgusting handles that I love. 

“I like cooking less than I used to. I wanted to show peo- 
ple that not only was I a capable writer, but alsc a wonderful 
cook. Now I cook less but enjoy it more. One of the reasons 
I love my big pot that I make spaghetti in is that I also make 
huge soups that are whole meals, a Russian beef borsch, 
a glorious stew. Cooking is very competitive, to show you’re 
perfect, right. I have a whole bunch of things in my kitchen 
that I don’t use, like my omelet pan. I don’t like things you 
have to make rituals of, like never wash it or oil it when 
you’re through with it. I’m anti-ritual. I don’t like those non- 
stainless steel knives that you’re supposed to like. They 
stain and get ugly and if you’re a person like me who leaves 
things in the sink for hours, you can’t be pro-ritual. I could 
be without a whisk, but I couldn’t be without my potato 
peeler. And, I really love my cutting board, but I go through 
boards, too—they end up in the sink with the knives.” 


RUTH HENDERSON, co-owner with her husband, Skitch 
Henderson, of the New York restaurant Dalys Dandelion and 
co-owner of The Silo, a kitchen shop in New Milford, Conn.: 
“My first favorite thing is my restaurant food warmer, be- 
cause when we entertain, I’m the cook. I like to have things 
coming out on hot plates and if you leave the food in the oven 
too long, it overcooks. In the warmer, food stays just as you 
left it. I like all my cooking utensils and whatever I cook in 
to be usable in the dining room. I use a lot of heavy pottery 
in earthen colors. My dining room is like a little country 
kitchen setup, so everything I cook with is either white or 
earthenware or bright blue.” 


MILTON VIORST, political columnist for The Washington Star: 
“Gourmet? I regard the designation of “gourmet” as a great 
honor, which modesty forbids one to attach to oneself. Some- 
body else has to call you that. I would not presume to call 
mySelf a gourmet. I do have very strong opinions on some- 
thing as contemptible as a frying pan or scrambling an egg. 
A couple of years ago, when we came into some money, we 
immediately splashed and bought a set of copper pots. I 
will no longer scramble an egg in anything less than a copper 
pot, and my wife will scramble it in any 59-cent tin pot that 
happens to be handy which irritates me. So, whenever my 
turn comes to scramble the eggs, I always reach for my cop- 
per skillet and treat it with a great deal of care with what I 
regard as preeminently the right temperature. When Judy’s 
not in the kitchen, I make myself felt by reaching toward the 
spices and adding an important nuance to the end product.” 


PATRICIA HARRIS, Washington, D.C., attorney, chairwoman 
of the credentials committee at the 1972 Democratic convention: 
“There isn’t anything I don’t like to cook, but I’m most in- 
volved in cooking on weekends when I have the time. I 
guess I most cherish the portable mixer. That’s natural be- 
cause I remember the hand mixer from my childhood. I love 
my meat grinder. It’s an enormous thing, but I grind my own 





| neats and use it for making my own sausages and pates.”’ 


AL LINDEN, actor: “I learned to cook when I first got mar- 
\ ried. There I was, cleaning up while my wife cooked—and I 
)realized she had the better deal. I decided to reverse the 
| roles. My specialty is veal and for this I use a great big frying 
) pan that’s 15 years old. It’s like a good, loyal faithful servant

| tion, rather than on tools. If I want to cut something, I grab 
whatever knife is near. I’m more interested in the look and 
taste of food than in being meticulous about its preparation. 
I’m careful in the restaurant, but when I go into the kitchen 
for fun, I cook for fun. I’m not devoted to any material thing 
in the kitchen. Yes, I could live without a blender or a mixer. 
I think part of the challenge when I’m really cooking for fun 
is to improvise and use my imagination, and I do that with 
the tools that are there.” 


DAVID DURK, commanding officer of the Special Forces in 
_the Organized Crime Control Bureau of New York City, a 
_ graduate of Amherst, a police sergeant who teaches at Yale, 
a doctoral candidate at N.Y.U.: “I can’t do without my wife! 
She chops the onions and cleans up for me. We have some 
really beautiful stuff that we bought at a restaurant supply 
house. We don’t have a big kitchen, but if we did, what I'd 
really like to have is a restaurant stove. 

My older daughter, Joan, who’s a pretty good cook her- 
self now, is my assistant and “underchef’ along with my 
wife. I make all kinds of things. No. I don’t use a blender. 




















































My mother gave me a blender, but I don’t use it. I like to 
get in there and do it myself. I like the look and feel of food. 
Food is relaxing. Cooking is relaxing. I come home at odd 
hours and sometimes I'll just start cooking to relax.” 


JONI BARNETT, director of physical education for women at 
Yale: “Although you can’t have been at Yale for four years, 
as I have, without being conscious of women’s status, I 
still don’t fit into the Women’s Lib mold.

By SUSAN LEWIN [] From the beginning, Mel 
and Meg Knyper “knew exactly’ what they 
wanted their Long Island vacation house to 
be. ‘Since our site had no view of the beach 
or the ocean, we wanted a house that was 
completely inward-oriented, one that had its 
own landscape.” The solution designed by 
Architects Melvin Smith and Martin Munter 
for the Knypers and their two children is a 
one-story atrium house with cedar exterior 
(below) and a pool in the inner court (above).

You can’t tell a plum by its color 
Although there are hundreds of varieties of 
plums grown throughout the world, all plums 
can be divided into two general categories, 
the European and the Japanese. 

The European variety, brought to this 
country by the Pilgrims, is always blue and 
purple, mildly sweet and generally smaller 
than the Japanese. The Japanese, intro- 
duced into the United States in 1870, ac- 
counts for most of the major varieties grown 
in California. They are bright red, crimson 
or yellow, medium to large and very juicy. 

Plums are kaleidoscopic outside and in- 
side, and to the uninitiated, a plum’s out- 
side gives very litthe clue to its inside. Cali- 
fornia plums are divided into three general 
groups: the reds, the greens and the blues. 

‘‘Red”’ plums have skins that range from 
deep red to light crimson and flesh that is 
yellow-amber in color. Good examples are 
Beauty and the famous Santa Rosa (devel- 
oped by Luther Burbank and the single most 
popular plum of all). ‘“‘Green’’ plums have 
yellow to green skins with yellow flesh. Kel- 
sey and Wichson are typical ‘‘green’”’ plums. 
“Blue” plums have blue-to-purple-to-black 
skins and flesh that ranges from yellow- 
green to amber in hue. Laroda, Eldorado and

President all belong in the ‘‘blue’’ category. 


Buying fresh plums 

Choose plums that are full color for their 
variety and check for ripeness by lightly 
pressing the tip end. If slightly soft, the 
plum is ripe. If not, a day or two at room 
temperature will ripen it perfectly. But you 
have to keep a sharp eye because plums 
turn from ripe to overripe faster than al- 
most any other fruit. 


Storing plums 

Ripe plums should be refrigerated in a 
plastic bag, all air squeezed out, or some 
other moisture-proof container to prevent 
them from shriveling. They can be stored 
this way three to five days. 


Peeling plums 

If a recipe calls for peeled plums, dip in 
boiling water briefly or unti! the skin bursts, 
then peel as you would a tomato. 


Pitting plums 

Some plums are freestones—Mariposa and 
Laroda, for example—so the pit pops out 
easily; others are freestone enough so that 
you can cut them (Continued on page 78)

If beer is a year-round 
pleasure, it is Summer's spe- 
cial joy. It is crisp, smooth, 


tart. It blends with both picnic 
fare and classic feast. Chilled 
and frothy, it slakes a hot-day 
thirst as few beverages can. 

Yet, for all the cheer beer 
gives us, we rarely give it 
much thought. We should. 
Beer is a complex beverage 
with nuances and variations, 
flavors and textures we can 
only guess at unless we sam- 
ple and compare a range of 
beers side by side. 

As you would with a beer 
tasting—a novel, easy sum- 
mer entertainment, a_ splen- 
did way to give beer its due. 

Collect a variety of beers, 
running from the light and 
delicate lagers through malt 
liquors, ales and creamy, dark 
stouts. Match domestic beers 
against imported ones, the 
light-bodied against the heavy, 
the dry ones against the rich 
and the sweet, pale goldens 
, against the deep browns. 

Begin with the lagers, those 
light-flavored and light-bodied, 
pale golden beers. Lagers 
(this country’s favorite malt 
beverage) are bright and spar- 
kling, highly carbonated and 
crisply fresh with an alcoholic 
content that ranges from 3.6% 
to 4%. Include American la- 
gers—the mild but tangy Mil- 
ler High Life, Hamm's and 
Buckhorn from the western 
half of the country, Piel’s from 
the East Coast. Go on to the 
prestigious Michelob, then a 
sharper one like Schaefer or 
Budweiser. Try them against 
Holland’s delicate Heineken, 
Canada’s fine Labatt Pilsner, 
Germany's Wurzburger Light 
Beer, Mexico’s Carta Blanca, 
Norway’s Ringes,  treland’s 
Harp Lager, England’s Whit- 
bread Brewmaster, The Philip- 
pines’ San Miguel. 

By all means, savor what 
many beer drinkers consider 
the greatest of all—Czecho- 
slovakia’s Pilsner Urquell, the 

stype of all Bohemian 
tyj gers, and that means 
he beer in America.

lengthwise along the crease, 
twist and they will come apart 
into two neat halves (Eldorado 
and Queen Ann are typical).

Le Croquant aux Prunes* 
(Plums Baked in an 
Almond-Sugar Crust) 


Crust: 

lf% cup blanched almonds, 
finely chopped 

lZ cup sugar 

4% cup flour 

Pinch of salt 

4 tablespoons (14% stick) 
cold sweet butter 

1 teaspoon vanilla extract 


Mix the almonds with the sugar, 
flour and salt. Work in the cold 
butter by bits with a pastry 
blender. Add the vanilla. Do not 
moisten or overwork the mix- 
ture. It should remain crumbly. 
Refrigerate for the moment. 


Plums: 

3 pounds fresh plums 

2 Cup sugar 

Juice of 1 lemon, strained 
Butter 


Halve and pit the plums and 
place in a heavy enameled 
saucepan. Add the sugar and 
lemon juice. Set aside for about 
an hour, giving the mixture an 
occasional stir so the plums 
are well-coated. Place the sauce- 
pan over moderate heat and 
bring to a boil. Reduce heat and 
simmer, uncovered, for about 
20 minutes (less, if the plums 
are very ripe and tender). 

With a slotted spoon, lift the 
plums to a buttered baking dish 
and set aside. Strain the juice 
and return to the saucepan. 
Place over a moderate heat and 
reduce to a thick, heavy syrup. 
Pour over plums; set aside. 

To bake, spread half the 
crust over the plums and place 
in a preheated 400° oven for 
10 minutes or until the crust is 
golden and crunchy. Then 
spread the remainder of the 
mixture, making a dome toward 
the center. Return to the oven 
and bake for about 15 minutes 
or until golden brown. Place on 
a rack and cool slightly.

Leave space on each list for 
your guests to write down their 
tasting impressions. 

Plan your tasting around one 
glass for each person or rent 
mugs by the dozens and offer 
one to each person for each 
beer. Or, do as the professionals 
do: Ask everyone to taste from 
the sample glasses in front of 
the ice buckets, the theory being 
that the beer’s alcohol will kill 
any germs present. 

If one glass per person is 

your plan, plan also on buckets 
on the floor for pouring out un- 
finished beer, and bowls of hot 
water on the table for rinsing 
glasses between beers. 
_ In all cases, the glass shou'd 
be clear. Choose a handled mug, 
a graceful Pilsner glass or one 
of the new shapes by Boda of 
Sweden—solid, easy to hold. 
Mugs can be the basic massive 
kind or a thin-glassed, heavy- 
bottomed one, either short and 
wide or tall and narrow. Con- 
sider the handle as we'l as the 
shape. Is it large enough to 
grasp in a steady hold? Is it 
well-balanced? Forget cut crys- 
tal—it’s lovely to look at but 
impractical when you are judg- 
ing color and clarity. 

The purpose of a tasting is to 
find differences between heers. 
Observe the color. Contrast 
the bubbles. Are they smaller 
in One beer than in another? A 
clue to higher quality. Consider 
the head or foam. Is it closely 
knit? A healthy beer. Is it loosely 
knit? A sign of trouble—age, 
infection or overexposure to 
light. Contrary to general belief, 
the size of the head denotes 
nothing but personal prefer- 
ence. New Yorkers, for exam- 
ple, like big heads and Mary- 
landers prefer smaller ones. 


drop into a bowl. Discard pits.

Let 
stand for about 15 minutes. 
This makes enough filling for 
four nine-inch pies. 

To freeze: Divide the filling 
evenly among four one-quart 
freezer containers, leaving at 
least 14-inch space at the top.

To bake pies: Thaw filling at 
room temperature only until the 
filling can be separated and 
spread in the pastry-lined pie 
plate.

Bake at 
400° for about one hour or until 
the crust is golden in color. @ 


Swirl. Note the clarity, the 
tone. Do thick, slow sheets or 
“‘legs’’ of beer run down the 
side of the glass after you've 
swirled? The beer is probably 
full-bodied, possibly with a 
touch of sweetness. 

Sniff. Judge the aroma, ma- 
turity, depth, the freshness. 

Savor. Take a sip and let it 
run across your tonsue. Roll it 
around your mouth. Concentrate 
on the body, the texture. 

Finally, swallow. Do you like 
the taste? Is it hoppy (aro- 
matic, sharp, with a touch of 
bitterness)? Is it malty (sweet, 
me'low, not harsh)? Is it taney? 
Does the finish have finesse? Is 
it well-balanced? Or does one 
flavor overwhelm the others? 
Does the aftertaste linger as 
a pleasant reminder? Does it 
disappear too quickly, leaving a 
sense of disappointment? What 
is vour over-all reaction? Would 
you want to drink it again? 

Go on to the next beer, and 
the next, jotting down notes 
and impressions. Return to ear- 
lier beers and judge them anew. 

During the tasting, serve 
only neutral foods to refresh the 
palate and revive the taste buds 
between beers: French bread, 
toast or bland crackers and, if 
you wish, mild cheese. 

After judging beer for itself, 
discover what it can do for food. 
While your tasting table has 
been a background of pristine 
white, your food table can be a 
spiash of color and design. 
Decorate it with the foods that 
go best with beer—hearty, 
zesty, spicy foods, both hot and 
cold, exotic and simple. In fact, 
beer goes well with almost 
everything except creamy, rich 
foods, light and delicate ones 
and sweet dishes.

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Life is different near the top of the new super-high apartments 
—the 96-story John Hancock or the 65-story Marina City apart- 
ments in Chicago. Or New York City’s 47-story Excelsior. Spec- 
tacular views, pushbuttons and a special silence are high-rise— 
and high-priced—advantages but these plush apartments affect 
residents in more ways than their bank balances. Height exerts 
its considerable influence on psychological and social behavior, 
environment and, yes, interior decorating. Nor are these areas 
as unrelated as they seem. 

There is, first, impersonality. It’s one of the biggest griev- 
ances. ‘‘Show me a 50-story building,’’ says one high-rise tenant. 
‘and I'll show you 50 floors of potentially friendly people who 
don’t know their next door neighbors.’’ Dr. Roy C. Herrenkohl, 
associate professor of social psychology at Lehigh University and 
a member of the American Society of Civil Engineers’ Joint Com- 
mittee on Planning and Design of Tall Buildings, places some of 
the blame on thoughtless design. He writes that designers assume 
people are infinitely adaptable; that they will give up the natural 
tendency, for example, to personalize space. Modern buildings, 
he feels, do not encourage personalization. They are built for the 
architect's, not the occupants’, purposes. Chicago Decorator 
Helen Masoner agrees. ‘‘The atmosphere of high-rises is usually 
cold and sterile. That’s why we try to emphasize dark colors and 
period pieces to try to lend some warmth.” 


One can imagine how this ambience might affect behavior. 
4 
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Further studies have shown that, for instance, low-rise tenants 
tend to make more friends in their buildings than their high-living 
counterparts. This may be due to the smaller number of apart- 
ment units per building and their nearness to common areas. Said 
one occupant of a Miami high-rise, ‘‘l used to meet everyone in 
the laundry room when we lived up north. Now, it’s 20 floors 
down and through a maze. | never see the same face twice.”’ 

In the opinion of Dr. Mark E. Goldstein, a member of the psy- 
chology faculty of New York City’s New School for Social Research, 
the high-rise apartment can foster feelings of superiority and iso- 
lation. ‘‘You can literally hole up in one indefinitely, having 
things sent up, and feel no contact with reality or day-to-day life 
‘out there.’ And, since you don’t have to make contact with anyone, 
you don't even make the effort.”’ 

Herrenkohl equates impersonality with apathy. Residents of tall 
buildings, he says, are less involved with community and neigh- 
bors than are garden apartment dwellers and are, then, less likely 
to willingly involve themselves in the situations of others. All of 
this paints a black picture of life in the blue. A welcome note of 
optimism comes from Dr. Thomas C. Kavanagh, one of the found- 
ing members of the Joint Committee and senior vice-president of 
the New York engineering firm of Madigan-Praeger Inc. He 
describes a plan first put forth at New York University and called 
the Theory of Defensible Space. It refers to the increasingly pop- 
ular practice of arranging apartments around a (Continued)

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common area to encourage a neighborhood feeling instead of 
creating miles of impersonal hallways. 
While social interrelationships are certainly important to a 


person’s contentment, the high-rise dweller’s potential difficul- 
ties do not stop there. Perhaps he who gets queasy at sea would 
do well to hug the ground on land, as well. Not that we’ve run 
into anyone who requires Dramamine in order to stand up in his 
apartment, but sway is definitely a consideration. Mrs. Richard 
Cooper, a former resident of the 78th floor of the John Hancock 
Building, reported that she felt ill from time to time from the 
movement of the building—as much as 18 inches in the fre- 
quently stiff wind. ‘‘They don’t call this the Windy City for 
nothing,’’ she remarked, now happily settled in a suburban 
home. On the 30th floor of New York City’s Phoenix House, 
Robin Roberts, president of Clarence House fabrics, is not at 
all bothered by sway. He doesn’t notice it, although the wind is 
very strong on the north side of the building. But one gets the 
impression that Roberts would put up with it anyway, as he 
emphasizes, ‘‘Height gives a feel of the ambience of this city. 
On the third floor you could be in Boston or Battle Creek, but 
up here it couldn’t be anywhere but New York.”’ 

Chicago Decorator Ann Milligan Gray, who has an apartment 

in the Hancock Building, says that the worst part about the 
building’s movement is the noise that goes with it. ‘It creaks 
and groans,"’ she says. ‘It’s really very spooky at times.”’ 
And it creates problems on a more practical level, as well. ‘‘The 
walls move,’’ she says. ‘‘A room cannot be paneled unless the 
wood is especially givable; you can’t have bookcases with any 
stress on them, and dark-colored walls are a real trial. We are 
always having to retouch the corners because the paint cracks 
as the walls sway and the white is always coming through.” 
New York Decorator Jay Spectre adds that he found it impossible 
to focus light on a picture. ‘‘You get the nose one minute and 
an ear the next.’’ Indeed, a recent article in a publication of the 
ASCE stated that at least 15 buildings in the United States sway 
enough in strong winds to cause discomfort and even illness. 
Most engineers, however, maintain that residents expect such 
movements and can adjust to it. As for the sounds, they are 
merely joints of the building rubbing together. You can always 
try ear plugs or turn up the stereo. 
How about the height, itself? We asked if occupants 
of elevated apartments get dizzy when near the windows. Is the 
joy of gazing at the view somewhat hampered by a need to 
cling to something solid? No, says Ms. Gray. ‘‘No one who has a 
fear of heights would take such an apartment. We have run into 
problems with guests, though. It’s quite a shock to many of 
them.’’ But she points out that in Chicago most of the tall 
buildings have radiator units that extend from the window 
areas like window seats and keep you about two feet away from 
them, thus preventing anyone from looking straight down. 
Others, like Marina City, have balconies so that those who wish 
to commune with the stratosphere can do so, while the less in- 
trepid are secure seeing a platform outside. 

There are, of course, those days when nothing is visible 
outside the window, especially from apartments above the 
50th floor. Ms. Gray finds it depressing when the clouds roll 
in but admits it’s worth it for the spectacular view at night. 
Another Chicago family enjoys waving to passing traffic heli- 
copter pilots from the breakfast room in the morning. 

One big advantage, we would think, of extreme height would 
be privacy. Everyone agreed with this. ‘‘It affects window treat- 
ments,’ said Helen Masoner. ‘‘We are very lax with them. Of 
course glare and light are intensified but usually light shades 
or transparent curtains suffice.'’ Robin Roberts uses nothing 
at all on his windows, but he did polarize the glass to cut glare 
and make it easier to look out than in—just in case. As a 
matter of fact, ‘just in case’’ is a pertinent point. If we assume 
that the taller building is the trend of the future, doesn’t this 
mean that with more people moving up in the world, privacy 
vill be cut down? That, after a while, there may be a fellow on 
the 80th floor of his building looking into your 80th floor win- 
dow? “A definite problem,"’ agrees Ms. Gray, who points out 
that Marshall Field is already putting up a 60-story building 

-rOSs the street from ‘‘Big John.”’ 

No building is an island—to paraphrase John Donne. Tall 
suildings must certainly exert some influence on the environ- 
nent and community.

Dr. Kavanagh can quote awesome figures, as those for New 
York City’s new 110-story World Trade Center. Upon total 
occupancy, it will produce 50 tons of garbage a day and 21% 
million gallons of sewage. While the Trade Center is not a resi- 
dential building, we can take this as a clue to the possible fig- 
ures to contend with in future buildings of equal height. Elec- 
tricity is also a consideration as buildings climb higher. (In a 
power failure, it’s a long climb down from the 92nd floor.) 

No doubt, taller buildings will prove the trend of the future 
in housing. For some, an apartment ‘‘up there’’ will represent 
power, superiority or, perhaps, uncomplicated exhilaration in 
living over the clouds. But for others, it's more scary than 
heady. And for them there is comfort in the fact that 
for every apartment above the 40th floor. 
thousands are available below it.

While building one’s own house isn’t extraordinary in this 
country, doing so at 65 is unusual. That this house is strik- 
ingly designed and wonderfully livable, as well, makes Morris 
Zucker’s story unique. The house is made up of four large 
hexagons and a fifth, unroofed, fenced-in hexagon serving as 
an entry courtyard. A dining area and very attractive wood- 
finished kitchen take up the hexagonal section facing the front 
entry. Living area and fireplace occupy an adjoining section 
opening to the first. In the third space, a master bedroom 
and bath; and the fourth, two smaller bedrooms and a bath. 
A rectangular garage on the street side and a terrace on the 
harbor side complete the house. 

How did he come to choose the hexagon? It allowed for an 
easy division of space, first of all. In addition, he said, ‘‘l 
hated to cut down a lovely old tree in the center of the prop- 
erty and the hexagonal shape was the best way to avoid doing 
so. | remembered a long time ago seeing a hexagonal house 
in House Beautiful and it impressed me very much.”’

Demand feeding may remind you of sleepless nights and a 
very hungry baby. But here it applies to timed-release plant 
foods. ‘‘Precise’’ capsules from the Environmental Products 
Project at the 3M Co., is the newest entry.

In so many houses or apartments, there is a 
small dining area partitioned off from the 
kitchen or just adjacent to it. Dining bays 
are often kept to a simple, functional scheme. 
But this area can be exciting, festive, unu- 
sual, a room within a room that’s lighthearted 
enough for children, sophisticated enough 
for adults’ entertaining. Now, for a moment, 
transport yourself to a village in France. 
Espresso, Brie and croissants are on the 
table at a local cafe. The effect? Intimate. 

Now mingle the essence of Frenchness 
with American savvy and the result is a 
dining area that works for the family (left). 
Choose the primaries—red, yellow and blue, 
printed here on glazed chintz in a patchwork 
design with American, Continental and Chi- 
noiserie patterns. Install a portier—lengths 
of chintz attached to rings and hung on a 
rod—and open them. Hang pull-shades of 
the same fabric behind a window-wide val- 
ance. Draperies at the window repeat the 
line of the portier further out in the room. A 
comfortable U-shaped banquette encircles a 
pedestal table. For practicality, the bottom 
of the banquette is carpeted and so it will 
not need frequent repainting. For our 
French dining bay: “Euphoria” 
nylon carpet in “Golden Nugget” 
with “Patches,” 100% cotton 
fabric, in the close-up at 
bottom center. 















































Older homes have a special architectural charm. But often, the } 
upstairs rooms are fitted with dormer windows that create 
wasted space within the room. This can be a decorating prob- 
lem. What to do? In this girl’s room, the space extending from 
the dormer window has been built out with a platform to use 
for seating (above). The window is dressed in the simplest way 
possible—cafe and draw curtains in a delicate pink-and-white 
gingham, with cozy matching pillows.

the awesome view of the upper reaches of Manhattan’s 
Chrysler Building. There, great, stylized steel eagles 
thrust their blunt beaks out below the sun-ray 
needlenose tower. Pure Art Deco. Below them, at the 
fourth setback of this monument to its time, are 

metal radiator caps from the 1929 Chrysler automobile, 
several thousand times life size. Studies in optimistic, 
expansive giantism—but that was 1929 for you. 

Down at street level, Art Deco has come into its own 
again as the museums, galleries and shops enjoy a 
revival of the styling trend that swept the world between 
two world wars. The dominant design of the 1920s 
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and 30s has become the in vogue of the 70s. That Ne 
streamlined era of total design thai set the fashion for a 
everything from Cartier handbag clasps to the 
decor of the Radio City Music Hall is accessorizing the z 
homes and persons of such celebrity connoisseurs fe ke 
as Andy Warhol and Barbra Streisand. Iai fh 

Art Deco began its comeback in the mid-1960s. It 
moved quickly - from a craze for “‘new antique camp” fe 
to an awareness that the objects designed and executed 
between the wars were more than amusing—the best 
were superbly crafted. (Remember those postwar 
advertisements for merchandise that promised prewar 
quality? It was a promise frequently unfulfilled. ) 

By 1968, a high priest of Art Deco had appeared: 

Bevis Hillier, an “Oxford man and a Londen art critic 

of rare vision. Born in 1940, he points out that he 

‘‘orew up amid the debris” of the era. His book, 
Art Deco (published by Studio-Vista in England; 
paperback by Dutton, $2.45), spread the word and 
explained the term. The term Art Deco derives from the 
name giv entoa fiercely modernist exposition f A 
held in Paris in 1925: L’Exposition Internationale des 
Arts Decoratifs et Industrels Modernes. From this ie 
imposing showcase, the modern design of Fe f 
the jazz age broke over an old and battered world. 

By 197 Al the Art Deco revival was more than a camp 
fad. The Minneapolis Institute of Arts held the first 
major museum retrospective show. Its 224-page catalog 
is a collector’s item, abulge with color plates of the 
best in Deco design. The museum’s curator of 
exhibitions, David Ryan, invited Bevis Hillier to advise. 
From it came Hillier’s second book on the subject, 
The World of Deco (Dutton paperback, $7.50). 

Finding the furnishings of your not-so-remote youth 
in a museum can be mildly disquieting. But there’s 
a fascination in this movement that set out to restyle 
the total life experience. And though there is a 
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certain austerity in its uses 
of stainless steel and 
aluminum, it’s endlessly 
varied. Art Deco was a great 
borrower. The ziggurat shape of an 
ancient Assyrian pyramid was re- 
born as a radio cabinet. The 1923 discovery 
- King Tut’s tomb inspired bracelets for 
lappers’ wrists and pendants for their 
sess ica bosoms. Assyrian, Egyptian, 
Aztec, the angular shapes of the oldest civilizations 
were restored in the name of modernism and 
applied to everything in sight. The angles 
of antiquity echo the lightning flashes of the electric age. 
How high could a skyseraper rise and still be passed 
off as an attenuated Gothic cathedral? Certainly 
not as high as the Chrysler or Empire State buildines. 
The Brave New World required primitive simplicity 
executed in cold modern materials. Even the tiniest 
items—jewelry and furniture fittings—rejected the gilt 
rosettes of the Edwardian years for plastic, ivory, 
onyx, jade, lapis lazuli. Diamonds were square-cut. 
Given the many recurring motifs of Art Deco—from 
frozen fountains and soap bubbles etched in glass 
theater walls to thunderbolt zigzags on a streamliner’s 
sides, the Chrysler Building’s great eagles don’t loom 
particularly large as emblems. But a few even fiercer 
eagles survive. You can hold them in the palm of your 
hand, those crystal mascots Lalique made for Hitler 
to give his more favored marshals. They screwed them 
onto the radiator caps of their Mercedes limousines. 
Interest in the artifacts of the era uncovers an entire 
hierarchy of rediscovered artists and craftsmen. 
René Lalique, of course, for his frosted glass. Jean 
Puiforeat for his squat and squared-off silver services. 
The bulbous china teapot of great-grandma’s day gave 
way to Puiforcat’s chunky items that owe a debt to the 
geometrically abstract cubism of Mondriaan, Braque 
and Duchamp. In this total-design scene, painters, 
engineers, coutouriers, architects and cabinetmakers 
rubbed shoulders together and swapped ideas. 
This wedding of the arts and the crafts to glorify 
science placed a high value on workmanship, making 





































































the furniture of the period particularly noteworthy. 
While New York led the world in architecture, 

Paris reigned supreme in furniture design. This was 
due largely to the master craftsman of the age, 
Jacques-Emile RuhlImann. Almost single-handedly, 
this one designer sold the super-rich on the idea 

that simplicity of line was the standard of elegance. 

The fuseau tapering legs of his pared-down furnit 
in fabulously expensive woods swept the design sce 
He planned the Pavillon d’un Collectionneur at the 
1925 expesition and went on to decorate the French 
Line’s fahled Ile-de-France. A price of $60,000 
was not exceptional for a Ruhimann piece. One bed it 
Ambony wood was covered in 19 snakeskins. Today 
his pieces are displayed at the Metropolitan Museum i 
New York with all the reverence due a Chippendale. — 

The Brooklyn Museum’s recent acquisition of th 
Worgelt study is another case in point.

No | 
ingenuity was spared to design more and more 
elaborate, not always cannily concealed, home bars. 
Complete with silver cocktail shakers, they might 
be called the true emblems of a law-flaunting period. © 

Art historians carefully chronicle the changes Ded 
design underwent during its 20-year heyday.

The prewar period that some of us remember all 


too well has not only become history, it has been du 


scrutinized. What we threw out not so many seasons 


ago is resurrected by dealers happy to sell it back. 
What is there about that boom-then-bust perioc 

assumes such grandeur in retrospect? The era’s 

survivors are more likely to remember The Grap 


of Wrath, the Spanish Civil War and breadlines than 


the sleek glamor of luxury items few could afford ( 


perhaps only a dreamlike glimpse of Jean Harlow 
sinuously undulating away from a moon-shaped vanity 


table as blond and glittering as her unreal self). 


Possibly the key lies in the spirit of those times, a 


spirit that embraced with determined optimism a 


modern age when technology could be romanticized as 
a possible cure-all, a time eager to shake off the last 


entangling tendrils of the Victorian age. Naive? 
Yes. But youthfully confident that objects made of 
clean-limbed steel and beautiful in their function 


could build a better world. Today, we’re not so sure.

TO FIND YOUR OWN DECO 

A trip through the shops specializing in Art 
Deco reveals the extent of its recent come- 
back. You can buy anything from a pair of 
lacquered platinum cuff links to a chrome- 
and-glass table from the steamship Norman- 
die if you know where to look. The artisans 
of Paris produced the most celebrated items, 
but today the Deco emporiums flourish in 
New York and London. Even if you are more 
curious than acquisitive, a few visits to these 
shops and their knowledgeable owners pro- 
vide a wonderfully offbeat trip into the trap- 
pings of a time only just past. 

In New York City, the queen of Art Deco 
is Lillian Nassau. Her shop at 220 East 57th 
St. combines Deco with the earlier Art Nou- 
veau-Tiffany glass period. Some of her objets 
are unique museum pieces—and not for sale 
at any price. Interested visitors are welcome 
to look, and it may well be the most beautiful 
shop of any kind, anyplace. 

Hard on her heels in a standard of high 
quality are Sybarites Gallery, 211 East 60th 
St., and Primavera, 808 Madison Ave., in the 
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art gallery district. A commercial gallery 
that sponsors almost continual one-man shows 
of Art Deco artisans is the Sonnabend Gal- 
lery, at 924 Madison Ave. 

For Deco trinkets within the reach of all, 
try Pieces of Time, at 1 Charles St., and also 
Joia, 237 East 53rd St. Here you'll find salt 
and pepper shakers commemorating — the 
World’s Fair of 1939 and blue glass milk 
mugs emblazoned with the ghost of Shirley 
Temple. Yet another good Deco source is The 
Magazine at 444 Third Ave. 

(In other areas of the U.S., “there are no 
shops to speak of” that specialize solely in 
Art Deco says Marvin Schwartz, writer on 
antiques for The New York Times and a con- 
sultant for the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art. “Much of the Deco now on the mar- 
ket was imported from France and is more 
accessible to New York dealers. Secondly, 
prices soared as soon as this style became 
popular, and only major dealers, presumably 
out of New York, would want to assume the 
risk of heavily stocking such expensive items. 

“Collectors in the West and Midwest should 
search out antique stores that feature 19th- 
century items, Art Nouveau and the like, and 
start looking there,” he adds. “Also, much 
American-made Deco still has not surfaced, 
and collectors must do some pioneer work in 
their own attics and at random antiques sales. 
Almost every major U.S. pottery and metal- 
works factory had some items in their cata- 
logues that were termed ‘moderne’ and these 
pieces are still awaiting to be uncovered.” ) 

London takes its Deco seriously, though the 
shops range from funky to elegant. Grandest 
of them all is Editions Graphiques Gallery, 3 
Clifford St. at the eastern edge of Mayfair. 
Special exhibits at this Deco emporium feature 
ivory and bronze sculpture as well as posters 
of Diaghilev’s Ballets Russe and a few choice 
pieces of furniture. 

John Jesse, at 164 Kensington Church St., 
runs a scholar’s shop. What is not for sale is 
often on loan for museum shows as far afield 
as Minneapolis and New York. 

The burgeoning antique supermarkets of 
London are dotted with Deco booths. The 
most intriguing is called A Grand Tango in 
the Antiquarius market, 135 Kings Road, 
Chelsea. It’s run by Jackie Pruskin, a native 
of Troy, N.Y., and her English husband, Mi- 
chael. The Pruskins feature the muddy and 
swirling or brassy and cubist textile desig:

hair-dos of gentlemen . . . also to showcase 
the crochet or embroidering skill of the lady 
of the house . . . echoed nowadays in cruder 
form, Velcro-ed to airplane seats. 

The pierglass . . . tall, status-symbol mir- 
ror to fill in that awkward wall space be- 
tween two floor-to-ceiling parlor windows, 
often lusciously framed in gilded carving, 
with shin-high shelf for decorative bibelots 

. . add to this, its space-expanding reflec- 
tion that even included the back parlor. 

Double damask dinner napkins . . . crisp 
linen, of course, sometimes starched, always

. . . beautiful dustcloths when retired. 

The rag man, that raucous, early con- 

servationist . . . his bell-jingling wagon 
piled with old newspapers and aflut- 
ter with bright cloth scraps . . . his 
horse contributing to the fertiliz- 
ing of the back-yard garden. 
The oyster plate . . . of 
all single-duty china, 
probably the singlest, 
each scooped-out well 
designed to cradle a

... part of its 
charm was the 

rarity of its 
use and the 
pizzazz of 
rediscovering 
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its nonmonotonous shape every year or so 
when it was taken down from its dusty stack 
on the china cupboard . . . its natural silver 
concomitant—the oyster fork . . . and while 
we're dwelling on the old-time predilection 
for exclusive-use objects, there were the 
long-handled olive spoon, the butter skewer, 
the tomato server, the ham bone holder, the 
marrow scoop, the perforated powdered 
sugar spoon .. . their chief function was as- 
surance that they were there if needed. 
The finger bow]... it was as much a ritual 
bit of legerdemain between main course 
and dessert as a glass bowl of water with a 
rosebud in it... it arrived at table—still 
does in grand ménages—sitting on a doily 
that in turn sat on the dessert plate along 
with fork and spoon . . . the challenge: to 
remove the silver to the table, then transfer 
doily and bowl simultaneously to the top of 
the place setting, baring the dessert plate 
for the bombe Nesselrode or whatever . . . 
this test of savoir faire and steady hand has 
got to be good for the soul . . . otherwise, 
finger bowls are good for cocktail nibbles. 
The doily—alao mysteriously titled the 
“tidy” —and the runner . . . delicate laun- 
dry bait of lace or embroidered linen, 
ubiquitously used, from the teeny weeny 
doily that went under everything, including 
the almonds in the almond dish, to the 
lengthy runner that adorned the dining ta- 
ble and covered the tops of sideboards and 
bureaus . . . surface protection that doesn’t 
seem all that dumb if you’re constantly rub- 
bing rings off your bare wood furniture. 


ce sculpture . . . an evanescent art, but 

an art indeed, now almost melted away as 
finally as the swans that in palmy days held 
caviar in their backs or simply sat there 
wreathed in flowers, glistening romantically 
over cold cuts or petits fours... there were 
boats, eagles, cupids, too . . . who needs it? 
. who needs delight, amusement, fun?

Combine both in a 
heavy enameled saucepan and add 
any remaining juice. Bring to a boil. 
Meanwhile, combine the heavy cream 
and sour cream. Beat into the soup. 
Taste here for salt and pepper. Seal 
with Saran and refrigerate until the 
bisque is thoroughly chilled. 

To serve, cut the reserved shrimp 
into nice little chunks. Pour the soup 
into a big soup tureen.

Who are they? Just a 
few of the excellent win- 
eries of The Argentine, 
whose wines are already 
trickling into this coun- 
try—and the trickle may well presage a torrent. 
That’s why | went down Argentine-way recently to 
visit the Bodegas (as the wineries are called there), 
talk with the vintners and sample their wares. 

Argentina is the eighth largest country in the 
world, with some 28 million people who are among 
the kindest, most hospitable, proud, vigorous, mod- 
ern and charming | have found the world over. 
Argentina makes more wine than any other country 
in the world save Italy, France and Spain (and pos- 
sibly Russia), and the Argentines drink 27 gallons 
of wine per year per capita. Perhaps if | remind you 
that a meager two gallons is the per annum consump- 
tion in the U.S., you'll begin to get the idea. 

But you may say, and rightly so, quantity is one 
thing—what about quality? 

As in every wine country on the face of the globe, 
from France to Switzerland to California, fine wines 
represent 5% to 6% of total production. The Ar- 
gentine is no exception. Its vast gallonage is primarily 
in ‘‘Common”’ or, as they say, ‘‘Table’’ wines. These 
wines are made primarily from the criolla grape— 
not very ‘‘noble’’ but the wine isn’t too bad at all.

Yes, some nuances and 
subtleties may be lost with such huge cropping, but 
excellent wines are being made under exemplary 
conditions and methods of vinification. 

If you have illusions of a picturesque, peasant in- 
dustry with senoritas picking grapes in mantillas and 
lads in baggy pants crushing them with their gaucho 
boots, forget it. Penaflor, for example, is the third 
largest winery in the world. With two satellite wineries 
and a bottling plant in Buenos Aires, the capacity of 
this one company is 220 million litres. That’s 50 
million gallons, give or take a tank car. It even boasts 
the largest blending vat in the entire world, one that 
holds more than a million gallons of wine, and 1,500 
people once had lunch in it before the valves were 
opened. And the entire plant is one vast multi-colored 
tile complex with mosaics to lighten the monotony. 

Of the 60,000 vineyards in Argentina, about 70% 
are in the state of Mendoza (just as California ac- 
counts for 80%-plus of our total wine production).

What kind of a fish is a smelt? 


The smelt takes its English name from the Anglo-Saxon 
““Smoelt,’’ which means smooth and shining. Its French name, 
éperlan, means pearly. Put the two names together and you 
have a good description of the whole fish. Smelt, which range 
in size from four inches up to seven inches, have a delicate, 
almost sweet flavor. They are available both fresh and frozen. 
Like our friend Joseph Enea, a great fish man, we like them 
fried (sautéed). They can also be broiled, baked, etc. Available 
year round, they are one of the best buys in the fish market. 


What exactly are ‘new’ potatoes? 


Freshly harvested potatoes that are not fully mature. Often they 
have skinned areas, because the skin is tender and not ‘‘set’’ as 
are mature potatoes that have been stored before marketing. 


What’s a honey ball? 


It's similar to the honeydew, except that it is much smaller, 
very round and slightly and irregularly netted over the surface. 


Are wieners (hot dogs) smoked? 


Yes. Smoking is part of the processing but it is not listed on 
the label of hot dog packages. 


How did hot dogs get that name? 


According to The American Heritage Cookbook, Harry M. Ste- 
vens, a concessionaire at the Polo Grounds in New York, popu- 
larized them by telling his vendors to get out in the stands one 
cold day and yell, ‘‘Red Hots! Red Hots!’’ Still, they were not 
known as hot dogs until T.A. (‘‘Tad’’) Dorgan, a cartoonist, 
characterized the ‘‘red hot’’ as an elongated bun containing a 
dachshund. Technically, a hot dog is a sausage in a bun. 


What are hot dogs made of? 


When ‘‘all meat’’ and ‘‘pure beef’’ labels are used, the hot dog 
is 85% meat, 10% water, 214% salt, 2% sugar and 14% 
spice. But if the label reads ‘‘frankfurter,’’ it may contain meat 
and meat byproducts and up to 314% binder or filler (cereal, 
starch, vegetable flour, soy protein concentrate or flour). Re- 
cently, the USDA has proposed dropping the ‘‘all meat’’ and 
“‘nure beef’’ terms in favor of raising the standards of any 
product that is labeled simply wiener or frankfurter. If the 
proposed regulations are passed, the term ‘‘frankfurter’’ would 
be used only on those products made of skeletal meat. That is, 
without filler. We say again, as we've said many times before, 
“Read the labels.’ All labels! 


Is a wiener the same as a frankfurter? 


They're both sausages. Reputedly, the frankfurter came to 
America from Frankfurt, Germany, and the wiener (Wien means 
Vienna, the capital of Austria) from Austria. Originally, it was 
wienerwurst (wurst means sausage). Which name is used de- 
pends entirely on the processor. 


Can you make custards with skim milk? 
No, but they can be made successfully with nonfat dry milk. 


What’s a sidecar? 


A cocktail made with brandy that's been around since the 1930s 
and is making a comeback. Recipe: juice of 44 lemon, 1% ounce 
Triple Sec and 1 ounce brandy. Shake well with cracked ice 
and strain into a cocktail glass. Here’s another that may give 
you a turn. It’s called Between the Sheets: juice of 4/4 lemon, 
Y/f, ounce each of brandy, Triple Sec and rum. Shake well with 
cracked ice and strain into a cocktail glass. 


Can you refreeze thawed meat? 


Yes, says the New York State College of Agriculture, providing 
the meat that has been frozen and thawed has been kept in the 
refrigerator for no longer than its recommended storage time. 
There are some exceptions. Fish or thawed pies and casseroles 
that contain meat, poultry or fish should not be refrozen. @

pommes soufflés 





By Jacques Pépin 


Most classic French restaurants still make pommes soufflés, the 
puffed or inflated fried potato slices. Preparing them is a delicate 
operation, mostly because the potatoes have to be just right. If | 
they have too much moisture, as new potatoes often do, they will 
not puff. If they are soft or marbled, as old potatoes frequently — 
are, then the slices won't puff either. And the procedure itself is | 


rather tricky as well. In any case, it is not unusual for 10% to 
20% of any one batch to stay flat—and, consequently, to have to 
be served as regular fried potatoes instead of the puffy slices we 
think so good with such dishes as Chicken Diable, Broiled 
French Lamb Chops or Steak au Poivre. 

The recipe was discovered by accident, according to Larousse 
Gastronomique, in 1837 on the inauguration day of railroad service 
to a small town near Paris. A local restaurant was preparing a 
meal that included fried sliced potatoes for the official delegation. 
But the train was late, so the chef removed his potatoes from the 
fry only half-cooked. When the guests finally arrived, the potatoes 
were put back into the hot oil and, to the chef's stupefaction, they 
started to puff. From that accident, a recipe was later worked out. 





Peel your potatoes and smoothly trim each one into the shape of 
a tube or cylinder about 214 to three inches in diameter. 
With a slicer or sharp paring knife, slice potatoes crosswise into o 
slices about a quarter of an inch to 3 of an inch thick. i 
i 





Wash the potato slices in cold water and dry with paper towels. 
Pour vegetable oil about an inch deep into two flat pans or skillets, 
then heat one to 325° and the other to 375°. Drop 15 to 20 
potato slices into the 325° fryer and shake back and forth on the 
heat for six to seven minutes. (An asbestos pad will make the 
pan slide easier and help the shaking.) This is a delicate 
operation, for you have to be careful not to splash hot oil on your 
hand or the stove, but you must shake hard enough to make 
potatoes puff up. After four to five minutes, some blisters should | 
start to appear on the slices. Keep shaking another minute. 








t a few slices at a time on a skimmer and dip into the 375° oil. 
2y should swell instantly. As they puff up, transfer to a paper 
vel to drain. They will collapse but pick out the ones that 

ffed up and put on a tray. They will keep, covered with a paper 
vel, for several hours. At serving time, drop the slices

Furniture Designer 
Spiros Zakas applauds 
plastics, but sees a 
need for better design 


Plastics don’t grow on trees—a good thing 
and one of their primary advantages as a 
furniture material, since wood will become 
more scarce and more expensive as the 
years roll on. Plastics are definitely the 
trend of the future in furniture, maintains 
Furniture Designer Spiros Zakas. How soon 
does he think the plastics take-over will 
come? ‘‘It's already here,’’ he says. ‘‘I think 
you'd be surprised at the percentage of 
furniture already made of plastics.”’ 

This is a fact that many wood-oriented 
people find hard to accept. Zakas feels that 
it's very much a question of conditioning 
and adjustment to a concept—that good 
quality furniture has been developed and 
can continue to emerge from materials 
other than wood. A recent study by the 
Stanford Research Institute indicates, in 
fact, that use of plastics by the furniture 
industry is expected to grow from the 
320,000 metric tons used in 1970 to about 
7,500,000 metric tons by the year 2,000. 
Unfortunately, the word plastics con- 
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jures up negative thoughts in the minds of 
many. They picture anything made of it as 
shoddy or extreme in design. Zakas feels 
people need to be educated to the advan- 
tages and possibilities offered by plastics 
in furniture, and draws a comparison be- 
tween this and the plastics-oriented toy 
industry. ‘‘All of a sudden, with a mass of 
cheaply made plastic toys flooding the mar 
ket, the word plastic became absolute gar- 
bage. Only in the last three to five years 
have plastics gained respect in the toy in- 
dustry. Frankly, 1’m worried about a similar 
fate in the furniture industry because the 
fact is we've got to go to plastics. It’s the 
only route we can take. 

“It's true that there’s a group in exis- 
tence now that frightens me—makers of 
poor goods. They may really hurt the plastic 
furniture industry by turning people’s minds 
against it. Lots of poorly made little Parsons 
tables, lamps and junky things would really 
prove a setback to all the good design and 
to the potential of plastics. It's possible to 
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make very good furniture out of plastics— 
and very bad. Pumping out bad design is 
just trading on the excitement generated 
by the Italians and other good designers. 

“What we really need is a good Volks- 
wagen-type line—items selling at a mod- 
erate price, but well-made. Not cheap. Not 
lavish. But I’ve had a hard time selling 
that idea to manufacturers. 

“Certainly there are many different types 
of plastics used today to make furniture. Of 
them, polyethylene, polypropylene and poly- 
styrene are the three least expensive. Poly- 
styrene is quite soft, and scratches on it 
look more like gouges. Then there’s ABS 
(acrylonitrile-butadiene-styrene), more ex- 
pensive because it’s stronger and better 
quality, and polycarbonate, similar to ABS, 
also of excellent quality. Both of these are 
less scratchable than the others. All of the 
above, however, are used in mass produc- 
tion or injection mo'ding. That is, they can 
be machine-made. Acrylic furniture, on the 
other hand, is (Continued on page 16)

For the students of William J. O’Shea Intermediate 
School in New York City, art class has become 
profitable as well as creative. Experiments in the 
ancient art of batik—-a waxing-and-dyeing 

process on cloth—led to an art show and sale, 
the success of which surpassed the expectations of 
just about everyone involved. 

The show, held at the school, featured over 300 
designs by students and faculty. Prices ranged 
from $3 to $300. And it wasn’t just a question of 
parents coming to buy little Johnny's work of 
art. The show was open to the community and many 
residents discovered an untapped source of 
talent hidden in their own local school. 

The art of batik dates back as far as the first 
century A.D. with fragments of dyed cloth, a 
probably from India, found in Egyptian tombs of § 
that period.

introduced in Holland in the 17th century and from there spread 
throughout Europe. And now, it has found new success at 
William J. O'Shea School. 

Marsha Lipsitz and Joan Davidson, the two art teachers who 
initiated the show, as well as contributed to it, explained the 
techniques used by the children. Said Ms. Lipsitz, ‘‘The method 
we used is a technique developed by Jyotirinda Roy, founder 
and director of the School of Batik Painting of New York and 
India. It is a contemporary use of batik as a fine art, incorpo- 
rating dry brush strokes to achieve a three-dimensional effect. 
This is an exciting innovative approach that goes beyond the 
two-dimensional design of traditional batik."’ 

There are several steps to the batik process. Materials for 
each step were set up on separate tables in the art room and 
the children moved from table to table as they progressed with 
their designs. To begin, a student draws or traces his design 
on a white fabric. Areas to remain uncolored, he waxes out with

the fabric is folded and dipped in one or more dyes (the wax 
resists paint when dipped). As the fabric is folded, the wax 
cracks, giving the familiar crackled look of batik. After the fabric 
dries, the waxing is done again and the fabric redipped in 
darker colors. Ms. Davidson points out that clear wax is nor- 
mally used, but they did experiment successfully with a mixture 
of crayons and paraffin to get a slight tint. When the fabric dries 
completely the second time, it is placed between sheets of 
paper and ironed to remove the wax. If touching up is needed, 
it is done by painting dyes or colored inks on those areas. 

Designs in the show ranged from portraits to abstracts to 
jungle scenes a la Rousseau to Pop art-inspired candy wrap- 
pers. Did the children enjoy it? Julie Johnson, 13 years old, 
who sold her lion batik for $35, found an element of suspense. 
“You're never sure what it’s exactly going to look like ‘til it’s 
done.’’ Danica Williams, 12 years old, also enjoys the mystery, 
but likes a happy ending. ‘‘My painting came out much better 
than | expected,’’ she said. Then there are the more practical- 
minded: Brandi Merolla, 12 years old, says, ‘‘| never thought of 
batiking like a painting with a real subject. | only thought about 
it for a dress.’’ Marie Staine, 13 years old, is tired of the ‘‘beaten 
track.'’ She loved batik because it was an entirely new experi- 
ence. She had never done anything like it before. 

As if any further proof is needed of the success of this 
venture, the teachers told us that many of the children, not 
content to leave their projects after class, took them home § 
and worked at night and on weekends. How much 
more dedication could we ask of any 
eighth-grade artist than that?

@ Leaky faucets probably get you down as much as children who 
never wipe their feet coming in from play. At least, you can 
learn the rules for fixing that faucet. Tom Philbin has written 
Home Repairs Any Woman Can Do (Prentice-Hall, $5.95). He 
wasn't up to date on the effects. of women’s lib, since he tends 
to talk down to his female readers. But if you can get over that, 
you'll discover cures for most ordinary household ills, and the 
descriptions are simplified. Included is a detailed table of 
contents, but, oddly enough, no index. And while he describes 
hundreds of small repairs around the home, some are omitted. 
For example: His leaky faucet chapter doesn’t mention the new 
single-handle ‘‘cartridge’’ faucets. 

@ Names, places, motifs and objects of art deco are discussed, 
with the collector in mind by Katharine Morrison McClinton in 
Art Deco: A Guide for Collectors (Clarkson N. Potter Inc., 
$12.50). Art deco is big—and, in case you're in doubt about it 
or, for that matter, what art deco actually is, this book will 
give you some insights. It may well get you started on a new 
collecting venture in an area where certain items are still avail- 
able. This is a survey of the decorative arts of the 20s and 
30s—furniture, rugs, textiles, lighting, pottery and porcelain, 
graphics, jewelry. Illustrations follow and illuminate the text 
nicely, though they’re black and white for the most part. 
Color would be more helpful.

Every man is king in his own house . . . within 
the boundaries of restrictive covenants on the property. Re- 
strictive covenants show up in the deed. They are put there 
to protect the interest of a neighborhood or a neighbor, and 
undoing a covenant is about as easy as getting out of a 
Houdini strait jacket. 

That’s what one owner discovered recently. His deed clearl 
stated that ail houses in the area had to have ‘‘exteriors o 
masonry construction.’’ One morning, his neighbors saw sheath 
ing going up over his sidewalls and, ready to be installed, alu 
minum siding. Could he be stopped? Yes. (Continued

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As the result of an interesting court debate, he was later forced 
to tear down the aluminum siding and replace it with stone. 

For openers, the judge looked into the dictionary and found 
that ‘‘masonry’’ meant ‘‘something built by masons of stone, 
brick, brickwork or stonework."’ He said that could not possibly 
be stretched to mean ‘‘aluminum construction.”’ 

The owner's builder answered that the original subdivider 
had not meant to say ‘‘masonry only,’’ but ‘‘as good as mason- 
ry."’ He added, ‘‘aluminum is not only as good, but better.” 

But the judge wouldn't buy that argument. What counts is 
not what the subdivider meant, but what he said. ‘‘The court is 
not allowed to substitute what ‘the seller may have intended for 
the plain import of his written words.”’ 

‘““Okay,’’ said the owner, ‘‘but aluminum causes no one any 
damage. It’s better than masonry. My neighbors should be 
paying me for improving the value of our neighborhood.”’ 

‘‘Hardly,’’ answered the court. Since the beginning of land- 

owners’ law back in Olde England, ‘‘The right to stop a breach 
begins with the breach itself. That is sufficient to entitle you to 
an injunction.” If the parties contract that a certain thing shall 
not be done, then the law will stop it from being done. 
It does not even matter that it may make no sense 
to prefer stone over aluminum. The judge upheld the ancient 
rule de gustibus non est disputandum (there is no accounting 
for tastes). He decreed that the seller has the right to impose 
conditions that please him, not the buyer. 

Does that mean that you can never beat a restrictive cove- 
nant, even if it no longer makes sense? No. The restrictions will 
cease to be enforced when the nature of the neighborhood 
changes. A gasoline station will not be barred from land re- 
stricted for dwelling purposes when the neighborhood has 
become industrialized. The judge in a case that illustrates this 
said: ‘‘The lot was no longer desirable for residential purposes, 
so the restrictions would hurt the owner without substantially 





benefitting his neighbors.’ For the same reason, where the 
character of the neighborhood changes so that the mansion-size 
homes can no longer economically exist, owners will be freed 
from covenants and allowed to break houses into apartments. 
This is not as unreasonable as some people make 
it out to be when they want to break out of their restrictive 
chains. When you buy a home, you want to make sure your 
neighbors keep the area up, or improve it. 

How else do restrictive covenants restrict you? They may 
specify the size of the house you build—length, width and 
height. They may dictate the grounds you must leave on each 
side, the fences and hedges you may or may not place, the 
number of families that may occupy the house and the ga- 
rages. This may sound simple but it is not, because words 
often do not mean what they say. 

For instance, appurtenancés are excepted from the usual 
building restrictions, and a little doghouse is an allowable ap- 
purtenance. But not a seven-foot stone doghouse, as occurred 
in one case. Dog lovers might say: ‘‘Whom can such a pretty 
doghouse hurt? Let the dog live a little.’ But the court observed 
that ‘‘the breakdown of the restrictive covenants begins with 
minor changes and gradually the whole scheme collapses.” 

Similarly, a modern driveway was not permitted in a com- 
munity of rustic homes where the neighbors valued ‘‘nostalgia 
more than progress.’’ Nor could an Oriental pagoda be 
raised On a swimming pool in an area restricted to pueblo- 
Spanish style. Also, restrictions to build ‘‘dwellings only’’ stop 
you from using your home as a store, but not from bringing 
work home from the office. It becomes questionable, though, 
whether you could practice law or medicine there. 

However, because covenants restrict your natural rights to 
do as you please with your property, they are very strictly con- 
strued. For instance, even though a deed prohibits occupancy 
of more than 50% of your land by a building, you may still 
build a ground-level pool on the other half. So long as it is 
not above ground, the pool is not a ‘“‘building.”’ 

But if an ordinance restricts your building to a height of 35 
feet, except for accessories, they can’t stop you (Continued)

cessory ‘‘customarily incidental to the enjoyment of a home.” 
Said the court in the case that established the rule: ‘‘Use of 
a home includes more than simple use of a home and grounds. 
It also includes its use for the private, religious, educational, 
cultural and recreational advantages of a family.”’ 

Three other appendages of the house that may seemingly 
ignore the restrictions are porches, bay windows and awnings. 
They are allowed to extend beyond the building line because 
they are not, strictly speaking, part of the structure. But porches 
cannot have stone foundations (and still extend beyond the 
line), awnings must be temporary, not permanent attachments, 
and bay windows may be only occasional, not ringing the house. 

In short, restrictive covenants are for the benefit of all the 
people in the community and enforceable by each member of 
the group. Because they are a denial of free use, they should 
be strictly interpreted. When you sign a deed, be sure to 
read before you reap some surprises you 
never knew you were bargaining for.

To produce a warm tone in- 
side the study, Perry applied the 
same exterior cedar on a por- 
tion of the walls. and over the 
ceiling, again in a natural fin- 
ish. Over the floor, he put down 
random-width pine planks; then 
coated them with hard-wearing 
clear urethane finish. 

Then, as the photographs 
above begin to tell, the worn 
drab interiors Perry found when 
he bought the house are com- 
pletely transformed—from stiff 
19th century to up-to-date 20th. 

This, too, was accomplished 
entirely by Perry, with aid and 
counsel from Liberia Marcuzzi 
of Toronto, a friend who is an 
artist and designer. 

Interested in providing living 
spaces for himself and at the 
same time deriving an income 
from his property, Perry uses 
only the first floor and basement 
for himself. The second story 
became a rental apartment. The

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What value 


for yvour house? 


—a guide to its true worth 


To make an intelligent financial 
appraisal, you need facts. That's 
as true. when you remodel as 
when you invest in corporate 
bonds. One of the most difficult 
dollar facts to nail down is the 
value of your house. True, you 
can approximate. If a similar 
house down the block sold re- 
cently for $42,500, it’s likely 
your house would sell for a fig- 
ure somewhere around that. 

However, the best way to ap- 
preciate the house you own is 
to determine how much it would 
cost to replace it. This would 
also provide you with a good 
benchmark for remodeling, 
since it will help answer the 
question: Should you expand 
and fix up, or build anew? 

Finding out the replacement 
cost of a house is a job that in- 
Surance companies manage 
daily. They reach it by using a 
set of multipliers computed on 
the actual rise in material and 
labor costs. Even if you don’t in- 
tend to remodel immediately, it 
might be interesting to discover 
how much it would cost to build 
the house you now own. 

The one figure you must have 
to accomplish this is the orig- 
inal building cost. If your house 
is in a builder's development, 
you probably will have to base 
your calculations on the original 
sale price of the house. That will 
give you a comparable figure, 
though not quite as accurate as 
real building cost because it in- 
cludes the builder's profit and 
overhead, which vary from one 
builder to the next. Now, using 
the figures below, based on the 
year your house was built, mul- 
tiply the building cost (or orig- 
inal sale price) by the multi- 
plier designated for that year. If 
the house was constructed prior 


to 1960, interpolate; prior to 

1950, you'll have to guess 

based on the 1950 figure.

As an example, suppose your 


house was built in 1965 for 
$30,000 actual building cost. 
To determine how much your 
house would cost to build today, 
multiply $30,000 by 1.618 to 
get a rounded-off figure of $48,- 
500. Reconsidering the same 
house, assume that the original 
sale price was $35,000. Using 
the same multiplier, 1.168, you 
would now get $56,600. The 
over-$50,000 figure is the ap- 
proximate price you would have 
to pay a builder to deliver a 
completed house precisely like 
your own. 

Once you've clearly estab- 
lished the value of your house, a 
comparison between remodeling 
and moving is easier. On the 
side of staying put, add the 
house’s value to the estimate 
for remodeling work or, still bet- 
ter, to an average of two or 
three good estimates, since 
prices vary. To gather figures on 
the cost of moving, average the 
selling price of several new 
houses that will provide you 


with the same space, plus the ff 


areas you wish to remodel. 

Now subtract the net gain — 
you estimate you'd make selling 
your present home (remember- 
ing to set aside the Realtor’s 
fee). Then add the moving costs, 
closing costs and the money 
you'll need to spend to replace 
items you must leave behind 
(shades, light fixtures, etc.) 

When all these figures are 
narrowed down to the cost of 
staying where you are versus 
the cost of moving, most fam- 
ilies discover that staying is less 
expensive. 

Beyond the basic house costs, 
there is landscaping, an item 
some people forget and others 
disregard. But putting new prop- 
erty (or remodeling old proper- 
ty) into the kind of shape you 
want could easily cost $1,000. 
There are also the non-financial 
aspects. If you enjoy the neigh- 
borhood, like the general area 
and know of no encroaching 
superhighways coming’ soon, 
you'll automatically weight your 
decision to stay. 

Finally, and perhaps most im- 
portant, consider the increased 
value of your house after remod- 
eling. Most remodelings do turn 
out to be more of an investment 
than an expense. When the 
house is sold, the owner regains 
most of the remodeling costs in 
the selling price. But renovation 
of a kitchen or bath, adding a 
bath or family room increase 
the total house value and make 
it more saleable:

—new cash for remodeling 


As everyone knows by now, 
there is mounting concern over 
our dwindling energy resources. 
This is one national problem 
you can do something about 
right now. You can save energy 
in your own home. And the 
best part of the saving is that 
you save money, too. Any 
money saved is money gained. 
Any money gained is as good 
as discretionary income. You 
spend it on precisely what you 
want. What could be better? 

Even more interesting is the 

fact that there are some ways 
you can begin saving that 
money without spending a cent. 
Other steps may cost some- 
thing, but like putting money 
on one horse in a one-horse 
race, you can’t lose. Eventually, 
whatever dollars you invest to- 
ward saving energy will come 
back to you in reduced fuel 
and utility bills. Enumerated 
below are ideas for saving this 
winter and next Summer. 
1. Insulate. Or, as one owner 
who is now warmer and richer 
said, ‘‘Insulate, insulate, insu- 
late! | found out,’’ he contin- 
ued, ‘‘that my furnace was do- 
ing a nifty job of heating the 
cold air around the outside of 
my house. Why? This is an old 
house, and | guess the original 
builder didn’t know what insula- 
tion is or why it’s needed. There 
wasn’t any insulation § any- 
where, not even in the ceiling. 

“That first winter in the 
house, my wife and | were al- 
ways cold. | kept turning up the 
furnace, but it didn’t help. And 
in the summer, the second-floor 
bedrooms were like ovens. 

“We called in an insulation 
contractor. The price for getting 
insulation into the ceilings and 
walls seemed high at first: 
$900. But when | saw how the 
contractor had to bore through 
the wood clapboard siding to 
blow mineral wool into the wall 
cavities, the cost made a little 
more sense. Now, two years 
later, it makes a lot of sense. 
I've saved $300 already on fuel, 
and in four more years, I'll have 
paid for the job in savings. 

Most houses aren't so bereft 
of insulation as the example 
_ above. The average home has 
some protection but, too fre- 
/ quently, not enough. How can 
you tell? Ceiling insulation is the 
most important, and easiest to 
measure, so begin there. 

If the mineral or glass wool 
is lying loose between rafters, 
determine its depth with a ruler. 





Depth is the distance between 
the underside of the rafter and 
the average apparent level of 
the insulating wool (the wool 
may be thicker in some spots 
than others.) The depth should 
be six inches. Anything less 
than that won't deliver full 
value. More than six inches 
won't prevent that much more 
heat from escaping to make the 
extra cost worthwhile. There are 
exceptions, but they do not 
apply to the majority of houses. 

When you discover paper- 
enclosed batts or continuous 
bags of insulation in your attic, 
look for the ‘‘R’’ value printed 
on the outside of the batt or 
bag. For the equivalent of six 
inches, the value should read 
“R19.” If no printing appears 
on the paper, measure the bag 
for thickness. It ought to be 
about six inches, perhaps a 
shade less, since the heavy pa- 
per provides some insulation. 

Walls are the next most crit- 
ical area. There’s a simple test 
for the effectiveness of what's 
there: Hang a thermometer di- 
rectly against an outside wall. 
In the same room, hang a Sec- 
ond thermometer somewhere 
near the center of the room. 
Wait from four to six hours; then 
compare temperatures. More 
than a five-degree difference 
means you need insulation. 

If the wall contains no insu- 
lation, mineral wool can be 
blown into the cavity, as ex- 
plained above. When the wall 
space is under-insulated, in- 
creasing the amount is a prob- 
lem. The wall ought to be 
packed with three inches of in- 
sulation, or batts rated at 
“R11.'’ Contractors find it dif- 
ficult (and thus more costly) to 
fill a partially filled wall cavity 
with more insulation, as, Say, 
adding insulation in a wall with 
114-inch thick ‘‘economy” 
batts. An easier but still expen- 
sive method is to laminate 
sheets of styrene or urethane 
foam to the existing interior 
wall, then to cover them with 
gypsum board. The question is: 
Will the results justify the cost? 
The experts don’t agree on the 
answer, which leads us to con- 
clude that unless money is not 
that important to you, insulat- 
ing a partially insulated wall 
probably is not worthwhile. 

Where else is heat escaping? 
Through floors over unheated 
space: a garage, crawl space, 
porch or overhang. The opti- 
mum level for these cavities is

“How to get good windows.” 



















the same as for walls: three 
inches or batts rated at ‘‘R11.” 
This is the least critical area, 
but still important. 
2. Close up the holes. Holes? 
Absolutely. You may not see 
them, but like water seeking 
the weakest point in your roof, 
hot air easily finds the slivers of 
space around windows, doors, 
vents, fireplace dampers and 
through-the-wall conditioners. 
Test for yourself. Pick a cold 
windy day. Light a candle and 
pass it slowly around doors and 
windows, etc. Flickering flame 
indicates a leak. Solutions in- 
clude weatherstripping, caulk- 
ing, installing storm sash, dou- 
ble-glazing, replacing cracked 
panes, sealing loose panes. 
How important is this? Some 
researchers believe that sealing 
up a house is vital enough to go 
to the top of the list. 
3. Close the door. You may re- 
member to shut exterior doors 
tightly, but does every member 
of your family? Not always, es- 
pecially if there are young chil- 
dren scampering in and out on 
a winter's day. The same rule is 
true for windows. 
4. Humidify. Winter heat—of 
any type—dries out the air in- 
side your house. Dry air tends 
to make you feel less comfort- 
able, even less warm. Your in- 
clination is to turn up the fur- 
nace, although that’s not really 
the answer. When you add 
moisture to the warm air, you 
become comfortable again. 
More important, you can relax 
at a temperature setting lower 
than in unhumidified air. The 
net result is increased comfort 
at less cost for fuel. 
5. Experiment with the heat 
setting. If you’ve established 
a habit of living in 72° heat, it 
may be only that habit that im- 
pels you to place the indicator 
at that reading. Try lowering the 
temperature a few degrees. You 
may find it equally comfortable. 
Each notch down places less 
demand on your furnace. 
6. Reduce the thermostat set- 
ting at night by about seven de- 
grees. It’s true the furnace will 
work harder in the morning 
warming the house, but you will 
see a net saving over 24 hours. 
7. Repair hot water faucet leaks. 
Drips turn into gallons faster 
than you think, and gallons lost 
press the hot water heater into 
action more than is necessary. 
Another watery saving: Wash 
only full loads of clothing and 
dishes. Both washing machines 
draw heavily on hot water. If 
you wash half a load of clothes 
or dishes, you burn up extra 
electricity, run through many 
gallons of water and unneces- 
sarily wear down the machines. 
8. Let the sun in. At least, per- 
mit solar heat to warm those 
areas where there’s little likeli- 


hood of its fading materials. 
9. Before the heating season 
begins, have the furnace in- 
spected. A smooth-running unit 
wastes little fuel (no furnace is 
100% efficient). 

10. While the heating contrac- 
tor is there, ask him to see if 
any of the ductwork or piping 
ought to be insulated. The rule 
is: Any runs through an un- 
heated space should be insu- 
lated. But some runs _ travel 
quite a distance through a base- 
ment that, while not exposed to 
the cold directly, is always cool, 
despite a spillover of heat from 
other areas in the house and 
from the furnace body. If so, 
it may well pay to insulate. 
11. Don’t heat unused space. 
Though this is a seemingly ob- 
vious rule, many a_ closed-off 
bedroom stiil is heated. In an 
air-moving system, a damper in 
the duct can shut off heat to 
space. A valve does the same 
job for a water or steam line. 
12. Close the damper over a 
cold fireplace. A chimney that 
draws well can suck up great 
quantities of warm room air 
through an open damper. Also 
check to see that the damper 
fits tightly into the opening. 
13. Finally, drape windows at 
night. The material helps con- 
tain day-warmed air and impede 
its flow toward cold glass. 

So much for the cold months. | 
During the balance of this 
month and next summer, the 
goal is to keep heat out of the 
house. There are many ways: 
1. Shade windows on all but the 
north side. Simply pull down 
shades or blinds or close the 
draperies or both. This single 
step reduces heat gain through 
windows by more than 50%. In 
fact, during grandmother's day, 
this was the common practice: 
shades down during the day; 
windows open at night, and, if 
you were lucky, a big attic fan. 

Even more effective is some 
form of outside shading: an 
awning, exterior window blinds, 
a sun-screening overhang or 
natural shading from _ leafy 
trees or tall bushes. 

Insulating glass is of some 
help in keeping out convected 
heat but does nothing to stop 
the direct rays of solar heat, 
so shading is also needed. 

2. Turn off unused lights. Elec- 
tricity flowing to the no-purpose 
light wastes energy, and the 
light, particularly from incan- 
descent bulbs, sends small but 
continuing waves of heat into 
the space. Wherever it makes 
sense to switch to fluorescent 
tubes, do so. To provide the 
same light, fluorescents draw 
less wattage and give off less 
heat than incandescents. 

3. Keep doors and windows 
closed. Equally important now 
as in winter. (Continued)

This working wine cellar, its atmosphere of 
unaffected simplicity inspired by the owners’ 
travels in Europe, was once a darksome, humble 
basement beneath their sunny Southern California 
home. Accessible only by means of an outside 
stairway, it bore little relationship to the house 
above it except as a catchall for castoffs—a sort 
of underground attic. Now connected to the exist- 
ing first-floor library by an interior spiral metal 
stair, the formerly isolated space has been 
transformed from lowly obscurity to the status of 
a principal and much-used room of the house. 
Although its once dungeonlike gloom has been 
dispelled by natural light flooding down the stairs, 
it still retains a basement coolness that makes 
it an ideal summer retreat—and wine cellar. 
Designed by Architect Alfred T. Gilman, the basic 
elements of the reclaimed room—herringbone- 
patterned brick floor, the whitewashed slumpstone 
walls and handhewn beam ceiling—combine to 
form an understated background for a motley 
collection of wine-cellary impedimenta gathered 
from abroad. An 18th-century Welsh cupboard, 
groaning with tankards and pewter plates, shares 
the far wall with a small Spanish bread-baking oven 
that vents conveniently into an existing chimney.

Kh enya satart 


—where the cameras never stop 


By MARION GOUGH U This is 
my report on Kenya and, natur- 
ally, we can assume Isaak Din- 
esen, Ernest Hemingway and 
the gods are taughing. | think 
they started laughing last Aug- 
ust, looking down out of the 
platinum clouds that hid the 
snows of Kilimanjaro while | 
tried in five days to explore 
their East African bailiwick. But, 
better a little than nothing. 

It was all impromptu, this 
jaunt into the wilds, and I’m not 
suggesting everyone should do 
it this way. It’s just the way | 
did it, and don’t you believe 
that he travels fastest who trav- 
els alone. I'd have been a dead 
duck in the land of the lion 
and the zebra had it not been 
for the company of Inge and 
Bent Rej and the doughty little 
Avis rental Volkswagen minibus 
that looked as if it could be 
skewered like a shishkebab by 
any rhino with a mind to it. 
Bent is a photographer, noted 
for the effulgence of his saffron 
handlebar mustachios, his pret- 
ty wife and the kind of audacity 
that makes all good photogra- 
phers ready to walk on ledges 
or climb trees or, as it came to 
pass, to jump out of the car for 
a face-to-face shot of a trum- 
peting elephant (the world’s 
worst no-no on Safari). Our mis- 
sion in Kenya was to photo- 
graph the house of Mary B. and 
Bud Krueger in Nairobi (see the 
January House Beautiful), but 
when that was accomplished by 
Wednesday afternoon, we had a 
beautiful five-day boodle of time 
before we could get a flight out. 
So where else but to the big 
game country, to the bush, to 
the realm of the stately black, 
spear-carrying Masai? In other 
words, to the Masai Amboseli 
Game Reserve, 130 miles south 
of Nairobi. As hors d’oeuvre, we 
drove four miles out of Nairobi 
to the city’s own National Park, 
44 square miles of wildlife pre- 
serve—a pretty wild idea in 
itself because from its vast 
scrubby stretches, you can see 
the skyscrapers of Nairobi when 
you're not trying to catch up 
with a flock of lickety-split os- 
triches or stalking a lion to his 
evening drinking hole. 

It's a good place to accustom 
your eye to spotting movement 
that might be a rhino, a wilde- 
beest, a leopard or a file of 
zebra, because the neophyte’s 
first glance sees nothing but 
flat ochre emptiness. For this | 
came all the way to Kenya! But 
the preserve does, indeed, teem 
with animals (no elephant, how- 
ever), aS you discover when 


your eye sharpens up. Then you 
and your companions can get 
plenty competitive. ‘‘Giraffe at 
three o’clock,”’ | shout. ‘‘Sorry,”’ 
says Bent, happy to put me 
down, ‘“‘it’s a dead tree.’’ Old 
hands say that for every animal 
you see, 50 see you, and that 
Africans are the keenest spot- 
ters of game—one good reason 
to go out with an African guide 
instead of on your own hook. 

| picked up that three o'clock 
stuff on a previous safari in 
Ethiopia, where | first met Betty 
Leslie-Melville. And that re- 
minds me that she and her hus- 


band, Jock, have lately pub 
lished a book everyone should 
read before making the East 
African adventure: Elephant 
Have Right of Way, (Doubleday, 
$6.95). This is an authentic, 
very human, sometimes hilari- 
ous appraisal of life in East 
Africa, where they live and are 
associated with Percival Tours 
of Nairobi. Rightly, grammat- 
ically speaking, elephant have 
the right of way in Kenya. To 
use the singular animal with a 
plural verb proves you're hep. 
On Thursday morning we 
started out from the Nairobi 
Hilton, a curious round tower

you don’t mind getting dusty. 
Finding the best way out of 
Nairobi’s big-city roundabouts 
and flowering avenues was no 
mean feat, but we eventually 
reached the smooth, busy Nai- 
robi-Mombasa_ highway, which 
gradually got lonelier and lone- 
lier. We turned into a red road 
bordered with _ itchy-looking, 
three-foot-high anthiils, then in- 
to a beige dirt road that flung up 
a few rocks now and then as 
we passed along with a trail of 
dust billowing out behind us. 
Next thing we knew, there 
was a trio of giraffe placidly re- 
garding us over the top of a 
thorn tree. We slowed down. 
Out came the cameras. The 
giraffe surveyed us_ through 
their long, feathered eyelashes, 
seemed unimpressed, turned 
their supple necks in dignified 
unison and slowly walked away. 
Then in the apparent empty 
vastness on either side of us, 
we began to spot the snowy- 
bottomed Thomson gazelle, and 
| thought | glimpsed a darting 
little dik-dik, that tiny, perfect, 
chihuahua-size gazelle. But we 
knew we were really getting 
somewhere when up the road- 
side toward us came three bare- 
foot, skirted boys, dark as bur- 
nished mahogany, carrying tall 
staffs. They were Masai young- 
sters, members of the primitive, 


but not savage, cow-culture 
people who tend their herds 
where the buffalo roam and the 
antelope, giraffe, zebra, rhinoc- 
eros, elephant, leopard, chee- 
tah, ostrich, hartbeeste, wilde- 
beeste, hyena, eland, impala 
and God knows what e!se seem 
to share the same terrain in the 
Amboseli Game Reserve abut- 
ting the land of the Masai. The 
boys waved to us and we waved 
back, but made no effort to 
photograph them because we'd 
been told that the proud, pagan 
Masai regard the camera as a 
snatcher of their souls. 

Things turned out other- 
wise when we arrived at the 
town of Namanga for lunch in 
the Namanga River Hotel. A 
group of enterprising Masai in 
full bead (and fulsome aroma) 
had set up stalls along the drive 
of this pleasant, unpretentious 
hostelry, ready and willing to 
be photographed—for a price. 
One old gentleman, incredibly 
adorned with a tomato can in- 
serted in the lobe of his right 
ear (said to be used for carrying 
objects or messages) was Clear- 
ly distressed not to be immedi- 
ately on camera. There were 
straight, tall black warriors car- 
rying spears—young men who 
had passed through the rites 
of manhood, having speared 
their own lions—swathed in 


rawhide skins, their faces and 
legs painted red, their hair 
pleated into tiny braids and 
anointed with butter. The wom- 
en, heads shaven, wore anklets 
and brightly beaded disc neck- 
laces that stand out from their 
necks like round platters. 

For sale: the same beaded 
necklaces, bracelets and rings, 
spears and gourds, collapsible 
carved wood tripods and the 
smelliest of cowhide goods— 
drums, shields, skirts, beaded 
shawls and bottle-like contain- 
ers rumored to be for a Masai 
mixed drink of milk, blood and 
urine. (They get a long ride on 
one cow.) It is said that the 
odor, which mingles with the 
scent of that old-butter hair 
pomade, eventually passes 
away. But since Bent was a 
heavy purchaser of such exoti- 
ca, | can attest that the back of 
the VW was still pretty noisome 
four days later. The people 
themselves are beautiful and 
somehow heart-breaking when 
you ponder the way encroaching 
civilization—and tourism—may 
affect this proud race. 

Early in the afternoon, we 
arrived in Amboseli in time to 
hustle into a real, bona fide 
safari bus with a competent 
African guide for a jaunt across 
the trackless plains in search of 
game—and what a visual bag:

gazelle and wildebeeste so fre- 
quent they lost their novelty, 
and, just before sunset, what 
was hailed as the piéce de ré- 
sistance—a cheetah making his 
dinner off a small antelope. 


. (You have to talk to yourself 


about this kind of thing: It's the 
ecological law of nature, we 
must all face the facts of life, 
if you can't stand the heat, get 
out of the safari, etc.) Actually, 
| ended up feeling as sorry for 
the cheetah as for the antelope. 
A moral tc be pointed: Don't 
approach a reserve without a 
reservation. In true innocents- 
abroad fashion, misled by the 
notion that August is not exactly 
high season in Kenya, it being 
the closest they ever get to 
winter (50° to 65)°, we had ar- 
rived at Amboseli without a 
sleeping reservation. Of the 108 
beds in the rather posh Lodge 
and the 60 two-bedded tents in 
the Tented Safari Camp, guess 
what? Only one tent available.

of terrace where we lounged, 
having showered after a dusty 
day, and broke open the bottle 
of Scotch that had been rolling 
around with the cowhide shields 
in the VW. ‘‘Sundowners,’’ we 
call that in Kenya. Meals, good 
ones, too, are served in a res- 
taurant building, at big tables 
where your companions may be 
German, French, Scandinavian, 
Australian, Italian, Spanish. 
We were awakened at 
sunup, when morning tea and 
biscuits were brought to the 
tent. Ensued a hilarious bed pic- 
nic, after which we had real 
breakfast, fed bananas to some 
monkeys who'd shown up at the 
camp, and were off to the plains 
in the VW, sans guide, with the 
intrepid Bent at the wheel. Am- 
boseli borders on _ Tanzania 
where, right over the line, Mt. 
Kilimanjaro rises its 19,340 
feet, overlooking uS as we 
chased the scampering ostrich. 
Incredibly, a parade of 11 
lions in varying degrees of shag- 
giness ambled across our path. 
Our windows, which should have 
been closed, went up fast, but 
in truth those jungle kings 
looked bored. Then came an en- 


counter with a huge elephant 
and three little ones, muddy- 
fresh from a dip in a stream, 
standing in such picture-post- 
card composition that Bent 
leapt excitedly out of the car 
with his camera. Mrs. Jumbo 
didn’t care for this, gave a 
warning hoot and spread her 
ears like sails. Inge and | froze 
with fright. Bent took his shot 
in a hurry and scampered back 
into the car, where Inge and | 
gave him the tongue-lashing of 
his life. A safari is no place for 
throwing caution to the winds. 

| never dreamt that a giraffe 
could tug my heart strings, but 
it’s a toss-up between the zebra 
and my beautiful, long-necked, 
tree-nibbling friends—so ubiq- 
uitous thereabouts that we 
nearly ran into one on the way 
back for lunch and _ bill-paying 
(about $22 each for everything). 
Next day, north to Aberdare 
National Park for a nocturnal 
adventure at the most famous 
of game-outlook lodges, Tree- 
tops—definitely a place you do 
not straggle into unreserved. 
The procedure is well and highly 
organized: lunch at the Outspan 
Hotel in Nyeri (an aura of Brit- 
ain in the bougainvillea), then 
into buses that take you to that 
rustic treehouse-hotel on stilts, 
overlooking a salt lick pond that 
the animals find tasty, especial- 


ly by the moonlight. Escorted 
the 200 yards from your bus to 
the hotel by a rifle-toting white 
hunter, once you're up in this 
perch, you're there till next 
morning—like a letter irretriev 
ably dropped in the slot. Quiet 
is requested, as in a hospital 
zone, but teatime on an open 
terrace is noisily shared by an 
invasion of naughty, clambering 
baboons who swing from the 
wilds because they're partial to 
scones. Down below, on the 
forest fringe, more monkey- 
shines among the white-fringed 
colobus, the monkey-fur mon- 
keys. In retrospect, the salt 
lick in sunshine looked like an 
empty stage—and stage it is. 

After a good dinner, the 
house lights dim, a hush falls, 
and the show begins, observed 
through broad picture windows 
or, in my case, from my bed- 
room balcony (me fully dressed 
and wrapped in bedclothes for a 
long, chilly night of watch and 
wait). The animals appear as if 
on cue. At 9:30, enter the water- 
buck ballet, stage left, sober- 
sides who butt each other oc- 
casionally for the sheer machis- 
mo of it, then go back to the 
serious business of slurping up 
salt and water.

If yours is a typical family, chances are you have a living 
room in which nobody lives, a family room bursting at the 
seams and a nagging sense that your home doesn’t function 
in quite the way you would like it to. 

You’re feeling the first twinges of change, minor irritations 
that—for many of us—may develop into major discomfort. 

Most of us shrug off this uneasiness. True, we’re aware 
that our family room (or den or kitchen) has become the focal 
point for both family and social activities. Yes, we note that 
our living room is increasingly a little-used front parlor. No, 
we can’t seem to find a place in the house to conveniently 
pursue the weaving (or painting or whatever hobby or 
craft) we’ve taken up; in fact, we’d be happy to find some 
place to store the required equipment or supplies. We tol- 
erate the situation—and we wish. We wish the family room 
were larger. We wish we had a sewing room. We wish we 
had a room for this and a room for that. It’s time to stop 
wishing—and to start thinking. Stop wishing, because unless 
money is of no consideration, you’re not geing to have those 
extra rooms. Start thinking. Think about your new hobby, 
and all those other recently acquired and home-centered 
family interests. There’s more to do and less space in which 
to do it. Think, too, about that living room. Is it a necessity? 
Or is it that you can’t imagine a house without one? After 
all, every house has to have a living room. Or does it? Stated 
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simply, it’s time to begin seeking answers to how we can 
achieve a home that tailors affordable space te our shifting 
lifestyles. That’s what ‘’The Living Center’ is all about. 

It could be termed an exercise in enthusiasm. We’ve 
brushed aside many preconceived ideas of what a home 
should be. ‘The Living Center’ is a concept—an example of 
how limited space might be used. Its modest purpose is to 
encourage exploration of—and test your reaction to—tech- 
niques that might help combat the “space squeeze” that lies 
in wait for most of us. ‘The Living Center’ views a dwelling 
in terms of space, not rooms. It is not a prototype. (As men- 
tioned, you may never live in a house exactly like this.) The _ 
intent is to stir your thinking about what a home might be. 

It certainly stirred Architects Robert A. M. Stern and John % 
S$. Hagmann, who translated our concept into the design you u 
see below—1,200 square feet of space, ‘The Living Center’’ 
of a family home. The architects so shared our enthusiasm for 2 
experimentation that they created a design that is equally ¢ 
suitable to a vacation house or apartment (see floor plans on = 
page 94, a rendering of the vacation house on page 96).

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Partying people, helping themselves 
to a buffet supper; teenagers having 
a ball on root beer, potato chips and 
music; guests eating, drinking, talk- 
ing up a storm all over the place, and 
the hostess-cook-sommelier a definite 
part of her own party. Familiar scenes, 
because they reflect the general pat- 
tern of American entertaining today 
—a movable feast, casual, free of 
pomp whether guests are in blue 
jeans or black tie. What is unfamiliar 
about such parties in ‘The Living Cen- 
ter’ is the ease with which space 
adapts to the way people actually be- 
have. For the hostess, no long treks 
with trays from the kitchen to dining 
room. Food is kept warm on a six-foot 
Salton Hotray counter and served via 
pass-throughs from the central kitch- 
en. Ice is made and wine stored han- 
dily in a Sub-Zero dual-temperature 
unit. The free flow of space encour- 
ages guests to rove or settle comfort- 
ably—in dining or conversation areas 
or entertaining area, with its built-in 
music-makers, TV and movies and a 
veteran player piano made amusingly 
mod with a Marimekko fabric cover. 
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It's now conceded that a conventional liv- 
ing room is the most extravagant, because 
it is the least used, space in a conventional 
house. Real living focuses on the kitchen 
and family room, so “The Living Center’ 
makes the kitchen core the actual heart of 
things and rings it with communicating 
spaces that add up to one true “‘living 
area.” This part of the livable space cir- 
cle suggests conversation, lounging and 
snacks served through a kitchen pass- 
through behind the Franklin stove—a styl- 
ishly unpretentious, flexible response to 
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how most people wish their homes would 
work. Marshmallow-plump foam modules, 
in suedelike wool, snap together or apart, 
to regroup as needed around the circular 
area rug (a cutout of Armstrong carpet). 
Mirror-top stainless steel tables are easily 
rearranged. Except the Herschede grand- 
father clock, all furniture is by Founders. 
Within eyeshot are the adjoining spaces 
for entertaining (top left) and dining 
(lower left). Wall of Lord & Burnham 
window-greenhouse units is shaded by 
the blue ombré metal Levolor blinds. 
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Everywhere, ‘The Living Cen- 
ter’ adapts to the way people 
eat nowadays—that is to say, 
everywhere. But for dress-up, 
sit-down dining, this is the 
place—a virtual art gallery of 
choice American Indian hand- 
crafts, its greenhouse wall 
flowering with plants in na- 
tive pots and baskets. In this 
mannerly ambiance, meals 
are unpompously delivered 
via the kitchen pass-through, 
the practical space lending 
itself to an elegant mix of 
glass-and-chrome table and 
Thomasville’s Empire chairs. 
Luncheon table (above) is a 
mélange of sprigged china, 
pewter and mother-of-pearl; 
for dinner (right), the sophisti- 
cation of glass “‘tortoise-shell’’ 
plates, and napkins circled in 
bracelets. Fixture, like all the 
lighting, is Lightolier. Custom- 
fitted under-counter accessory 
cabinets are by St. Charles.

A place to sing, dance, listen, look, play, 
every ingredient for electronic enter- 
tainment built in, furnished in Founders’ 
relaxed wicker, its lively color a stepped- 
up version of the blue-white-earth tones 
that run through “The Living Center.” 
The big splash—a fabric print covering 
player piano, bench and wall. Formica- 
sheathed cabinets hold stereo, radio and 
tape equipment. An RCA SelectaVision 
and a TV set, recessed into the wall, are 
partly concealed by a screen that pulls 
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down for use with a slide projector 
hidden in the opposite wall. On the 
same wall: storage space for games, a 
bar sink, a dual-temperature ice-maker 
and wine cooler below, glassware cab- 
inets above. All as easy to keep good 
looking as the Armstrong “‘New Era 
Swirl’ mosaic vinyl floor that covers all 
living areas except for the kitchen. The 
rug, to pull up at dance time, is a striped 
put-together of Armstrong carpet strips. 
In window greenhouses, a cactus garden. 
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Since do-it-yourself activities are a fact 
of life these days, “The Living Center’ 
gives them a place of their own with 
plenty of working surfaces, drawers, cup- 
boards and hang-up pegboards for stash- 
ing away the impedimenta that usually 
disrupt the scene in conventional houses. 
This space is geared to the inevitable 
clutter of home carpentry, sewing, weav- 
ing, potting plants or potting pots, paint- 
ing, pasting, name the pastime or chore. 

An engrossed worker can even eat on 
the job, because the kitchen is just a pass- 
through away, across the work-surface 
counter from the power tools, the loom, 





the yarns and spools of thread (top left). 
A work table slides out from under the 
counter (right) to hold the sewing machine 
(left) or to serve the children’s lunch 
(above). Family potters, of both the green- 
thumb and ceramic persuasion, can work 
away at a sink-equipped potting counter 
beyond an arc-shape pegboard bulletin- 
board wall. On the potting area side (cen- 
ter pictures, left) pegboard arc holds gar- 
den tools; a potter’s wheel and an electric 
kiln slide into cabinets under the counter. 
These cabinets and drawer units are by 
St. Charles and covered in Formica, used 
also for countertops and the worktable.

Since everyone nowadays gravitates to 
the kitchen, ‘The Living Center’ makes 
it the literal core of things, in touch 
with surrounding spaces through four 
entries and three pass-throughs, the 
latter closable with more of the slim blue 
Levolor blinds. Even the over-all col- 
or schemes radiate from Armstrong’s 
Sunstone Designer Solarian vinyl floor, 
the blue and white Formica surfaces 
and the Armstrong acoustical ceiling, 
painted blue with Tru-Test paint. Step- 
saving circular island is a custom-de- 
signed cooking surface and counter, 
smooth-topped in Pyroceram by Corn- 
ing Glass, heat controls hidden in a 
drawer. Underneath: shelves, tray rack 
and cart (inset top right). A custom 
Salton Hotray covers one pass-through 
counter. More easy-does-it newness: 
se» Thermador’s trio of microwave oven, 
a food warmer and self-cleaning oven 
behind black glass doors, a Sub-Zero 
refrigerator/freezer, two stainless steel 
sinks by Elkay. Built-in Ronson Food- 
matic can perform 14 food-preparation 
jobs (ice cream-maker seen below). Sink 
at top left has an instant 190° hot 
water tap. Under counter: dishwasher, 
trash compactor. All are by KitchenAid. 
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How would “The Living Center” fit into a 
single-family house? Handsomely, we think. 
As drawn below, it drops neatly between 
bedroom wings. The apartment plan (upper 
left) is similar to many in outline. But “The 
Living Center” makes it different inside. 
Above, the coat closet with coats on slide-out 
Knape & Vogt hardware, plus a peek into 
the kitchen from the main entry. At left, the 
inter-relationship of activity area, kitchen 
and dining area, ombré blinds behind. 
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At the core of all three plans ts 
the cooking center, a bold 
design only a step away from 
every other point in the kitchen. 
Curved doors open to storage 
within (right). To keep Corning’s 
Pyroceram cooktop uncluttered,

controls are in a drawer 
Four tiny red lights on the surface G2 
tell the cook which ones are on. 
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Now that you’ve witnessed the excite- 
ment and color and interplay of spaces 
in ‘The Living Center,’ consider some of 
its practical aspects. The concept for 
“The Living Center’’ was developed to 
overcome the increasingly expensive 
waste of space and the depressingly 
unorganized space that turns up again 
and again in floor plans for newly built 
homes, townhouses and apartments. 
The architects explain on the next 
page how they conceived the plan for 
“The Living Center.” But good as the 
plan is (and we happen to think it is 
very good), it is meant only as one an- 
swer to the need for a change inside the 
American house. This need arises spe- 
cifically in three areas of design. 
1. Better use of space. Or, closer to the 
truth, use of the space at all. At building 
costs approaching and passing $30 per 
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square foot, only the wealthy can afford 
living space that is rarely or never used. 

Suffering more than any other room 
from limited use is the living room— 
formal, expensively decorated, spot- 
lessly clean. Where does everyone spend 
waking hours today? The family room. 
And amid today’s swing toward infor- 
mality, the gem-like separate dining 
room doesn’t fare well on the use scale 
either. Where do families often eat? The 
family room. And card playing? Talk- 
ing? Entertaining? Building models? 
The family room usually gets pressed 
into service again. The most direct solu- 
tion: Eliminate all the rooms that only 
gather dust, and design one big happy 
family room. That’s edging toward a 
solution, but there is still a need for... 
2. Space organized for modern-day us- 
age. A walk through 90% of the model 






houses and apartments containing fam- 
ily rooms would reveal nothing more 
than walls, windows and perhaps one 
or two sliding glass doors—not much 
more than a large open space. It’s true 
that many family rooms open to the 
kitchen, but not with a great deal of 
design imagination. There is virtually 
no allowance for the variety of activities 
that take place there—no storage for 
games, no cabinets for hobbies, no place 
to arrange a stereo system or a means 
to chat quietly while the stereo is on. 
“That's impossible,” one builder told us. 
“There’s no way | can tell beforehand 
how a family wants to use the space.” 

We say it is not impossible, and “The 
Living Center’ proves our point. This is 
a plan that is infinitely adaptable to the 
infinite variations in a family’s activi- 
ties. The shelving and cabinets and peg- 
board walls and closets are like clay to 
a potter. The way in which they’re used 
is up to the buyer, just as the form of the 
pot is guided by the hands of the potter. 
Our suggested uses throughout the pre- 
ceding pages are just that: suggestions. 
3. More informal space. We dress more 
informally today, are more casual about 
sit-down meals, are more inclined to 
question the protocol of the past. Why, 
then, are our dwellings still designed as 
if we were living in the 19th century? 
The emergence and instant popularity 
of the family room in the 1950s proved 
a need for more informality. Now it’s 
time to shed the remaining anachro- 
nisms within our houses and design for 
the way we live. “The Living Center” 
breaks with the past. It does adapt to 
our now way of life, and does so, we 
think, magnificently. 

Adaptability is, in fact, one of the 
plan’s best assets. The living core nes- 
tles easily into a house—as projected in 
the plan at lower left—or into an apart- 
ment—top plan at far left—or a vacation 
home—the near left plan. 

Within the suggested house plan, 
“The Living Center’ divides adult and 
children’s bedrooms, a workable idea 
for many families. Should a new child 
arrive on the scene, the retreat in the 
adult wing could convert to a nursery. 
As it is now, the retreat is a home office 
or library, or simply a place for parents 
to relax when teenagers take over the 
core for their own party. 

Wasted or little-used space is anath- 
ema to the good designer. Study the 
plan carefully and you'll see that only 
the bedroom halls are wasted, in the 
sense that they serve but a single and 
lightly employed purpose. Every other 
square foot in the house is valuable and 
much-used space for living. 

“The Living Center’ could prove an 
exciting core for an apartment. First, 
it would offer a new experience in liv- 
ing for apartment-dwellers. And, sec- 
ond, the highly efficient use of space 
would give tenants the feeling of get- 
ting more for their money. 

Finally, we felt “The Living Center,’’ 
by itself, at 1,200 square feet, is large 
enough to become a vacation houss« 
Thus, the redesignated space in the p! 
above. If extra bedrooms shoul: 
needed later, they could be added 
easily. A rendering of the vacation 
house appears on the following page. 
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THE ARCHITECTS TELL HOW 
THE OLAN WAS CONCEIVEO 


Architects Robert A. M. Stern and John 
S$. Hagmann, along with their assistants, 
Ralph Frischman and William Parker, 
and Lighting Consuliant Carroll Cline, 
spent a considerable amount of time and 
energy developing the plan for “The 
Living Center.” As such, we’ve asked the 
principals, Stern and Hagmann, to put 
into words their reasons for producing 


‘ this particular plan. Their response: 


“The Living Center is not conceived as a 
finished design capable of being trans- 
lated immediately into a set of blue- 
prints for construction, but as ideas to 
explain the program set forth by the edi- 
tors of House Beautiful. We were directed 
toward typical situations prevalent 
in American housing today: the 
single-family suburban 
house on an individual lot; 
the high rise apartment; 
the small vacation house. 

A concern for incorpo- 
rating certain amenities 
was central to our thinking: 
for example, the need for 
each family member to have 
maximum privacy, in a situa- 
tion of minimum space and 
maximum flexibility. These cri- 
teria led us to realize that each 
and every component of the scheme 
had to serve at least two functions. To 
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Architects Robert A. M. 
Stern, left, and John S. 
Hagmann study a drawing 
of “The Living Center” in 
their New York office. 
Responsible for translating 
our criteria into a workable 
and quite exciting plan, 
they did so by applying 
many of the ideas they 
formed during a 

number of years of 
designing outstanding 
houses, in-city townhouses 
and suburban homes. 





illustrate: The window greenhouses pro- 
vide light; the plants in them give pri- 
vacy as well as flowers for decoration, 
and care for the plants can be a rich 
educational experience and a hobby. 


Our organizing device for the 
concept was the decision to 
locate the kitchen in the center 


Our organizing device for ‘’The Living 
Center’ was the decision to locate the 
kitchen at the center, to twist it 45° in 
plan and raise it above the level of the 
other spaces. We felt this would insure 
the visual and acoustical participation 
of the person cooking with the life of the 
family in other areas. Second in impor- 
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tance are the light monitors above the 
kitchen and on the outside walls. With 
lighting installed in the monitors, they 
provide illumination for major spaces, 
yet eliminate the clutter of table lamps 
and the stark, commercial look of the 
typical ceiling grid of recessed incan- 
descent or fluorescent lights. In addition, 
where appropriate, the monitors provide 
natural light and ventilation. 


Wherever possible, storage is 
built in—to minimize unnecessary 
clutter and divide the spaces 


Storage is built in wherever possible 
to minimize unnecessary clutter and help 
articulate spatial differences. Within the 
kitchen, the cooktop and its exhaust sys- 
tem became sculpturally rich, appropri- 
ately enough to their function as the 
“working hearth” of “The Living Cen- 
ter.’’ On the other hand, the fireplace is 
treated in a secondary and more ironic 
manner, since its purpose is symbolic or 
romantic, rather than necessary. Finally, 
the expression of functional items, such 
as garden hose faucets, television and 
recording equipment, is stressed. 

In the singie-family prototype, the 
usual front lawn area—formal, showy 
and expensive to maintain—is held to a 
symbolic minimum. Instead, two car- 
ports for cars, and a walled patio gar- 
den to insure privacy. This attitude to- 
ward open space, borrowed from the 
Mediterranean countries, already com- 
mon in the more tropical portions of our 
country, can be adapted elsewhere. 

The vacation house prototype offers a 
number of possibilities for expansion: 
using the roof as additional bedroom 
space if the house were converted to two 
stories, or connecting bedroom wings at 
either closed end of ‘’The Living Center.” 
This pattern of growth is related to the 
sociology of second homes, which often 
become fulltime homes as the owners re- 
tire. 

For the high-rise apartment dweller, 
“The Living Center’ offers some unique 
opportunities: The window greenhouses 
become winter gardens useful the year 


“round. In addition, the zoned plan with 


bedrooms on either side of the central- 
ized living spaces makes the apartment 
seem both larger and more private. 
The flexibility of ‘The Living Cen- 
ter’’ space itself is a significant 
step toward increasing the 
liveability of apart- 
ments for families 
with children.

Kitchen floor height. By raising the. 


kitchen floor some 12 inches above the 





floor levels around it, the architects pro- 
duced a happy environment for easy 
rapport between the family cook and 
other family members or guests. Psy- 
chologically, the kitchen resembles the 
stage it is. One feels a comfortable 
sense of commanding attention while 
there. And there is the practical advan- 
tage of an all-round view from the 
kitchen through the pass-throughs and 
passages. If the cook demands more 
privacy, down goes a blind. 

High ceilings. Hardly a new idea, but 
how many houses built today take ad- 
vantage of them? Within the space, ceil- 
ings are nearly 12 feet high. There is no 
feeling of claustrophobia here, despite 
the modest linear dimensions of each 
triangular area outside the kitchen. See- 
through spaces at the triangular edges 
and to the outdoors also contribute to 
this elbow-swinging feeling. 

Acoustical ceiling tile. Somehow, this 
fine product is regularly relegated to the 
basement recreation room. Armstrong’s 
no-seams acoustical tile covering the en- 
tire ceiling in ‘The Living Center,”’ looks 
great and hushes the hub-bub so the 
family has its open spaces and a modi- 
cum of silence as well. 

A “shadow-box” art wall. Instead of 
hanging two or three conventional paint- 
ings on the outside wall in the dining 
crea, we turned the entire wall into an 
art piece, an artistically arranged collec- 
tion of American Indian artifacts. To 
heighten the box effect, blue paint to 
match the deep Banner Blue Formica 
counters went over all the inset surfaces, 
while the outer edges were painted 
white—thus, a white-framed collection 
on a dark blue matte. The collection 
could have easily been Orientalia, Eng- 
lish pewter, seashells, any collectibles. 

A profusion of window greenhouses. 
One of Lord & Burnham’s fine products 
over the space normally taken by a win- 
dow is a joy for any plant lover. Sixteen 
window boxes may seem overwhelming, 
but they are in “The Living Center’ for 
emphasis. The theory: If one window of 
greenery is fun, a wall of plant life is 
splendid, dramatic and part of the very 
fiber of the design. Keeping the plants 
thriving is, as the architects say on the 
opposite page, healthy, entertaining 
and educational. Moreover, it affords 
the family a feathery view outside while 
delivering some privacy from outside. 
For total privacy, there are the blinds, 
and speaking of that... 

Blinds with an ombré pattern. Levolor 
made these white-to-blue shaded blinds 
to our specifications. Dealers will do the 
same for you at very little (if any) extra 
cost. The result is a memorable out-of- 
the-ordinary blind in good taste. 

Message center. That gently curved 
partition in the activity area trimly di- 
vided into four quarters by a white-on- 
blue trompe l’oeil design is the medium 
for organized communication in the fam- 
ily. Tired of messages magnetized to the 
refrigerator door in our own homes, we 
called for a means to combine messages, 
home art, photographs, charts, school 
reports, telephone numbers, etc., etc. 
The architects’ design categorizes nor- 
mal family chaos—and handsomely. 

A fabric-covered piano and bench. 
Fabric? Positively. To match the wall be- 


hind the piano in the entertainment 
area, a gay Marimekko design in yel- 
low, orcinge and white was easily glued 
to the big flat surfaces of an ancient 
player piano (an idea, too). Piano leg 
turns and hard-to-reach cerners were 
painted to blend with the big happy 
pattern. Total cost was low, but enthusi- 
asm for the finished product high. 
Vinyl floors everywhere. Easy to clean, 
easy on the feet and pleasant to the eye, 
Armstrong covering went down in every 
area. Circular area rugs were cut from 
one Armstrong carpet pattern for the 
conversation and dining areas and a 
third area rug put together from carpet 
strips fer the entertaining area. 
Formica counters. Pretty, easily kept 
up and long wearing, using these lami- 
nate counters makes just as much good 
sense as the vinyl floors, especially in

Kitchen cabinets everywhere. We call 
them kitchen cabinets here for the sake 
of easy identification. They are truly 
everywhere cabinets, trim, handsome, 
marvelously functional and a credit to 
the maker, St. Charles, wherever they 
go. “The Living Center” proves the point. 

Hidden slide film projector. Just to the 
right of the piano is a tennis ball-sized 
hole through which pokes the lens of a 
Kodak Carousel projector, permanently 
set up on the shelving behind (not un- 
like the arrangement in movie houses). 
The big Raven screen pulls down from 
behind the outer wail cornice. 

Three new products, inspired specifi- 
cally by ‘’The Living Center.’ Sub-Zero 
converted a two-door under-counter re- 
frigerator/wine rack for our entertain- 
ment area. It’s called a Refreshment 
Center and is available now. Salton 
made a Hotray countertop and Corning 
the special round cooktop for the kitch- 
en.

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By JULIE MAXEY _ An eloquent 
photograph is equal on its own 
terms to a painting or lithograph 
The news is, photography is c 
last getting equal treatment. The 
Metropolitan Museum of Art and 
the Whitney Museum in New 
York, the Art Institute of Chi- 
cago, the San Francisco Museum 
of Art—all are routing out their 
own collections of photographs, 
snapping up additional prints like 
pigeons after tossed popcorn and 
staging more shows for a grow- 
ing mass of photo buffs. 

“When I began collecting, 
Mother’s friends couldn’t believe 
I would hang photographs in my 
home,” says Grace M. Mayer, 
who went to work in 1959 at the 
Edward J. Steichen Archive at 
the Museum of Modern Art 
(MOMA), where photography 
has decked the walls since the 
1940s. In the 1970s, photos are 
giving graphics a run for collec- 
tors’ wallets and wall space. 

“If we dispense with the dis- 
tinction between major and mi- 
nor art and think in terms of 
quality alone, we see that the 
quality of American photography 

. is at least as good as Ameri- 
can painting,” said Critic Barbara 
Rose in “New York’ magazine. 

Other happenings punctuate the 
new-found status of snaps. Gal- 
leries for photos only are opening 
and staying open. Last year Peter 
Bunnell quit as curator of pho- 
tography at MOMA, took off to 
Princeton and became the coun- 
try’s first professor of the history 
of photography. Courses in pho- 
tography are cropping up in other 
colleges all across the country, 
reports Fred Parker, the execu- 
tive director of Friends of Pho- 
tography in Carmel, Calif. On the 
business side, the Print Council 
of America broadened its scope 
to include photo prints at the 
1971 board of directors’ meeting. 

“A reason for the tremendous 
interest in photography, film and 
video is that they are representa- 
tional arts, permitting the reintro- 
duction of the human body, ma- 
ture and real images forbidden 
by the long reign of abstraction 
in the major arts,” says critic 
Rose. Long before rampant 

abstraction ruled the 
arts, Louis Jacques 
Mandi Daguerre 


caught attention with a machine 
that copied nature. That was the 
daguerreotype, invented in the 
carly 1806s. Portrait painters 
pined. Pictures mirrored people 
and let them look in on person- 
alities, faraway ports and events. 
In 1855, Roger Fenton made the 
Crimean War the first news item 
ever photographed. Matthew 
Brady shot pictures of our own 
Civil War that have the freshness 
to chill us now. Others recorded 
the new West, the old South, 
their own home towns. 

At the turn of the century, Al- 
fred Stieglitz established the dis- 
tinguished ‘291” photography 
salon and published a periodical, 
“Camera Works.” Stieglitz called 
himself an artist and fathered the 
painterly era, when _ photogra- 
phers softened their focus and 
aped impressionist’s oils. Some 
rebelled and split off in another 
direction. By the 1920s, Edward 
Steichen, Edward Weston and 
others used a barb-sharp focus, 
returning to the fundamentals of 
camera and film to produce pho- 
tographs, not paintings. Most, in- 
cluding Stieglitz, followed their 
example. ‘Personally,’ recanted 
Stieglitz in 1934, “I like my pho- 
tographs straight, unmanipulated, 
devoid of all tricks; a print not 
looking like anything but a pho- 
tograph, living through its own 
inherent qualities and revealing 
its own spirit.” 

During the depressed 1930s, 
the government’s Farm Security 
Administration sent a flock of 
photographers to record the 
plight of proud Americans lev- 
eled by poverty. They made what 
Steichen calls ‘a series of the 
most remarkable documents that 
were ever rendered in pictures.” 
Dorthea Lange, Walker Evans, 
Ben Shahn, Arthur Rothstein, 
Margaret Bourke-White, John 
Vachon, Gordon Parks, Carl My- 
dans and their fellow photo-jour- 
nalists made picture magazines a 
power from the 1930s until TV 
killed them off in the early 1970s. 

Photography continues to de- 
velop. Some photographers prowl 
the traditional road; others ex- 
plore untraveled detours. Duane 
Michals sometimes skips techni- 
cal fineries in favor of catch-as- 
catch-can snapshot visions. Keith 
Smith prints photos of eyes on 
quilt squares. Bea Nettles prints 
negative images of birds on a 
windowssized clear plastic pouch. 

Color is one sect of photogra- 
phy some snobs sneer at. A lot of 
photographers think black-and- 
white is for serious work and 
color for making what are 
merely pretty pictures. 
But color photog- 
raphy has been 
so perfected 




























































and some pictures are so stun- 
ning that it can’t be dismissed. 

All photography is not art. 
Master photograper Ansel Adams 
defines the difference. “Some 
images have magic, some only 
are recording fact; it is art when 
they contain magic.” 

A strong dissenting voice is 
raised by the Earl of Snowden. 
“Photography is not a fine art but 
an applied one. And photographs 
are judged by the desk of the art 
director,” says the photographer 
who was born Anthony Arm- ff 
strong Jones and has gone on 
with his career behind the lens in 
the years since his marriage to 
Britain’s Princess Margaret. Ex- 
pressing his viewpoint in an in- 
terview with Joan Juliet Beck for 
Fairchild’s Publications’ “W” and 
“Women’s Wear Daily,’ Lord 
Snowden then continued: “Pho- 
tographs have no value. They 
should be in newspapers or mag- 
azines, and if people want to 
keep them, they should be pinned 
up on the wall and never treated 
with reverence. .... Photogra- 
phy is for people, to make them 
think about things they’d other- 
wise ignore. It should be in the 
main street, in exhibition halls, 
in stores. Not in galleries and 
museums. I’m not interested in 
the elite.” 

The credibility gap found be-) 
tween a poster of a Van Gogh 
and the real oil exists between a 
picture of a print and an original 
print made from the photo nega 
tive. You get the form, but not a 
breath of depth, rich texture, orf) 
subtle tone, the elements that® 
make a work extraordinary. 

The phenomenal fact about a 
photo negative is that it doesn’t) 
get worse for wear. Lots of origi 
nal prints of one photograph can 
be made without loss of quality 
But in spite of identical printing 
conditions, each print of a photo 
graph will be a whit darker on 
lighter than the last, making iff 
unique. There can be conscious 
variations in tone; the paper the 
photo is printed on makes a dif 
ference. This, plus the fact the 
print won’t last if not processed 
properly, make the print-maker 
as important as the photographer 
Usually, the photographer makes 
his own, but some entrust the 
work to printers. A photogra 
pher’s own print, though, is al 
ways prized above a printer’s. / 
exception is color photography 
here printers usually take over 
Color prints are more expensive 
but less permanent than black 
and-white prints. A dye transfe 
print, where each color range is 
processed separately, is relative 
ly permanent. The type C colo 
prints are the next best, though} — 
there will be fading in time.

BECOMES A 

YEAR-ROUND REFUGE 
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THE INTERIOR IS

“This house never says no,” 
maintain its enthusiastic young 
owners. Though they live with 
antiques and ‘‘some degree of 
organized clutter’ in their Man- 
hattan apartment, they have 
grown to love the super-modern 
country home Architects Gwath- 
mey and Siegel designed for 
them—and especially find thi: 
large sweep of living-dining 
space “always inviting.” 

In its play of light and shadow 
on the geometric voids and sol- 
ids and in the white-enameled 
pipe railings of the terraces and 
the ramp (next page), the house 
calls to mind the 1930s’ school 
of international architecture and 
especially Le Corbusier's Villa 
Savoye. But if is very much a 
house of the 1970s. The Le Cor- 
busier lounge chairs covered in 






































damson pium fabric (‘We didn’t 
want leather at the beach,” the 
owners explain), the bright 
graphic Marimekko pillows, the 
cushiony wall-to-wall carpeting 
and the long flesh-toned ban- 
quette so ready for solo read- 
ing or friendly conversation—all 
were planned for the relaxed 
lifestyle that is lived here now. 

The big fireplace is placed to 
one end so views of the out- 
doors are not blocked, yet it is 
never more than a_ head-turn 
away from anyone sitting in the 
living area or at the long white 
lacquered dining table at the 
other end of this space. This 
table, actually a rectangle with 
one curved side, is a form that 
is repeated often in the house. 

Because the roof is supported 
by the white columns rather than 
by the walls, the living room is 
incredibly spacious in feeling. In 
this context, the two ends as- 
sume great visual importance, 
especially the end with the 
white-lacquered fireplace stor- 


age wall. White cabinets are 
used throughout in what the 
architects term “‘a secondary 


building system” to the house. 
























THE RAMP 
WEAVES A 
CONTINUOUS

TO VIEW 


The ramp, gently sloping half a 
level at a time, is an exciting 
and graceful way to move both 
vertically and horizontally with- 
in the house. Analogous to a 
grand staircase in an old house, 
it is much more than a circula- 
tion system: Punctuated by the 
enameled steel railings, it is a 
dramatic space in itself. 

The ramp begins on _ the 
ground level (left) and then 


quickly gets you up to the main 


living level and the best views 
of the site. From this point (be- 
low), it continues up to a study- 
pool room that is the top level of 
the master bedroom suite (see 
floor plans on page 121). 
Guests, too, share in the views, 
and from the deck of the guest 
accommodations (top left), you 
can look through windows either 
directly at the guestroom itself, 
down into the living/dining area 
or diagonally out over the water. 
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Sun and water are what life on 
Long Island beaches is all about 
and water views abound from 
this long, essentially rectangular 
house that sits on its site like a 
monumental piece of asymmet- 
rical sculpture. From the upper 
decks (below), three different 
views of water present them- 
selves simultaneously: the pool, 
the pond and the ocean. 

To control the sun, adjustable 
white canvas awnings (right) 
ripple in the breeze, both deflect- 
ing the glare and, at the same 
time, adding an extra visual di- 
mension of texture to the basic 
monochromatic gray hue of the 
bleached tongue-and-groove Ce- 
dar siding. The manicured lawn 
that leads up to the pond is 
framed by the low bushes and 
trees indigenous to the area. 
Their rambling character is the 
ideal foil for the intellectual con- 
trol of the design of the house.

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Children and adults alike have 
their own private worlds in this 
house. The first or ground floor 
(see plans, near left) is the chil- 
dren’s domain. Their identical 
rooms have built-in bunk beds 
(top left) with bright fabric cov- 
erings and black-enameled steel 
ladders. Each room also has a 
desk and storage cabinet under 
a long window (far left below) 
that frames the view beyond. 
The same cedar siding and wall- 
te-wall carpeting used in the 
rest of the house appears here, 
too. To the right of these bed- 
rooms is a maid’s room and bath 
and the children’s playroom, giv- 
ing them ample boredom-chas- 
ing space for those rainy days 
that come to every beach area. 

The luxurious master bedroom 
suite extends the whole width of 
the house. On the ocean side, it 
is double-story in height, with a 
dramatic two-story high sculp- 
tural shower in the master bath 
(not shown).The single-story sit- 
ting area (center left) is topped 
by a study/pool room and linked 
to the bedroom space by its own 
internal staircase (and to the rest 
of the house by the ramp). Here 
again are the white lacquered 
cabinets that—designed now to 
serve as the frame for the white 
lacquer bed—continue the two 
architects’ concept of a ‘‘sec- 
ondary building system.” 

The super-functional kitchen 
(above) is as clean-lined cond 
controlled as the rest of i 
house. Viewing space is ploces | 
over a counter for fast mecis | 
and !ets all vehicles emiering the 
site easily be seen from inside. 






























































































he far north country terrain of Walloon 

Lake, Mich.—luxuriantly wooded with na- 

tive pine and sycamore-sets the pace for 
the Kenneth R. Peterson family. There, weath- 
er knows extremes from the most torrid sum- 
mers to the severest winters, yet the Petersons’ 
lifestyle is always attuned to climate changes. 
Winters become exhilarating with skiing, 
sledding and snowmobiling. Summers offer 
water sports to this very energetic family of 
six—sailing, motor boating and fishing. 

It seems only natural that the Petersons’ 
home should be situated on a wooded hillside 
overlooking Walloon Lake. Designed by Archi- 
tect David Trautman, this four-level dwelling 
seems to roost among the trees as if it were 
an inherent part of the landscape. More, it re- 
flect the essence of the family’s needs—being 


both distinctly sophisticated and spontaneous. 

Decorator Rosemary Robinson adopted for 
the entry hall (left) a fresh Mediterranean 
tableau—tasteful yet practical glazed ceramic 
tiles that are set off by a Savanarola chair edg- 
ing on an antique Berber rug.

old cookbooks and delving into its 
gastronomic past and at the same time 
learning Spanish, she made herself 
an authority on Mexican cooking.

came to New York, where she now 
makes her home. Claiborne, who had 
eaten his way through many a 
happy Kennedy meal, suggested she 
give classes in Mexican cooking. 

So, five years ago, the first Mexican 
cooking school in New York opened its 
doors under her aegis. This proved 

to be the spur to her recent and 
splendid cookbook, The Cuisines of 
Mexico. (Published by Harper 

& Row, it was the winner of the R. T. 
French First Cookbook Award 

in 1972.) Note the plural—it is 
cuisines with an ‘‘s’’ because Mexican 
cooking is not one ahictie she 

says, but many that have flourished all 
the way from pre-Columbian days to 
the present time with, possibly, 

one common thread—chilies. 

“The only pitfall to writing a 
cookbook,”’ says Mrs. Kennedy, “‘is that 
you get fat from testing all those 
recipes. | gained 15 pounds and it's 
ghastly getting it off.’’ Well, Diana 
Southwood Kennedy wasn’t born English 
for nothing. She took up jogging 
and every morning, rain or shine, you 
can find her out on the road doing 
‘‘a couple of miles.’’ As she jogs, she 
keeps her eyes wide open and not long 
ago looked down and saw a bed of 
epazote—an herb that is used in many 
tortilla and bean dishes—growing 
wild in Riverside Park in New York City. 

Her cooking classes, which are 
limited to six students per session, 
are all demonstrations and ‘‘sharing 
the food”’ since, unlike the French 
cuisine, there are no great techniques. 
“The class must eat,’’ she says, ‘‘must 
take great big mouthfuls to savor, 
to feel the textures and to taste the 
subtle flavors of these new sauces.”’ 
Learning about food is, she adds, 

“a bottomless pit—frustrating and 
exciting.’” Mrs. Kennedy keeps digging 
into the Mexican pit by going back 
every summer, and every summer she 
finds new ideas, new herbs—and 

new dishes that she brings back to share 
with her friends and her students.

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By ROBERT N. J. MISCH (] Why buy a 
Rolls? A Ford or a Chevrolet will get 
you there, and in reasonable comfort. 
Both might make a mite more noise 
than the famous Rolls electric clock, 
but is that worth $12,000 (or more)? 
The answer is: If you can afford 
it—yes! The Rolls Royce is the 
ultimate in gasoline-fired, internal 
combustion-engined vehicles. From the 
sleek three sets of foot brakes to 

ihe independent suspension to all four 
wheels, the Rolls is a thing apart. 

Wine is an entirely different kettle 
of grapes. Every bottle of wine has 
a cork, a label and a capsule over the 
cork and, except for a few in ceramic 
jugs and such, comes to you in a glass 
container. Whether the cost is $2 or 
$2,000, the contents are a slight 
variation on the same theme: Each 
is composed of ethyl alcohols, other 
alcohols, sugars, aldehydes, 
polyphenols, carbohydrates, katones, 
enzymes, pigments, at least half a 
dozen vitamins, 15 to 20 minerals, 
more than 22 organic acids and 
other grace notes as yet unidentified. 

No, the $100 bottle isn’t $98 
better than the $2 bottle—the $100 
bottle is simply 50 times scarcer. 
And that’s what we’re going to 
talk about, some of those exalté 
bottles that are costly for one reason 
or another, not because of any great 
intrinsic worth. After all, just about 
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everyone and his great aunt has been 
writing about low-priced wines 

and, in this time of rising prices and 
dollar problems, justifiably 

so. But it’s fun to write and read 
about the truly patrician wines, 

even if we can’t afford to pull the corks 
on them on a day-to-day basis. Here, 
then are a few ‘‘from Tiffany’s.”’ 

First, Tokay (Tokaji) Essenz (Essencia 
or Eszencia). None of this wine is 
exported today, although you might find 
a bottle or two in Hungary or on 
the auction block here. To understand 
what makes this wine special, you 
must understand pourriture noble or 
noble rot. This is the disease of the 
skin of very late-picked grapes 
(the so-called botrytis cinerea) that’s 
responsible for Germany's fabulous 
Trockenbeerenauslese wines and 
the /iquoreaux Sauternes of France. 

When grapes are attacked by this 
disease, some rather nasty-looking skin 
lesions develop. The sun and air 
penetrate this broken skin and remove 
some of the liquid in the pulp. When 
the overripe grape is finally picked, it is 
heavy with the richness of grape sugar. 
The juice is fermented only until a level 
of 14% alcohol is reached—leaving, 
in these grapes, a considerable amount 
of unfermented grape sugar. And the 
resultant wine is thus lusciously sweet. 

In Hungary, only one small area, the 
Tokaji Hegyalja, may rightfully produce 








— 
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wines bearing the name Tokay. Only 
about three million gallons of wine are 
produced each year, of which only 
a very small percentage can properly be 
called Aszu, or the wine from these 
diseased, overripe grapes. And 
of these, an infinitesimal percentage is 
granted the accolade of Essencia. 

There are two stories as to the 
traditional making of Essencia. One 
has it that the Aszu grapes were 
hand-sorted and placed in trays 
only one-grape-layer-thick with wire 
mesh bottoms. Then the trays 
were stacked, one atop another, into 
tail columns. The weight of the 
trays, with no pressing, forced out a 
little juice, drop by drop—ana 
this was the making of Essencia, ‘‘the 
soul of Tokay.’’ The other story 
has it that the overripe berries were 
placed in small barrels with a goose 
quill stuck through a bung in the 
bottom of each barrel. The weight of 
the grapes forced a little juice 
out through the goose quill—and this 
was the making of Essencia. 

As far as the stories go, you 
pay no money and you take your choice. 
But such goings on are always going 
to produce a rather heady bottle 
in terms of cost. Franz Josef, 
the emperor of Austria Hungary, is 
reported to have paid the g 
equivalent of $12 a bottle;

1 pound pinto beans

This is a thick, hearty soup that 
can be a meal in itself. It is 
named for the Tarascan Indi- 
ans who live in the highlands 
of Michoacan. If the soup is 
made in advance, you will 
find that it thickens noticeably. 
In that case, dilute with broth. 
Note: It freezes well. 

Wash the beans, pour into a 
saucepan and add enough cold 
water to cover by about two 
inches. Allow to stand over- 
night. The following morning, 
bring to a boil, reduce heat to 
simmer and cook for about one 
hour or until the beans are soft 
when squeezed. Purée, a small 
amount at a time, with the liquid 
in the electric blender until 
smooth. Set aside for now. 

Cut out the stem ends of the 
tomatoes. Place in a pan and 
toast at medium heat in a pre- 
heated broiler, turning from 
time to time, until cooked 
through (about 20 minutes). 
Chop coarsely. Combine with 
the garlic and onion in the con- 
tainer of an electric blender. 
Blend until smooth. 

Heat the lard in a large, 
heavy enameled cast-iron cas- 
serole. Add the tomato mixture 
and cook over high heat for five 
minutes. Then stir in the bean 
purée, reduce heat to medium 
and cook, stirring constantly, 
for eight minutes. Stir in the 
broth and cook over low heat 
for 10 minutes. Taste here for 
salt. The soup can be prepared 
a day or two ahead. in that 
case, refrigerate. 

To serve: Place two or three 
slices of a heated Muenster in 
soup bowl. Ladle hot soup over 
it garnish with chilies and a 
dollop of sour cream. Fried tor- 
tillas are traditional accompa- 
niments. Serves eight or more. 

*Chilies pasilla, available in 
shops specializing in Spanish 
and Mexican foods, are simply 
crumbled between the fingers 


and then sprinkled over the food. 
**Frozen tortillas are widely 
available. To fry, thaw and then 
cut each tortilla into six trian- 
gles. Heat enough lard in a 
heavy skillet to reach to a 
depth of 144 inch. When smok- 
ing, add the tortilla pieces, a 
few at a time, and fry, giving 
an occasional stir, until they 
are an even, deep gold and 
crisp. Drain on paper towels. 


Carnitas 
(Little Pieces of Browned Pork) 


3 pounds pork shoulder 
Salt 


The meat should be skinned 
and boned, then cut, along with 
the fat, into strips, about two 
inches by 34 inch. If you are 
not up to this yourself, have 
your butcher do it for you. It 
is important to choose meat 
with a fair amount of fat so it 
will brown properly. Otherwise 
you will have to add some lard. 

A large, shallow, fireproof pan 
or dish is desirable because the 
meat will brown more evenly in 
that. We used a paella pan. 

Barely cover the meat with 
water, add salt to taste (at least 
one tablespoon) and bring to 
a boil over high heat. Reduce 
the heat and continue cooking, 
rather briskly, until all the liq- 
uid has evaporated. At this point 
the meat should be cooked 
but not falling apart. Lower the 
heat still more and continue 
cooking until all the fat has 
been rendered (in other words, 
melted). Brown the meat, turn- 
ing it frequently. The cooking 
time, all told, should be about 
an hour or a little better. 

To serve the carnitas, place 
the meat in a ‘‘floppy’’ tortilla 
and douse well with the Salsa 
Mexican Cruda. How many will 
it serve? How big are the appe- 
tites sitting at your table? 


Tortillas 


You can't really translate tor- 
tilla. It is a bread that looks 
like a pancake and is made with 
dried corn. And there is also 
a wheat-flour version. 

The canned tortillas avail- 
able are very good and demand 
little more of you than opening 
the can. Since, with carnitas, 
they should be hot but flexible, 
we suggest you steam them.

To make the syrup: Combine all 
the ingredients in a saucepan 
and place over medium heat 
until the sugar has dissolved.

Boil for about 20 min- 
utes or until the syrup has re- 
duced to approximately 1144 
cups. Set aside to cool. 

To make the dough: Com- 
bine the water, salt, aniseeds 
and lard in a saucepan. Bring 
When the lard has 
melted completely and while 
the mixture is still boiling, add 
the flour. While continuing to 
cook, beat the mixture with a 
wooden spatula until it shrinks 
away from the sides of the pan. 
Take off the heat and set aside. 

When cool enough, knead un 
til smooth. Put in a mixing bowl, 
and add all but the baking pow- 
der and about 14 cup of the 
beaten eggs. With an electric 
beater, beat together thorough- 
ily. To determine if you need the 
rest of the egg, roll a piece of 
the dough into a soft ball. It 
should just hold shape. If not, 
beat in the rest of the eggs. 
Finally, add baking powder. 

To cook the fritters: Add 
peanut oil to a large frying pan 
to reach to a depth of 1% inch. 
Heat the oil until it smokes. 

To shape the fritters, first 
dip your hands into cold water, 
then take enough dough to 
make a ball 11% inches in di- 
ameter. Place the ball on your 
fingers, not your palm, and 
flatten it to make a cake about 
34 inch thick. Poke a large hole 
in the center with one finger 
and drop it into the hot fat.

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and you must remember what a 
dollar was worth in those far- 
off days, for his annual birthday 
gift to Queen Victoria—one bot- 
tle for every year of her life. 
(Some legends stretch the story 
to a dozen bottles for each 
year, which would have meant a 
gift of 972 bottles on her 81st 
birthday.) And Catherine the 
Great had an entire troop of 
Cossacks to guard her supply. 
And when you can find it, 
what can you expect to pay? 
Well, three four-bottle lots of 
Tokay Aszu brought $160 per 
lot at Heublein’s annual rare 
wine auction this spring—and 
one bottle of 1889 Tokay Es- 
sencia went for $300. (And 
these prices are for the tradi- 
tional dumpy bottle with long 
slender neck that, at 17.6 
ounces, holds almost seven 
ounces less than do the stand- 
ard-sized wine bottles.) 
While om the subject of no- 
ble rot, let’s go on to those fa- 
bled German overripes, the 
Beerenausleses and  Trocken- 
beerenausleses, and tc that 
greatest of all sweet wines, the 
Sauternes known as Chateau 
d’Yquem, which the French clas- 
sify as hors classe or ‘‘above 
the battle.’’ Basically alike in 
production. methods, they are 
unlike in that the German wines 
are few and far between—the 
result of chance in one special 
year—while Chateau d'Yquem is 
in business solely to make 
Chateau d’Yquem wine every 
year that the late-picked grapes 
develop botrytic symptoms. 
In Germany, the average 
vineyard owner picks most of 
his grapes when ripe, or rea- 
sonably so, thereby insuring 
his livelihood. But with one eye 
on the heavens, for the heavy 
autumn rains can destroy the 
best-laid plans of men and vint- 
ners, he leaves some bunches 
in the hope that they will be at- 
tacked by the botrytis cinerea 
(called Edel faule in Germany). 


Experienced pickers then 
move through the vineyard, 
sometimes going over it again 
and again. Grapes hit by the 
disease are sorted out, berry by 
berry, for Beerenauslese (berry- 
selected) a when even more 
overripe and shriveled until the 
berries look almost like raisins, 
for Trockenbeerenausiese (or 
dry berry-selected). 

All of this crop left for late- 
picking can, of course, be lost 
to frost or rain; the loss of juice 
in the drying process is incred- 
ibly large, and the sheer labor 
of picking and sorting is fear- 
some. Qbviously, the produtc- 
tion is extremely smali-—and 


sometimey. The result—$$$ 
per bottle. The least I have 
seen quoted in recent years is 
$40 per; $100 a bottle is not 
at all uncommon. 

Sauternes are made in 
much the same way, but with 
one vast exception. Where the 
German vineyard produces 10 
to 30 cases, at most, a reason- 
ably sized Sauternes chateau in 
a good year will make hundreds, 
even thousands of cases. (Cha- 
teau d'Yquem alone produces 
more than 10,000 cases of wine 
in a normal year.) 

In the first place, the Sau- 
ternes (and neighboring Bar- 
sac) vineyards are much farther 
south. The producer is not gam- 
bling as much on the weather or 
on getting just a handful of 
overripe grapes, because if his 
entire vineyard is not late-picked 
and if his grapes are not at- 
tacked by the noble rot, he 
cannot make true Sauternes at 
all. This happened to Chateau 
d’Yquem in 1964. Grapes grew, 
but there was no noble rot, 
hence there is no Chateau 
d'Yquem vintage of 1964. 
There are, of course, other 
fine Sauternes—Chateaux Fil- 
hot, Suduirant, Rieussec and 
Rayne-Vigneau are a few to con- 
jure with—but only Yquem has 
the high ground, tradition of ex- 
ceilence, money and patience to 
insure every grape being picked 
at its perfect stage of ripeness 
and mold. And that is why you 
pay $15 to $20 for a young 
bottle, $35 to $50 for Yquems 
of 10 to 20 years of age. 

This may not seem super-ex- 
pensive today, and it isn’t, yet 
it is not exactly budget-priced. 
So far, supply is adequate and 
demand not too great; who can 
say what will happen if demand 
increases. At the moment, | tout 
these lovely dessert wines as 
the sleepers, the greatest value 
on the wine shelf. 

By now, you must be wonder- 
ing if he will ever get to Cha- 
teau Lafite. Well, he has. 

For some reason, Lafite has 
become the standard-bearer for 
the oreatest red wines in the 
world, the so-called Clarets of 
Bordeaux. In the 1855 classifi- 
cation, Chateaux Latour, Mar- 
gaux and Haut-Brion ranked 
right along with it as the pre- 
miers crus, but Chateau Lafite- 
Rothschild seems to have be- 
come the exemplar of all that is 
finest in a red table wine. The 
consequences—a dizzy escala- 
tion in price. For how much can 
150 acres produce and, if ev- 
ervone considers the name La- 
fite the non plus ultra of wine- 
dom and wants it, how much 








are they willing to pay? Average 
production is about 12,000 to 
15,000 cases in a good year. 
Recent retail rates are running 
about $1,500 for a case of 1961 
Lafite, $450 to $700 for a case 
of 1966, $500 to $600 for a 
case of 1970 wine that won’t be 
ready to drink for some years 
to come. And while Lafite is 
bringing these prices, Chateau 
Pétrus in Pomerol, without the 
fanfare and without even being 
ranked in the 1855 classifica- 
tion, is going for 10% to 15% 
more than these figures. 

The red Bordeaux have 
been the prime movers in the 
current wine excitement, with 
the Heublein auction tallies of 
$5,000 for an 1846 Lafite a 
couple of years ago and $9,200 
in 1972 for a jeroboam of 1929 
Mouton-Rothschild (just risen 
from second-growth classifica- 
tion) doing much to help raise 
the fever. And besides these, 
others—such as Chateaux Che- 
val Blanc, Ausone, La Mission 
Haut Brion, Bechevelle, Palmer, 
Ducru-Beaucaillou, Léoville-Poy- 
ferré and Cos d'Estournel—have 
not been far behind. When a 
Pontet Canet, originally a so- 
called fifth-growth, brings $10 
a bottle, you know something is 
up. It is—Claret prices. 

The Burgundies haven't dis- 
played the same pyrotechnics as 
the Bordeaux, though the rarer 
ones are by no means picnic 
wines these days. A Romanée- 
Conti (the limited output of a 
414-acre vineyard) will set you 
back $125 for such a year as 
1952, and | have a catalogue 
that lists a 1929 at a cool $500. 
Neighboring vineyards—Riche- 
bourg, La Teche, La Romanée 
—are right up there on the 
price lists, too. It's not hard to 
understand, once you taste the 
velvet of a Romanée-Conti and 
reflect that you are consuming 
one of about 7,500 total bot- 
tles produced each year. 

After such flights of fancy, 
lower-priced rarities may not 
seem like much. But it is only 
just to recall that other coun- 
tries have their elite wines, too. 

By all odds, the wine known 
as Brunello di Montalcino is It- 
aly’s greatest and costliest. It 
comes from the vineyards of a 
small Tuscan hill town near Si- 
ena. It is made from the Bru- 
nello grape only, a variety of 
the Sangiovese, one of the Chi- 
anti grapes. Used here as a 
100% varietal, it produces a 
wine so big that it stays in cask 
five or six years before it's 
bottled and leaves the winery, 
and then one would do well to 
leave it another 10 years. 

It is fantastically flavorful and 
long-lived—50 years is not con- 
sidered excessive. | paid $8 and 
$15 a year or so ago in Italy. 
To my knowledge, you can’t buy 














































































it in this country, for the Ital 
ians want their own scarce nec 
tar.

What are textured vegetable proteins? 


Food products developed from a fine natural source of edible 
protein—the soybean. Often referred to as the ‘‘wonder bean,” 
soybeans have a high protein content, comparing favorably with 
meat. Textured vegetable proteins have been in existence since 
the 1950s but it has only been within the past five years that 
the products have reached the level of refinement permitting 
their use in food products. In 1971, the USDA approved their 
use in certain school lunch programs. 


How are textured vegetable proteins used? 


They are combined with ground beef (approximately 75% meat 
and 25% hydrated textured vegetable protein), which is then 
designated as textured vegetable protein-ground beef blend. In- 
terestingly, the textured vegetable protein has no distinct flavor 
of its own but assumes the flavor of the meat it is cooked with. 
Spices and seasonings normally used with ground beef can be 
mixed with the blend in the amounts you normally use. 


Can you buy textured vegetable proteins? 


You can buy the vegetable protein-ground beef blend, aiready 
combined, in many supermarkets straight across the country 
at a price per pound somewhat less than plain ground beef. It 
should be cooked just as you would cook ground beef and once 
cooked, you will discover it not only looks like quality ground 
beef but tastes like it. Treat exactly as you would ground beef. 
That is, unless you freeze it right away, always refrigerate and 
use within a couple of days of purchase. 


Why does a skin form on milk while heating? 


It’s due to a drying out of fat, minerals and protein on the sur- 
face. The skin holds steam in, causing the milk to foam and 
boil over. This only happens when milk is heated in an uncovered 
pan. You can prevent formation of a skin, the USDA informs 
us, by using a lid or stirring the milk. 


What is mullet? 


One of the few fishes that can be found throughout the world. 
Very popular in the southern U.S., its Spanish name is Lisa, and, 
like mackerel, although smaller, it is a fat fish that lends itself 
to broiling, deep fat-frying, oven-frying or baking. Smoked mullet 
is popular in Florida. Marinated in an oil and vinegar mixture, 
seasoned, it lends itself to outdoor grilling. 


What is Demerara sugar? 


A raw or semi-refined sugar whose crystals are a superficial 
brown or yellow color because of treatment with sulphuric acid, 
according to the Cane Sugar Refiners Association as well as 
Webster’s New International Dictionary. Originally from Dem- 
erara, part of British Guiana, it is used widely in England. 


What exactly is sangria? 


A Spanish drink traditionally made with red wine, Cognac, 
soda water, the juice of oranges and lemons, sugar and lots 
of ice cubes. In Spanish, sangre means blood and sangria 
means bleeding. The re‘ation to red wine is obvious, but just 
when the connection was first made seems to have been lost 
to history. Actually, it has been drunk by Americans since 
Colonial times but at that time it was called Sangaree. Appar- 
ently, Sangaree was made with Port or sherry and bears little 
relationship to sangria as we know it today. The Oxford English 
Dictionary says Sangaree is an Anglicized version of sangria, a 
Spanish wine punch. Today, bottled sangria is imported from 
Spain, and both a New York winery and a California winery are 
now bottling their own versions in this country. 


When should spices be added to a cooked dish? 


Since the flavor is imparted immediately, ground spices can be 
added about 15 minutes before the end ofthe cooking period. 
Whole spices (best tied in a cheesecloth bag so they can be 
discarded easily) are best in slow cooking dishes, such as stews, 
because long simmering extracts the full flavor and aroma. @

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| Stuffed Trout with Vermouth can be an impressive and delicious dish 
| to serve at a dinner party—but to prepare it properly, you must buy 
fresh fish that has not been cleaned. If the fish has been cleaned, 
the belly will be split open; if you then bone it through the back— 
as we show below—you will end up with two separate fillets. Since 
it is difficult to find fresh fish that has not been cleaned, you 
should place your order at the fish store several days ahead to make 
sure you will have whole stuffed fish to offer to your dinner guests.

With scissors or shears, cut off the fins and then wash the fish 
under cold running water. Place the trout on its side. With a sharp 
knife, make an incision just above the back bone near the head 
of the fish. Following the bone from head to tail, keep cutting until 
one side of the bone is completely uncovered. As you cut, be 
careful to follow the line of the bones but not to cut through them. 





Repeat the same operation on the other side of the back bone, again 
cutting as close to the bone as possible but not through it. 





Sever the bone at the head and the tail and then pull out from the 
fish. Clean the inside of the cavity under cold running water. With a 
pastry bag or spoon, fill cavity with mousse or another stuffing.

same image over and over. Be- 
sides no one wanted to buy 
them. People do now. 

Opinions about how to mar- 
ket photographs take off like the 
spokes of a wheel, in all direc- 
tions. No specific art standards 
unify photography. An etching 
or lithograph is printed in a lim- 
ited edition and numbered. De- 
tail wears away as the plate, or 
whatever, is used, so the artist 
numbers each print and destroys 
his original art after the run. 
The artist’s signature (or the 
lack of one) affects the value. 

No similar established  eti- 
quette applies to photography. 
Limiting and numbering original 
prints could make them more 
precious, opening the possibility 
of higher prices for the photog- 
rapher and reassuring the buyer 
with a finite market. Original 
prints have been put out in lim- 
ited editions, but the negative 
and the potential to produce 
additional photos remain. 

The argument against edi- 
tions recalls the first function of 


photography—to multiply. Pe- 
ter Bunnell in Print Collector's 
Newsletter: ‘‘For the serious and 
discriminating collector, both in- 
stitutional and private, it would 
seem that the greater chailenge 
is to build a collection based on 
personal taste and the best of 
a photographer’s work.’’ New 
York gallery owner Lee Witkin 
thinks, ‘‘You’ve got to get down 
to people, not numbers. You've 
got to have faith in the photog- 
rapher’s concern for his work.”’ 
A signature on a photograph 
is not as important as on a 
graphic, but it is special and 
may add value. Some photog- 
raphers sign on the front, some 
on the back; some refuse be- 
cause they think it is against 
the tradition of photography. 
When you collect, buy photo- 
graphs you'd like to live with. 
If you're banking on a fat profit, 
better stick to a savings ac- 
count. Historic prints, like any 
other antiques, may grow in 
value. Gallery owner George

Rinhart's did. One example: He 
bought John Thompson prints 
for $90 in 1967, sold them 
recently for $600. 

Today, The Pencil of Nature, 
1844, the first book on photog- 
raphy, costs $5,500. The estab- 
lished masters are already 
priced at hefty figures: $500 
for a Weston print, $500 for a 
Steichen, $250 for an Atget, 
$200-250 for an Arbus, $125 
for a Callahan. 

Who knows who will join the 
master ranks? Galleries and ad- 
venturous collectors (mostly 
young) gamble by offering walls 
to new photographers. They 
show prints for their inherent 
merit and the ideas they may 


generate. These venturesome 
ones enrich the art. 
However daring you feel, 


treat your prints kindly. Don't 
stick anything on a photo or at- 
tach anything to it. Frame under 
c.ear glass; the antireflection 
nonglare glass screens out finer 
tones. Frame it beneath an over- 
mat (to keep the photograph 
from touching the glass) of 
chemically pure paper. Be sure 
the backing is pure, too. Ordi- 
nary mat or illustration board 
may be impure, thus fatal, in 
time, to the print. 

To background yourself, 
hit the books. Some good start- 
ing points: Beaumont Newhall’s 
The History of Photography; The 
Family of Man, edited by Ed- 
ward Steichen; books of pictures 
by Ansel Adams, Diane Arbus, 
Henri Cartier-Bresson, Bruce 
Davidson, Edward Weston, pius 
books by other photographers.

The services of a decorator are not limited to those with a 
Newport mansion or a San Francisco penthouse. Nearly every- 
one can get decorating help at a price they can afford. 

You could get a professional opinion from a decorator on an 
hourly basis, for example. The rate might be in the neighbor- 
hood of $35 an hour. For this, the decorator would 
listen to you describe your lifestyle, furniture preference and 
the fabrics and colors you like. You would then get specific 
suggestions for carrying out your scheme. In most cases these 
would be verbal opinions. For an additional fee—that varies 
according to the amount of work—a number of decorators will 
draw floor plans and sketches of the ideas they envision 
for you. Not all designers consult on an hourly basis. Some, 
like Penny Halleck Lehman of New York, also make up com- 
plete presentations for a flat fee. Ms. Lehman's fee is 
approximately $200 per room. 

Retaining a decorator for consultation does not obligate you 
in any way to purchase furniture. What you are buying is 
advice—no small advantage. Decorators can advise you on 
where to spend your money, what possessions to keep and

even on a limited consulting basis they can provide the 

gift of organization and direction—all important basics to 
successful decorating. 

If you want action as well as advice, secure the full-time 
aid of a decorator or interior designer. From the original dis- 
cussion of your ideas and goals (usually free) through the 
presentation of floor plans, fabric choices, furniture selections, 
installation and accessorizing, your decorator is 
alongside you. In this case, you would rarely pay a flat 
fee. There are several ways you could pay, but most are var- 
iations on what is essentially standard in the field. You 
are charged the list price less a small discount for new 
furniture, floor coverings, fabrics, wall coverings, lamps, 
artwork and so on—everything that goes into making your 
interior spaces new and bright. You pay the designer for 
these furnishings. The designer reimburses the manufacturer 
or distributor at a discount greater than yours, keeping 
the difference as his design fee. How much are you expected 
to order? Designer Jim Greenhaw of Gary Robinson & Co., 

Boston, says his firm considers $2,000 
a minimum order. Anything less than 
that would require charging a direct 
design fee separately. This attitude is 
fairly universal. 

Frequently, a decorator charges an 
initial retainer fee which is then 
applicable against future purchases. 

In this way, the decorator protects 
himself against the occasional client 
who may want free advice.

If the client doesn’t like that plan, then this designer will ac- 
company the client on shopping trips, suggest furniture and 
fabrics and charge an hourly fee for her time—somewhat simi- 
lar toa consultation charge. There are no universal ground rules, 
however. If you wish to work along with a decorator, exactly 
who does what will have to be settled between you at the start. 
How do you find a good interior designer or decorator? 
Begin by asking your friends for recommendations. Another 
means: Contact the local chapter of either AID or NSID, the 
top two professional organizations in the field. If you can’t lo- 
cate either, write to the national offices for the address of the 
nearest chapter. (American Institute of Interior Designers, 
730 Fifth Ave., New York City 10019; National Society of Inte- 
rior Designers, 315 E. 62nd St., New York City 10021.) 

Another way to get help is through the decorating service 
offered by most large retail stores. Basically, these services are 
free, although some stores ask a retainer fee which is reim- 
bursed when you buy from the store. For example, John M. 
Smyth Co. in Chicago charges a $40 fee when the decorator first 
visits your home. This fee is credited to any purchase you later 
make at the store. In New York City, Macy’s will advise you at 
no charge, but they do ask $50 to draw up a floor plan to scale. 
That fee is credited to your account if you spend more than 
$2,000 in the store. 

Retail stores in smaller cities tend to be more flexible than 
those in larger cities. Kittle’s Home Furnishings Center in 
Indianapolis charges no fee. Its decorators will visit your home 
and work with you over as long a period as is necessary to com- 
plete the project. Similarly, Burdine’s in Florida offers the ser- 
vices of its 20 designers, as well as a budget shop-at-home 
service (for draperies, bedspreads and upholstery) at no charge. 


The retail store’s decorating service, then, consists of a team 
of decorators who are available to consult with you; visit your 
home; draw up floor plans, bring out fabric swatches, with the 
understanding that you will purchase through the store at regu 
lar retail prices.

At Kittle’s, you may order paint through the store and it will 
provide you with painters for an extra fee. Though the painters 
are not store employees, you receive only one bill from Kittie’s 
for everything. At Frank Bros. in Long Beach, Calif., the deco- 
rator will accompany you to choose the wallpaper and paint (not 
sold at the store). But the cost and labor charges are incurred 
by you independently. 

Finally, don’t discoust the pages of House Beautiful for ideas, 
colors, trends and arrangements to help you form opinions and 
gain some direction. Most decorators consider it helpful 
if a client comes to them with ideas and 
preferences on period, color 
and patterns.

reasonable cost. (One hundred percent, though possible, is 
not economic.) 

**Solar One’? remains unoccupied for the time in order to 
accommodate the volume of visitors and to allow experiments 
to continue. The household functions, such as lights, heat, air 
conditioning, humidity, water and appliances are continualiy 
operated by computer to simulate normal usage. Ultimately, 
the university plans to use it as a guest house. 

Like half an A-frame house, the south-facing roofline sweeps 
downward at a 45° angle for maximum exposure to the sun. The 
first floor consists of a living-dining room, kitchen, two glass- 
walled bedrooms, one full and two half baths. Space for a 
family room or a garage now houses a solar educational display. 

The second floor of the frame house currently contains ex- 
perimental equipment, but will be converted later into two

additional bedrooms. The full basement shelters the heat stor- 
age unit and instrumentation designed to record the day-by-day 
function of the equipment. 

Variations in the design and orientations, other than due 
south, are entirely possible without losing the effectiveness of 
solar energy, Dr. Boer noted. 

Until recently, little money was channeled into solar research. 
In fact, the Energy Conversion Institute is only a year and a half 
old. When the president of the University of Delaware, Dr. 
Arthur Trabant, dedicated the solar house, he complimented 
the research team on “‘eliminating the usual time lag between 
research and the application of results to our nation’s needs.” 

During the last 25 years, some 25 houses and laboratories 

built in various countries have utilized solar energy for partial 
heating on an experimental basis. However, no house has been 
electrically powered by the sun until now. 
How does it work? The roof encloses 24 panels, three of 
which are made of cadmium sulfide solar cells. The others con- 
tain a variety of heat-collecting material on an experimental 
basis. Within the year, all 24 panels will contain solar cells. 

Dr. Boer, in cadmium sulfide research for 23 years, explained, 
“When light strikes these solar panels, direct current is gener- 
ated by the CdS cells and then converted into AC current. Wiring 
conducts the electricity from the roof to household units such 
as lights, stove, washer and dryer, etc. Excess current not con- 
sumed continues on for storage in nine 12-volt car batteries.’ 

A unique, reciprocal arrangement occurs between ‘‘Solar 
One”’ and the Delmarva Power and Light Co., which, in con- 
junction with the university and the National Science Founda- 
tion, funded the solar research. When the house produces an 
excess amount of electricity, the plan is to send that extra cur- 
rent to the power company. At times of blizzard weather when 
“Solar One’’ needs power, the company will supply electricity. 
Multiplied to national dimensions, this should reduce pressure 
on power utilities, minimize future electric bills. (Continued)

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To warm the house, air forced through the solar collectors 
is heated by contacting the back of the hot solar cells, as well 
as by passing over six additional black-surface panels con- 
structed in the south wall of the first story. In the daytime, 
ductwork carries surplus hot air to the basement storage unit 
which is composed of plastic tubes filled with a chemical 
(eutectic) salt. 

Dr. Maria Telkes designed the first solar heated house to use 
these salt hydrates at Dover, Mass., in 1954. She explains, ‘‘the 
salt hydrates melt at a temperature of 120° F. absorbing large 
amounts of heat from the hot air. At night, when there is no 
sun to warm the air and the house cools, air circulates through 
the tubing and extracts heat from the salts. In this way, solar 
energy can supply our needs over several cloudy days, too.’’ 
When the stored heat runs too low, a heat pump takes over to 
fill the gap. So heat is always available. 

During the summer, this same process reverses for air 
conditioning. At night, cool air freezes another eutectic salt at 
50° F. releasing the coolness as the air passes over it by day. 

Those who have seen the house ask, ‘‘When can | have a 
solar house?”’ and ‘‘How much will it cost?” 

Dr. Boer replies, ‘‘By the end of this decade solar-powered 
houses could be available to homeowners. But, realistically, 
solar-powered houses probably won't be abundantly available 
until the mid or late '80'’s. When mass produced, the solar 
system should add about 10% to the cost of a house. The 
house we've built here would probably be in the $45,000 range 
today, which would mean that the solar system might add 
another $4,000 to the price.” 

He estimates the amortized cost of the solar system would 
be 344 cents per kilowatt-hour, comparable or cheaper than 
standard methods at a future time. Cadmium sulfide solar cells 
offer 15-year lifetime at present and no maintenance. 

Solar energy answers some of our greatest problems. It is 
plentiful, pollution-free, saves our natural resources, matches 
closely the daily peak power demands and would equalize 
resource potential between have and have not nations. More- 
over, many of the eutectic salts considered for the system are 
now waste industrial byproducts. 

Since the United States, with only 6% of the world’s popula- 
tion, annually uses nearly one-third of all energy resources, in all 
conscience, we must determine new ways to satisfy our mush- 
rooming demands. Energy needs of residential housing in the 
United States accounts for almost 30% of our total con- 
sumption. Solar energy is a very appropriate 
answer—the right power at the 
right time.—DENI SEIBERT

Something about a cloek exudes instant appeal and 
whether or not it’s worth repairing, the clock-lover makes the 
rounds of repair shops in hope that some craftsman might know 
what to do. New thoughts on the subject are contributed by Leo 
Lazarus, purveyor and restorer of antique clocks. 

He feels that American clocks are the easiest to repair, parts 
being standardized within a few basic styles and often all that 
is needed is a good cleaning and balancing. French clocks are 
the most difficult to fix because of variety in design and num- 
bers of makers. His biggest headaches result from the customer 
who picks up a pretty confection in Europe with the assurance 
that it needs ‘‘just a little attention.’’ She arrives with the 
parts in a heap inside the case. 

A word of warning to the owner of a pendulum clock—always 
remove the pendulum before moving the clock even though it’s 
traveling up or down the same wall. This avoids harm to the 
very sensitive suspension spring. 

Although Lazarus will accept for repair only those clocks 
that are brought to him, he has offered to check the American 
Clock Collectors Association, of which he is a member, to find 
help for a reader who writes for a recommendation. Write to him 
at Lazarus Antiques, 9 E. Bridge St., New Hope, Pa. 18938. 

We point out that among antique restorers, electric is a bad 
word relating to clocks. Usually, these need to be returned to the 
manufacturer for repairs. If the company is defunct, it is dif- 
ficult and often impossible to get parts.

@ The Geffrye Museum in East London is famous for exhibits of 
period rooms, and Molly Harrison, its curator for 28 years, is a 
fountainhead of knowledge about early domestic life. In her re- 
cently published The Kitchen in History (Scribner’s, $7.95) she 
tells of homemaking from prehistoric times to the present, re- 
flecting the influence of the kitchen on social history. It is 
fascinating to compare our problems with the trials of organ- 
izing and running a home during the Middle Ages. Servants 
were plentiful, but hiring, training and supervising them was no 
easy task. Mrs. Harrison quotes from a set of instructions for 
untrained servants: ‘‘Be not glum, nor twinkle with your eyes, 
nor be heavy of cheer; and keep your eyes from winking and 
watering. Twist not your neck askew like a jackdaw; wring not 
your hands, nor puff up your chest, nor be slow of hearing. Do 
not lick a dish with tongue to get out dust. Do not sigh or cough 
or breathe hard in the presence of your sovereign.’’ Photographs 
of old-time kitchens and illustrations of early tools point up 
some of the hardships of the time. Cooking was a major chore, 
equipment was primitive and recipes extraordinarily vague. This 
book is an informative and interesting account of our ancestors’ 
homes and lives. When you read it, you'll count your blessings 
for the conveniences we have today. 

@ Grace Firth has done a lot of roving around the United States, 
including Alaska, finding along the way unimagined riches 
and pleasures to be gleaned from the earth. A Natural Year 
(Simon & Schuster, $6.95) is her warmly personal account, 
offering inspiration and encouragement to anyone dreaming of a 
simple, more satisfying time. This is not a hunter’s book, 
though you'll learn how to fish and forage for food, nor a 
cookbook, though it gives recipes for gathering and preparing 
wild foods and canning and drying fruits and vegetables, nor 
a garden book, though it gives advice for planting and _ har- 
vesting.

Should Judy play the tuba? 
Women’s libbers would contend 
that a woman can play any 
musical instrument a man can 
play, regardless of its difficulty. 
Is this true, or have the male 
chauvinists really got them this 
time? Surely a female doesn’t 
have the strength or wind power 
for a giant sousaphone in a 
marching band—or does she? 
Sorry, men, there’s no rea- 
son why a woman cannot play 
any instrument she chooses— 
even a tuba or marching sousa- 
phone. There are new fiberglass 
sousaphones that weigh no 
more than 16 pounds, and sur- 
prising as it may seem, tubas 
do not require as much wind 
as do horns of higher register. 
It is true, there are minor 
limitations. Some women don't 
have the arm reach for certain 
notes on the slide trombone, for 
instance. But like the little boy 
who used his foot to support his 
trombone slide, these obstacles 
are not insurmountable. 
Happily, women in increas- 
ing numbers are tackling instru- 
ments previously thought ‘‘un- 
feminine.’”’ At recent regional 
conferences of the Music Edu- 
cators National Conference 
(where 10,000 young amateurs 
performed), more girls than 
ever before were seen playing 
tubas, drums and large cym- 
bals. Over the past year, women 
drummers have more than dou- 
bled, and those playing trumpet 
have nearly tripled, according to 
the American Music Conference. 
Ruth Johnson, a French horn 
player, recently became the first 
female member of the United 
States Marine Band. This or- 
ganization consists of conserva- 
tory-trained musicians and is a 
highly accomplished ensemble. 
Of the 527 total personnel of 
the five leading U.S. orches- 
tras, 38 are women, and the 
number is definitely on the rise. 
Now that the question of sex 
is eliminated and the horizon is 
unlimited, just how should you 
go about choosing the most ap- 
propriate instrument for you or 
your child? Most important of 
all, select an instrument you 
really want to play. If an instru- 
ment is exciting and attractive, 
practice sessions will be more 
fun and learning will be faster. 
For the relative ease of learning 
a particular instrument, con- 


sult the accompanying chart. 
If no particular instrument 
seems particularly attractive,

some exposure to all instru- 
ments will help you make a 
more educated selection. Many 
colleges and conservatories of- 
fer extension courses designed 
to familiarize adults with the 
rudiments of all instruments. 
For the pre-schooler, there are 
many delightful general music 
programs designed to prepare 
children for music-making on 
the instrument of their choice. 
These include the Dalcroze 
method, Yamaha classes and 
the Music for Moppets program 
of Robert Pace. Some music 
stores also offer fine programs. 

Teachers specializing in pre- 
school music education seem to 
agree that all children have a 
natural inclination toward mu- 
sic and that a musical program 
should bring this music out of 
the child, not force it upon him. 
These programs combine a va- 
riety of methods, but almost all 
focus on group instruction. 
This helps children learn team- 
work, shows them that music is 
an enjoyable, shared experience 
and gives them a standard of 
performance among their peers. 
In some preparatory classes,

‘nstrumental and vocal pro- 
zrams, including one that fo- 
suses on gospel music. 
Synthesizers also are play- 
ng an important role in school 
music. Children across. the 
country are learning to create 
their own musical compositions 
dn synthesizers. 

Mrs. Mary Johnson, a syn- 
thesizer teacher at a high school 
in Gloucester, Mass., writes, ‘‘It 
is amazing how many students 
go from the synthesizer to tra- 







ditional instruments. Once they 
understand sound, they can un- 
derstand the make-up of the 
traditional instrument.”’ 

Band and orchestra programs 
are offered by two-thirds of our 
elementary schools and most of 
our high schools continue to 
have orchestras, marching or 
concert bands and jazz or stage 
bands. These provide wonderful 
opportunities for children to 
have fun with music and to be- 
come familiar with all instru- 
ments. Walt Parazaider of the 
rock group Chicago has said, 
“| think music rounds a person 
out. It seems to make him more 
aware of different things. Even 
if kids only play in a school 
band, it gives them a certain 
sensitivity toward people.”’ 

In your choice of a musical 
instrument, consider also those 
that appear perennially on the 
nobody-wants-to-play list. These 
include the oboe, bassoon, tuba 
and even the bowed strings (vio- 
lin, viola, cello and bass violin), 
which seem to be getting less 
popular. You'll find that these 
instruments can be rewarding— 
both musically and in that they 
are in demand by many groups, 
from tiny amateur ensembles 
to large professional orchestras. 

Possessing the instrument of 
your choice does not necessarily 
require a great outlay of cash. 
Almost all music merchants of- 
fer straight rental or rental-with- 
option-to-buy arrangements. 

Obviously, until you know you 
like playing an instrument, it’s 
better to rent than to buy. @

if you like the banjo, piano, 
harpsichord and drums_ but 
can't decide which one to tackle, 
how about an instrument that 
can be any of these and more, 
too—the electronic organ? 

No other musical instrument 
can quite match the organ in- 
dustry's latest electronic mar- 
vels for versatility and sheer 
musical enjoyment. Jam-packed 
with complex circuitry and mini- 
computers, today’s organs can 
make even a novice sound like 
Bach improvising on a grand old 
pipe organ or Deodato directing 
a full complement of instru- 
mentalists in his rock interpre- 
tation of the 2001 theme. 

Organ construction, like so 
many other areas, has benefited 
from the electronic advance- 
ments of space technology. Min- 
iaturized circuitry (referred to 
as Large Scale Integration in the 
industry), in the form of tiny 
circuits called chips, has taken 
the place of the transistor.

Unlike 
the older instruments, which— 
no matter what instrumental 
sounds they were set for— 
somehow still sounded like or- 
gans, the new ones really can 
become anything from a full 
orchestra to a rock combo, com- 
plete with rhythm section. 
The newest organs have 
been engineered on the princi- 
ple that most persons who buy 
such an instrument want to 
make lots of music without 
spending years of lessons and 
time on technique. The new fea- 
tures are designed to heighten 
the musical effects while de- 
manding less in technical facil- 
ity from the player. On some 
Organs, for example, automatic 
rhythm is now linked up to the 
keyboard so that when the per- 
former plays a note or group of 
notes (depending on the manu- 
facturer), a whole melodic and 
rhythmic left-hand accompani- 
ment pattern is deployed by a 
mini-computer in the organ. 
Another new feature _ that 
many organs in the over-$2,000 
range now come equipped with 
iS a synthesizer—models from 
Wurlitzer and Thomas, for ex- 
ample. The synthesizer is ba- 
sically an electronic sound gen- 
erator producing sine, saw-tooth 
Or square wave sounds that are 
altered in various ways to create 


an assortment of way-out sounds 
—the kind that are essential to 
today’s rock music. 

Learning to play the new 
home organs can be as easy and 
as enjoyable as operating your 
stereo, thanks to the audio- 
visual training programs now 
offered by most manufacturers 
with the purchase of a new or- 
gan. Some of the more out- 
standing are Hammond's Sound 
| kit, Wurlitzer’s Funmaker kit 
and 127 Home Entertainment 
Organ Course, Baldwin's Organ 
Learning Program, Yamaha's 
Family Fun Box, Conn's Home 
Organ Course and Kimball's 
Part | Organ Course. 

Coupled with the cassette 
player-recorders built into the 
larger organs, these programs, 
in simple step-by-step proce- 
dures, lead even the most musi- 
cally ignorant person to a highly 
satisfying level of proficiency at 
the instrument. In many ways, 
these programs are better than 
having your own private teacher. 
The directions of the friendly 
voiced instructor can be played 
and re-played; your own playing 
can be recorded and evaluated. 

If $2,000 to $3,000 is be- 
yond your budget for a musical 
instrument, you might look into 
the now-emerging new line of 
small organs in the $400 to 
$1,000 range. These little wiz- 
ards use the latest miniaturized 
circuitry and offer a lot of music 
in a deceptively small package. 
Most dealers offer home 
trial programs that put the or- 
gan in your home for six weeks, 
the only charge being for in- 
structional material and cart- 
age. Organs have very high re- 
sale value since their parts 
seldom wear out. 

For infinitesimal _ re- 
sources of sound that will bog- 
gle the mind of any child or 
adult who is into the latest in 
rock and electronic music, the 
full-fledged synthesizer is the 
answer. These electronic instru- 
ments offer an as yet unexhaust- 
ed palette of sound colors that 
are limited only by the imagina- 
tion of the artist. Portable and 
complete with keyboard, such 
instruments as the Moog Sonic 
Six and the Arp Odyssey sell in 
the $1,000 to $2,000 range. 
There is a large assortment of 
models that easily adapt them- 
selves to home or classroom 
use or concert performance. @

An automobile will likely be re- 
placed in a few years but a pi- 
ano may represent a lifetime 
investment. First consideration 
should be given to its function 
as a musical instrument, rather 
than as a piece of furniture. 
The majority of pianos are 
bought for the family that has, 
perhaps, one fairly skilled per- 
former, a child or two ready for 
lessons and an occasional guest 
who plays well. Prime advice: 
Buy the best instrument you can 
afford, from a company that has 
its own staff of technicians. Fa- 
mous name brands are used and 
endorsed by artists not for pub- 
licity or money but because they 
all have long histories as ex- 
cellent, richly-toned and de- 
pendable instruments. 
Whatever your selection, if 
there is to be a sizable invest- 
ment, the piano should first be

—when you buy a piano, shop as an informed consumer 


tried out in the home. In a small 
carpeted room with heavy dra- 
peries it may not sound like the 
same piano you heard in the 
showroom. It may have too 
much volume for the space, 
thus handicapping the perform- 
er who is forced to subdue the 
tone, or it may reveal tiny dis- 
tracting noises that were not 
audible in the store. A reputable 
dealer will be glad to arrange a 
trial period, because your con- 
tinued satisfaction is his best 
long-term advertising. 

The first test of an instru- 
ment about to become a perma- 
nent part of your home is its 
tonal quality. Generally speak- 
ing, a piano has either a sweet 
or a brilliant tone—comparable 
to sweet and dry in wines. 

Most concert artists prefer a 
brilliant tone for their keyboard 
fireworks, and it is especially 
suited to the modern adventures 
in harmony and rhythm. A sweet 
or mellow tone is ideal for ac- 
companying a voice or String

music. If heard daily for long 
periods of time, however, it is 
the one that’s more likely to be- 
come monotonous—similar to a 
steady diet of desserts. There 
are pianos with beautiful com- 
binations of sweet and brilliant. 
Should you buy a grand pi- 
ano? A cheap grand is inferior 
to a good upright. About 30 
years ago, baby grands became 
a decorating fad, but many 
of these midget models were 
not worth house room as mu- 
sical instruments. Some are 
still circulating for resale. In ad- 
dition to its noble appearance, 
a full-size grand has two prin- 
cipal advantages: The horizontal 
soundboard can be made longer 
and it directs the total sound 
upward for a better blending of 
the individual tones; the ham- 
mers, after striking the strings, 
are returned directly by gravity, 
rather than through a system of 
levers and weights, and so per- 
mit the most rapid playing. 


lf you are changing from an 
upright to a grand, the action 
may feel stiff until you become 
used to it. This is true of most 
brand new pianos and another 
reason for acquainting yourself 
with the instrument in your 
home before buying. If it seems 
so, make this simple test: Place 
a finger on a key in the form 
of a hammer, lightly touching 
the surface, and gently press 
as far down as it will go. The 
soft, clear tone you hear will 
convince you that the action is 
really easy. On some of the old- 
er uprights the action is very 
loose, and a mere brushing of 
the key will produce a tone, but 
not a good, full one. Ona grand, 
it should be played with author- 
ity and the key properly de- 
pressed. This is a distinct ad- 
vantage for the pupil cultivating 
precision in technique. After be- 
coming accustomed to a grand 
he can perform on any keyboard 
without fumbling or tiring his fin- 
gers.

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By CONSTANCE BOGEN [j The 
less-than-large room can be saved from 
obscurity by imagination and a bold hand. 
The preceding portfolios of decorating 

and dining in small spaces should have 
provided some inspiration for thought. But 
if you are your own decorator and have 

a small—and perhaps odd-shaped—room. 
it is sometimes difficult to know just 

which device works best for what room.

is achieved by placement of furnishings 
and one key all-over pattern. What 
seems to be a half-sized bed at the window 
is actually a full-length single bed 
that has been pushed into a wall recess.

The same approach to walls and ceiling 
can be done with wallpaper or mylar. 

In these cases. to give the room height, 
only the one wall and ceiling should 

be papered or covered in mylar. The other 
three walls should be painted. 

(2) If you’re working with a long and 
narrow room—for example, 10 by 16 
feet—the objective would be to try to balance 
the room’s dimensions by color and 
furniture arrangement. For a room like this 
one, De Santis suggests painting the 








two 10-foot walls a dark color and painting 
the ceiling and other two walls in a 

lighter shade. Wallpaper works well in a 
room this size. too. The two narrow 7 
walls. as well as the ceiling, should be 
papered. The two wider walls could 

be painted either dark or light. Both 

ways would achieve an illusion of seeming 
to reduce the length of the room. 

To avoid emphasizing the length, 
furniture should not line the walls. Rather, 
keep the room as spare of furniture as 
possible and float it a little toward the 
center of the room. Here, he would avoid 
draperies and, instead. use vertical shades. 

(3) In a nine by 12-foot room with high 
ceilings. you'd want to bring the 
ceiling down. Charcoal gray or a deep brown 


painted ceiling with light floors 
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works for reducing height. At the windows, 
De Santis would hang draperies in a 

dark color. Another way to drop the ceiling 
is to tent it with fabric. 

\cain, float the major pieces of 
furniture. Accessorize with a tremendous 
painting or beautifully framed mirrors 
that would give the room dimension. 

(4) For a 10 by 12-foot room, you can 
paint everything—ceiling, walls and 
fioor—the same color. If you prefer a dark 
look. like navy blue. keep all the 
furnishings white. Don’t overfurnish, but 
strive for an open look. 

(5) Reflective surfaces will always make 
a room look larger. In a room that’s 
approximately 11 by 14 feet, install 


stainless steel strips vertically around 


the room, placing them at two-foot intervals. 


Carry the strips across the ceiling from 
two ends of the room. Paint or fill in with 


a solid color vinyl between the strips. 


An alternative would be to do the whole 


room in a polished aluminum that would 
also give the glittering effect of mirror. 
(6) For a contemporary look in a 10 by 
12-foot room, take strips of one-by-twos 
and attach them to the walls in an 
exaggerated herringbone pattern. Work 


completely around the room. Paint the

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ceiling and walls around the herringbone 
pattern in one color and the strips 
in another. Follow the same pattern on 
the floor by stenciline it in a herringbone, 
too. This would make the room look 
larger than it is. 

(7) For a 10 by 14-foot room with an al-

Reflection gives a sense of depth; 
depth implies distance; distance 
implies space. Hence, a mirrored 
area seems more spacious 

to the eye and psychologically 
suggests greater elbow room than 
actually exists. Herewith are 

a dozen mirror-magnifying 
proofs. In his own living room 
(left), Designer Brian V. Reale 
delineates the dining area with 
a broad mirror panel, framed as 
if it were a doorway. Reflected 

in this: the dining table, its 
candelabra and the living room 
tapestry, creating the illusion 

of a commodious separate room. 
In his small den-dressing room 
(below left), another mirror, 
chrome-trimmed to match the 
moldings, reflects the living 

room and doubles the apparent 
space. Great deception in the 
tiny, twosome breakfast room of 
Mr. and Mrs. John Glenn 
Averett’s New York penthouse 
(near right). That’s not an 

arched window overlooking 

a garden, but a mirror reflecting a 
terrace. Frame of receding 
arches, another distance creator, 
is more eye-foolery: a trompe 
l’oeil painted on flat wood. 

Mara Palmer, the designer. A 
master of mirrory, Designer 
Richard Himmel took a cue from 
the Versailles Hall of Mirrors 

to turn a four-foot-wide entry 

hall in a Manhattan maisonette 
into a sparkling infinity of 
space-expanding reflections (far 
right). Facing mirrored walls 
repeat the reflections ad infinitum. 
Overdoor and ceiling mirrors 
similarly ‘push out’ space. 
Trellis-work, a pattern well known 
for evoking a sense of distance, 
increases the space illusion. 

In the living room of the same 
house (near right below), a 
mirror-lined vitrine lightens a 
dark-wall corner, while reflecting 
a treasure of Oriental ivories. 
Ingeniously paned with mirror 
panels, a French screen, used as 

a headboard, broadens the 
bedroom (far right below).

(far right below), color, pattern 
and glassy illusion are repeated. 
This time gold-veined mirror 

set into the Palladian doors of 
a built-in storage wall opens 

up space visually, besides giving 
this architectural feature a 
glittering finish. Doors conceal 
closets, cupboards and bedroom 
television set. One entire wall of 
mirror more than doubles the 
seeming space in the New York 
apartment bedroom of Mrs. Anne 
Livingston (lower left). The 
mirror reflects the wall opposite 
the bed, also duplicates the 
windows, giving the room the 
added dimension of two outside 
views. The designer, John 
FitzGibbons, repeated this mirror 
magic in the living room of the 
same apartment (near right 
below), sheathing a short wall 
with mirror. To add to the 
eye-fooling impression, this 
mirrored wall merges into an 
open, window-lit dining area 
extending to the right of the tall 
screen in the picture.

It is a compact series of double-height 
volumes interconnected by a spiraling circulation system, but 
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you never have to climb more than five or six steps at any one 
time, and many of the steps double as seating ledges, like the 
long beige-carpeted expanses seen in the living room. This 
space, at the heart of the structure, soars the entire 32-foot 
height of the house. And with a skylight overhead to augment 
the already ample daylight that pours through the front and 
back facades, which are almost all glass, Ms. Rubin hardly 
ever has to turn on a light, even in the New England winter. 

There are practical as well as esthetic advantages to Ber- 
man’s vertical design. The height offers good views of the 
ocean on the top level of the house; its compactness let Ms. 
Rubin preserve the natural beauty of the tall trees around it. 
More than an acre of her property is still virgin forest, so her 
privacy is also well-protected. All of the glass is fixed, making 
the house one of the most bug-free places going, with ventila- 
tor openings under nearly every window (above left) to bring 
in the summer breezes and chimney fans to circulate them.

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Fifteen years ago, Edward Edelman was headed for a career as 
an accountant. Along the way, however, he was detoured into 
his family’s business. Today, he heads Ideal Cheese, the flourish- 
ing, handsomely-stocked shop on Second Avenue in Manhatten, 
which not only supplies cheeses to New York’s elite, but to most of 
the city’s splendid restaurants as well. Here he discusses cheese 
and its uses with House Beautiful’s Food Editor Helen McCully. 


Can you explain this 
country’s new interest 
in cheese? 


Ja\ ‘Yes. European travel. It has 


revolutionized America’s cheese-eating 
habits. | can actually spot the end of 
the tourist season by requests for 
little-Known cheeses. Some of them are 
produced in such small quantities, they 
can’t be imported. It wasn’t too long 
ago, really, that, except for ethnic 
groups, most people knew only Ched- 
dar, Swiss and the processed cheeses. A 
few Americans, and | mean very few, 
were familiar with Roquefort, Camem- 
bert, Bel Paese. Today, more and more 
of my customers are asking—and ask- 
ing by neame—for Gruyére, Emmenthal, 
Port Salut, Brie, etc. And they really 
know what they’re talking about.” 


/A\ ‘“‘Due, almost entirely | be- 


lieve, to travel abroad, they have learned 
to serve cheese with crusty bread or 
plain unseasoned crackers or with fruit 
in place of a sweet dessert and, just 
like the French, as the next-to-the-last 
course at dinner. Fine cheese and fine 
fruit add elegance and, more, make 
a person feel he has dined very well. 

To finish a meal, you would be hard 
put to beat a good Taleggio with fresh 
ripe pears, a fine Switzerland Swiss 
with a big red apple or a double-creme 
Gervais with fresh strawberries. Unlike 
the French, who rarely eat cheese with 
salad—l’d say almost never—un- 
doubtedly because you don’t drink wine 
with salad, many of my customers tell 
me they are serving cheese with salad. 
What it boils down to, of course, is that 
people eat what they like to eat and 
they’re not going to be pushed around 
by gurus. Maybe we’re growing up!”’

“Customers not only ask my 
professional advice about specific 
cheeses but they want to know what 
to serve at cocktail parties, how much 
to serve and even how to serve it.

By LINDA B. DOWNS 0 South by south- 
west from the caves of Champagne, 
due north from the Haut Medoc or 30 
minutes from the Angouléme station, if 
your flying carpet happens to be the 
coast train from Paris, lies the magic 
land of the merchant princes and their 
golden liquid known as Cognac. 

By this point in time, this brandy es- 
teemed above all others comes to us 
with a ready-made litany of words— 
soul and essence and spirit and finesse 
and, yes, magical. Because we appreci- 
ate the ritual, the traditions that they

represent, we can accept the rhetoric— 
although it is much too poetic to tell us 
about the realities of taste for some- 
thing to put in a glass and drink. 

Still, the place and the people do 
weave a spell of their own, if not quite 
magical, at least more than living up to 
what their advance publicity had led 
this first-time visitor to expect. The air 
is crystal-sparkly in the afternoon sun 
and the flowers are covered with mist 
in the morning, both due to the region’s 
particular location between sea and 
mountains. The town of Cognac is no 
longer the little village old descriptions 
would indicate, but the Limousin oak 
barrels are still hand-made within its 
boundaries and the fume-darkened roofs 
of the Cognac storehouses are still the 
dominant sight along the banks of the 
winding River Charente. 

The merchant princes, too, are some- 
thing extraordinary. The great wine 
areas of the Old World are laden with 
titles—a natural occurrance, says Ger- 
many’s Count Jacob Eltz, since, until the 
most recent centuries, wine was _ not 
made primarily for sale but as a family 
supply for aristocrats who used the qual-

ity of the wine on their tables as a 
means of upstaging one another just as 
they used the art on their walls. Though 
Cognac has its sprinkling of titles, most 
of the firms are run by sons of sons of 
sons of merchants who came to a place 
of mediocre wine and distilled it into 
world renown. Their heirs are a fascinat- 
ing blend of Gallic charm and business 
acumen, at home anywhere Cognac is 
sold, reared both to the wealth that this 
brandy has brought them and to the hard 
work necessary to carry on its tradition. 

Take Ivar Braastad, sitting in the dark 
leather-and-green suede library of the 
Courvoisier chateau at Jarnac, discuss- 


ing with equal grace his time at gradu- 
ate school in America and the supplies 
of oak in the Limousin Forest, or young 
Jacques Firino Martell (a Martell daugh- 
ter married a Firino to produce that 
firm’s leaders for the past few genera- 
tions), sipping Cordon Bleu at Chateau 
de Chanteloup, museum tapestries on 
the walls of the grand salon two doors 
down the marble hall, a_ flotilla of 
swans making a picture postcard scene 
of the pond outside, smiling as we talk 
about his one-bar-of-soap-a-month ra- 
tions during his recent compulsory so- 
journ in the French army. 

Richard Roullet, president of Denis 
Mounié & Co., has turned his paradis 
(the name given at every warehouse to 
the section where the oldest, finest Co- 
gnacs are stored) into a gracious antique 
implement-bedecked reception center. Al- 
though before they come, many Ameri- 
cans will not be as familiar with his firm 
as with some of the giants, they cannot 
help but go away with warm memories 
of this welcome. A friend tells us of once 
being hailed by Maurice Hennessy, long- 
time head of the house of Hennessy, as 
he crossed a hotel lobby in San Francisco. 
Hennessy invited him to dinner if he 
wouldn’t mind making a couple of busi- 


of the Nationale Bureau du Cognac, 
served Champagne, not Cognac—because 
Cognac would be inappropriate to the time 


and the occasion. Otard has maintained all 
the flying buttress architectural integrity 
of the exterior of the medieval castle 
where Francis I was born but turned the 


inside to more purposeful use for bottling 
machines and blending vats. The mer- 
chant princes are very practical. 

As intriguing as place and people are 
as pleasant a part of life as the tradition 
of Cognac is, you’re still cheating your- 
self if you don’t get to know Cognac on 
it’s own terms, by taste. For there is no 
one Cognac taste, but rather a house-by- 
house variety of tastes, each subtly dif- 
ferent from the next, characterized by a 
richness and full body that do set this 
brandy apart from all others (and, legal- 
ly, it is only the brandy produced in this 
particular region north of Bordeaux that 
can be labeled Cognac). 

The route from grape to glass is not 
that difficult to understand. By them- 
selves, the white grapes grown in the 
chalky soil of Cognac produce a miserly 
little wine that no one has ever had a 
kind word for. But they are superbly 
suited for distilling into brandy. 

The best are the grapes grown in the

ness Calls first. So off they went—not to 
corporate suites or marketing confer- 
ences, but to two liquor stores and a 
cocktail lounge where Hennessy intro- 
duced himself and spent some time talk- 
ing to each proprietor, his own grass- 
roots method, whenever he was in this 
country, of finding out just how his prod- 
uct was being sold and served. His broth- 
er, Francis Hennessy, greeted us amid the 
family portraits and carved furnishings of 
Chateau Bagnolet with an apology that 
House Beautiful was not among the maga- 
zines in the library. “It is not distributed 








here, you know, although I am quite fa- 
miliar with it from my times visiting 
and traveling in America for the firm.” 

At the same time that public relations 
departments are busily pushing the Flu- 
Driver (one ounce of Cognac, three 
ounces of orange juice) and other mixed 
drinks, the Marquis Gerald de Geoffre de 
Chambrignac, a Hennessy on his mother’s 
side and now managing director of the 
company, tells a newspaper interviewer, 
“with an expensive Cognac, it would be 
a pity to mix it with orange juice.” At a 
reception following honorary citizenship 
ceremonies at the park-surrounded town 
hall, our host, H. Coquillaud, the director

sub-region around the town of Cognac 
known as the Grande Champagne area. 
Then come, in order, those of the other 
sub-regions known as Petite Champagne, 
Borderies, Fins Bois, Bons Bois and Bois 
ordinaires. Traditionally, only the Grande 
Champagne and Petite Champagne grapes 
have gone into the premier blends. But to 
meet increasing demand and still hold 
down prices, some houses have in the 
past couple of years begun adding grapes 
of the other regions to these blends— 
dropping the ‘Fine Champagne Cognac” 
designations from their labels and touch- 
ing off what 
The New_York 
Times referred 
to as “the Co- 
gnac war.” On one side is the faction led 
by three of the giants—Hennessy, Martell 
and Courvoisier—which maintains that 
some blending of selected lesser growths 
does not hurt the product. Remy-Martin 
and its allies speak out for the traditional 
method. We have to admit that we don’t 
have enough through-the-years Cognac 
experience to be able to say how the cur- 
rent blends compare with what those firms 
once produced. If you have strong feelings 
about the situation, you can express them 
by buying only Cognac that does or does ¢ 
not carry the Fine Champagne wording on @ 
the label, which still is restricted to Co-_

One of the most 
important aspects of 
French cooking is its 
diversity. Among the 35 
provinces, divided into 
some 90 departments, 
you can feast on what may 
be the widest spectrum 
of cooking in the 
world. Classic cooking 
belongs to no province in 
particular but is an 
extension of regional 
cooking. Of course, that 
label ‘‘classical cooking” 
has a different meaning 
for different persons. 
For some, it relates to a 
haughty, expensive, 
pretentious and rather 
complicated cooking. 
Others take it as an 
example because of its 
ratification by the old 
masters. Still others mean 
it to be expertly and 
carefully prepared food. 
I like to believe that the 
third meaning is truest 
when cocking is at its best, 
but, unfortunately, the 
term has been greatly 
abused. Regional cooking 
is known through its 
infinite specialties, 
though the same dish 
often appears in varied 
regions treated in a 
different manner. Take, 
for example, the black 
pudding (or blood 
sausage), which contains 
apple in Bresse, leek 
in Ardeche and chestnut 
in Berry, spinach in the 
Creuze and pig’s head in 
the Pyrenees. And, 
naturally, each variation 
pretends to be the best 
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and the only original. 
France’s regional cooking 
has also been divided 
into regions of butter- 
cooking and regions of 
oil-cooking—like Alsace 
in the east or Provence it 
the south, which is 
known especially for pork 
fat-cooking. Although 
certainly true to some 
extent, this is a gross 
generalization, for you 
will find oil, pork fat ane 
butter used all over 
France with different 
degrees of emphasis. In 
this three-part series to 
introduce you to some of 
the distinctions found in 
the wealth of French 
country cooking, we wil 
take a look ai three 
different areas. Where 
necessary, we have 
adapted ingredients to 
those easily found in 
America, but all these 
recipes are true to the 
particular nature of the 
various dishes as you 
would find them in thei 
places of origin. This 
month, we will cover four 
recipes associated with 
the region of Bresse and 
in the November and 
December issues, we wil 
cook in the manner

BBresse. where grow the best chickens in all of France. spreads 
over three departments (Ain, Sadne-et-Loire and Jura) on the east 
side of Tee Following the Rhone River and running parallel to 
the Alps, it is situated between Burgundy and Provence and mostly 
partakes of Burgundy in spirit. The Bressan eats corn—a some- 
what unusual occurrence in France, where corn is generally fed 
only to animals—and because of this the Bressan is called a ventre 
jaune (yellow belly). The main towns are Bourg-en-Bresse. 
Louhans and Belley, where Brillat-Savarin, the great 19th-century 
author of The Physiology of Taste, was born. Besides corn, it is 
also the country of chicken in cream. crayfish nantua. morels 
with Cognac and cream, ete. ete. . . 


FROMAGE BLANC A LA CREME 


Fresh white cheese with cream is bought ready-made in all the little shops 
around Lyon and Bourg-en-Bresse. And many French housewives make it 
themselves with fresh unpasteurized milk and rennet (the gastric juices 
from the veal’s or lamb’s stom s ‘ur ilk )—adding a few 
drops of rennet to a quart of milk and letting it stand in a lukewarm place 
for a couple of hours until the milk curdles. Then the curdled milk is 
poured into small tins pierced with holes ( faisselle, theyre called) and 
allowed to drain. At serving time, the cheese is turned upside-down, 
directly on the plate, covered with sweet cream and brought to ihe iable. 
Most people sprinkle it with granulated sugar and mix it with fresh berries 
such as raspberries, wild strawberries or the like. In Bourg, we like to 
mix it with garlic, chives and parsley, all chopped very fine. and then 
sprinkle it with salt and pepper and eat it as dessert. 

It is not likely that you will find this fresh cheese ready-made in your 
local supermarket. And its unavailability here spurred me to work out a 
recipe that turned out quite good, midway between a fromage blanc and 
a fontainebleau. Even though the Bressan serves it as dessert. this white 
cheese also makes a delicious luncheon or light supper dish. 

1 cup cottage cheese 
2 ounces cream cheese 
cup heavy cream 
teaspoon salt 
cup heavy cream 
cup sour cream 

small bunch of chives, finely minced, 

or two scallions, finely minced 

cloves of garlic, peeled, crushed 

and chopped fine 

cup parsley, finely chopped 

(about 3 to 4 tablespoons) 
Salt 
Freshly ground white pepper 
Push the cottage cheese and cream cheese through a fine metal sieve with 
a spoon or your fingers. Work the cheese with a spoon until smooth. Add 
the 1 teaspoon salt. Whip the 34 cup heavy cream until stiff. then mix 
it with the cheese mixture. (Note: The texture of the cheese will be too 
hard for you to fold in the cream, so you will have to inc orporate it with 
the whip.) Mix just enough to blend all ingredients: do not mix for too long 
or it will turn your pees mixture into putter: When blended, pour the 
mixture into a large square piece of cheese cloth and tie the four corners 
together. Hang the cheese-filled cloth overnight in a cool place. The 
cheese will drain some, so an easy way to hang it is to push a spoon or 
chopstick through the opening just below the knot and balance the chop- 
stick on the rim of a deep pot to hold the bundle in place over it. The 
next morning, refrigerate. 

At serving time, turn the cheese upside down onto a serving platter. 
Mix the sour cream with the 12 cup of heavy cream and pour over ihe 
cheese. Mix the chives, parsley and garlic together and sprinkle the mix- 
ture evenly over the cheese. Add some salt and then sprinkle gener- 
ously with freshly ground white pepper. Serve immediately to four persons.

CREPES 
MERE BLANC 

This is a small potato pancake originated 
by Mrs. Blanc, an innkeeper in a small 
village near Bourg-en-Bresse called Von- 
nas. Her grandson is still there, maintain- 
ing the same tradition, and her son runs 
the celebrated Chapon Fin, one of th 
best tables of France, in nearby Thoissey. 

The crépes are usually served with 
meat as a garnish, although sometimes 
you will also find them sprinkled with 
sugar and served for dessert. They are 
approximately 31% inches in diameter and 
a quarter of an inch thick in the 
quite different from the extra-thin, lacy, 
pancake usually made in French cooking. 
2 medium potatoes (14 to 16 ounces) 
3 large or 4 medium eggs 
1 small teaspoon salt 
1, teaspoon freshly ground 

white pepper 
1% tablespoons flour 
'4 cup heavy cream 
1 stick sweet butter 
Place the potatoes in a pan of cold water, 
bring to a boil and then cook until the 
potatoes are tender—about 35 to 40 
minutes. Remove from the water. When 
they are cold enough to handle, peel the 
potatoes and then push through a metal 
sieve. This should give you approximately 
1’ cups of smooth paste. Add the flour 
to the paste and mix with a whisk. Add 
the salt and pepper and then two of the 
eggs. Mix until smooth before adding the 
rest of the eggs. Add the cream and again 
mix until smooth. Refrigerate the mixture. 
covered, for several hours (or preferably 
overnight before cooking. | 

W heh you are ready to make the crépes, 
the mixture should have the consistency 
of Russian or French dressing. If ioo thick, 
thin it down by adding one or iwo table- 
spoons of milk. Place 11% tablespoons of 
butter in a large skillet and let it melt 
over low heat. When it turns to a nutty 
color, add 11% tablespoons of the crépe 
batter to the skillet. letting it spread by 
itself. You should be able to make three 
pancakes at a time. allowing enough space 
between them so that each pancake takes 
on a nice round shape. Cook on medium 
fire for approximately 50 to 60 seconds 
on the first side, until light golden, then 
turn and cook about 30 seconds on the 
oiher side. Remove to a platter and keep 
warm while cooking remaining crépes. 
This should be enough batter for about 20 
crepes, to serve six. To serve, stack three 
or four crépes on each person’s plate. 








GATEAU DE FOIES 
DE VOLAILLE 
A LA TOMATE 


This Chicken Liver Custard with 
Tomato Sauce is most typical of 
Bressan cooking, and there are many 
variations for it. One of the most 
refined versions utilizes a sauce 
nantua (crayfish and truffles) to 
compliment the gateau. Another— 
and very unsophisticated rendition 
is a simple mixture of livers, ve 
eggs, flour and parsley, baked i 
gratin dish and served in that same 
dish. Our version is not complicated 
but can be made more elegant by the 
addition of pike que nelles and wild 
mushrooms such as meadow mush- 
rooms (agaricus campestri), which 
grow in fields during July and Au- 
gust. Our recipe for the sauce calls 
for cultivated mushrooms, the coun- 
terpart of meadow mushrooms, 
which, if not quite as fragrant, are 
still satisfactory. The sauce—inci- 
dentally, a basic sauce that can be 
used for many other dishes as well— 
should be started early enough to be 
ready when the custard is finished. 
Custard mixture 
4 trimmed chicken livers 
1 large or 2 small cloves garlic 
1 tablespoon chopped parsley 
14 teaspoon dried thyme, 
pulverized or 114 teaspoons 
fresh thyme, chopped 
14 teaspoon freshly ground 
white pepper 
cups heavy cream 
eggs 
teaspoon salt 
teaspoon butter 
Mix together the chicken livers, the

Melt the butter in a large kettle and 
then add the oil. When the mixture 
begins to foam, add the onions, car- 
rots and leek. (Note: The carrots 
give a good sweet taste to a tomato 
sauce and should never be omitted. ) 
Sauté for five minutes. Add the cel- 
ery and garlic and sauté for another 
minute or two. Then mix in the to- 
mato paste and flour and add _ the 
beef stock, salt and pepper. Bring 
to a boil, giving an occasional stir 
with a whisk to avoid scorching. 
When boiling, add 2 cups water, the 
thyme. oregano, tarragon, crushed 
black pepper and the salt and sugar. 
Bring to a boil again and then reduce 
heat and simmer slowly, uncovered, 
for 45 minutes. Skim the surface 
every five minutes to remove the 
foam that accumulates on top. Strain 
the sauce through a fine sieve, push- 
ing on the vegetables so you get as 
each of the taste of the seasonings 
and vegetables as possible. T ne “n 
set aside, covered with Saran. 
While the sauce is simmering, pre- 
pare the whole tomatoes: Remove 
the cores and dip the tomatoes into 
boiling water for 30 to 40 seconds. 
Transfer with a slotted spoon to a 
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bowl of cold water. Remove the 
skins—which should slide off very 
easily—and _ split tomatoes in half 
lengthwise. Squeeze out the seeds. 
Add the cores, skins and seeds to the 
cooking sauce. Dice the tomatoes. 
Heat the olive oil in a skillet and add 
the diced tomatoes and, if you wish, 
the hot pepper. Cook on medium 
heat about 10 minutes or until most 
of the liquid is evaporated. You 
should have about 14% cups pulp. 

Add the pulp to the strained to- 
mato sauce and bring to a boil. Re- 
move from heat. This will yield about 
9'2 cups of tomato sauce, and you 
will need about half of that amount 
for the Chicken Liver Custard. The 
remaining sauce may be kept in the 
refrigerator, covered, for up to 10 
days or it may be frozen. At serving 
time, add one tablespoon of fresh 
butter, cut into coarse bits, for each 
cup of sauce. This will help smooth 
the sauce when it is reheated. 

To finish the Chicken Liver Ga- 
teau: Wash and thickly slice 1% 
pound of mushrooms. Sauté the 
mushrooms with 1 tablespoon butter 
until the juices they render are evap- 
orated. Add 2% to 3 cups of tomato 
sauce to the mushrooms and _ bring 
to a boil. Pour over the custard and 
serve immediately to six.

What is caramel? 


A sugar syrup cooked until it turns a light, nut brown. It is used 
as a flavoring or coloring, for coating a mold, for example, or 
coating such things as cream puffs. 


How do you make caramel syrup? 


Combine 24 cup granulated sugar with 44 cup of water in a 
small, heavy saucepan. Boil over a moderate heat, shaking the 
pan occasionally until the syrup turns a light, nut brown. This 
will take about three to four minutes. Take off the heat as soon 
as the syrup has reached the right color. Do not allow it to 
darken too much or your syrup will taste bitter. Note: it must 
be used immediately. 


How do you judge beets? 


The important thing to remember is that elongated beets with 
round, scaly areas around the top surface are tough and fibrous 
and have a very strong flavor. 


How long should you store milk? 


Fresh milk and cream should be used within three to five days; 
pressurized whipped cream within a few weeks; opened cans of 
evaporated milk within three to five days; whole dry milk within 
a few weeks, and reconstituted dry milk within three to five 
days. All should be refrigerated immediately after purchase. 
Both evaporated milk (unopened) and nonfat dry milk can be 
stored at room temperature, but both products should be used 
within six months of purchase. 


What is a scrod? 

No less an authority than Fannie Farmer (The Boston Cooking 
School Cook Book, 1896) says, ‘‘A young cod, split down the 
back, and backbone removed, except for a small portion near the 
tail, is called a scrod.’’ In Jack Shelton’s Private Guide to 
Restaurants, he writes that on the menu of a San Francisco 
restaurant, scrod is spelled with an ‘‘h’’—thus, Fresh Boston 
Schrod. Apparently, the inclusion of the ‘‘h’’ is pure Bostonian 
and is supposed to signify haddock. Actually, scrod can be 
either a cod or a haddock. 


Can you salvage pumpkin seeds? 


Sure, and turn them into a nice salty snack. Wash off the 
membrane and rinse in very salty water. Place on a cookie tray 
and dry slowly at low heat in the oven. 


Where did the waffle originate? 


Apparently in Holland, and The American Heritage Cookbook 
tells us that the Dutch introduced waffles to America. When 
they settled in New York, it was their custom to give a new 
bride a waffle iron with her initia's and the date of her wedding 
etched into it. The waffle is, of course, a crisp batter cake that 
is baked in a waffie iron, a two-hinged metal griddle marked 
with a regular pattern. The original waffle irons were heated on 
top of the stove and turned by hand. In the modern waffle iron, 
both the top and bottom sections are electrica'ly heated. Cus- 
tomarily, waffles are served for breakfast with butter and maple 
syrup, honey or jam. But they also make a delicious dessert with 
ice cream or fruit and can be turned into an entrée and served 
with creamed chicken or fish. 


What is a jeroboam? 


An outsize bottle, the capacity of which seems to be open to 
some variations. In Champagne it will hold the equivalent of 
four bottles but in Bordeaux about five. A rehoboam, also an 
outsize bottle sometimes used for Champagne, holds the 
equivalent of six normal bottles. A methuselah (also spelled 
methusalem), a giant bottle used, if at a'l, for Champagne, has 
the capacity of eight standard bottles. Salmanazar is a large 
glass bottle generally used for display purposes. When filled, it 
holds 9.6 litres or 338 fluid ounces (U.S:), the equivalent of 12 
regular bottles. And nebuchadnezzar is an oversized bottle con- 
taining the equivalent of about 20 ordinary bottles of wine. @

Alfredo Viazzi’s 
Lasagne with Ricotta Cheese 


This dish is straight from Trat- 
toria da Alfredo, one of New 
York’s few really excellent Ital- 
ian restaurants. Alfredo tells us 
it is typical of southern Italy, 
where it is known as Lasagne di 
Baccanale. It is most often 
served at parties prior to Lent 
when everybody dresses up in 
homemade costumes, puts on 
masks and dances the night. 


21% pounds lasagne 

1 pound (2 cups) ricotta cheese 

1 egg yolk 

Butter 

4 ounces (1 cup) Pecorino 
cheese, grated 

4 ounces (1 cup) Parmesan 
cheese, grated 

14 pound Mozzarella cheese, 
diced rather small 


Sauce: 
4 cup olive oil 
4 tablespoons (1% stick) butter 
1 clove garlic, 
peeled and crushed 
1 pound pork sausage, 
crumbled (thawed, if frozen) 
14 pound loin of pork, 
finely ground 
1 pound ground beef 
6 to 8 sprigs parsley, 
finely chopped 
114 teaspoons dried basil 
Good pinch thyme 
Good pinch oregano 
Salt 
Freshly ground pepper 
4 cup dry red wine 
24% tablespoons tomato paste 
1 can (17-ounce size) peeled 
tomatoes. 


Make the sauce first: Heat the 
oil and butter in a large, heavy 
saucepan. Add the garlic. When 
it is brown, discard. Add the 
sausage. When it begins to 
brown, add the pork. Sauté over 
moderate heat until brown. Add 
the beef, give the mixture a 
good stir and cook for another 
15 minutes. Stir in all the herbs, 
salt and pepper to taste and 
continue to cook, giving mixture 
an occasional stir with a wooden 
spoon, for 10 minutes. Stir in 
the wine and cook until it has 
boiled away. Mix the tomato 
paste with 14 cup of warm wa- 
ter and stir into the sauce. 
Cook another 15 minutes. Then 
add the tomatoes and cook un- 
til the sauce thickens and the 
tomatoes are dissolving into the 
sauce (approximately 40 min- 
utes longer or a total of one 
hour and 20 minutes). 

To cook the lasagne: Bring 
a very large pot of salted water 
to a rolling boil. Add 1 table- 
spoon of olive oil (this helps to 


keep the pasta from sticking to- 
gether). Drop the lasagne, a 
piece at a time; into the bub- 
bling water. Cook exactly eight 
minutes after the water comes 
to a boil again. Drain carefully, 
then rinse under cold water, 
separating the pieces. 

To finish the dish: Take a 
large baking dish or pan (ap- 
proximately 9 by 14 by 2 inch- 
es). Beat the ricotta and egg 
yolk until smooth. Brush the 
bottom of the dish with melted 
butter. Layer with lasagne, all 
four cheeses and sauce. Repeat 
the layers ending with lasagne 
and finally sauce. Bake in a pre- 
heated 325° oven for 15 to 20 
minutes or until piping hot 
through. Serves eight to 10. 

*To cook 1 pound of lasagne 
or any pasta, you need a large 
deep kettle that will hold six to 
seven quarts of water. 


Turkey Scaloppine Milanese 
with Soufflé Mayonnaise 


Leon and Stanley Lobel, of New 
York's prestigious Lobel Meat 
Market and authors of a new 
book, Meat, first gave us the 
idea for turkey scaloppine, in- 
stead of the traditional veal 
cuts. Any good butcher can take 
breast of turkey, slice thin and 
pound to make turkey scalop- 
pine. However, there is now an 
alternative available in some 
supermarkets—Marval’s turkey 
cutlets. Although not quite as 
thin, they, too, can be used very 
successfully in any recipe call- 
ing for veal scaloppine. 


2 pounds frozen turkey cutlets, 
thawed but chilled 
2 eggs, slightly beaten 
1 generous teaspoon salt 
Freshly ground white pepper 
4 to 5 slices firm white bread 
1, cup freshly grated 
Parmesan cheese 
(about 2 ounces) 
Butter 
Peanut or vegetable oil 
Lemon wedges 


Beat the eggs in a soup plate 
with the salt and several twists 
of the peppermill. Grate the 
bread in the electric blender, 
combine with the cheese and 
spread on waxed paper or a 
dinner plate. Dip the chilled tur- 
key pieces in the egg, then coat 
both sides with the crumb mix- 
ture, shaking off any excess. 
Place on a rack and allow to 
dry for at least 30 minutes. 
(Can be prepared up to this 
point a few hours in advance.) 

Heat the butter and oil (the 
proportions are 2 tablespoons 
of butter to 1 of oil) in a large. 
heavy skillet over medium-high 
heat. You should have enough 
fat to reach to a depth of about 
3g of an inch. When the foam 
subsides, it is ready.

Break up the bread, place in 
the container of an_ electric 
blender and grate until fine. 
Combine the eggs, salt and pep- 
per in a small bowl and beat 
until well mixed. Dip the pieces 
of meat in the egg mixture, then 
coat with crumbs. Heat enough 
oil in a large, heavy skillet to 


make a good film over the bot 
tom. When hot, fry the meat, a 
few pieces at a time, until light- 
ly brown on both sides. Add 
more oil, if needed. As the meat 
is cooked, place on paper towels 
to drain. When all the meat is 
cooked, arrange slightly over- 
lapping in an oblong baking dish 
that can go to the table (ap- 
proximately 8 by 12 inches). 
Pour the hot tomato sauce 
over all and sprinkle with the 
Parmesan cheese. Seal the dish 
with double-strength foil, then 
bake in a preheated 350° oven 
for 30 minutes. Remove the foil 
and arrange the sliced cheese 
all over the top. Bake 10 to 15 
minutes so the cheese melts. 
Serve with hot rice to six. 


James Beard’s Kidney Bean 
and Cheese Casserole 


6 slices bacon, 
cut into small dice 

1 big yellow onion, peeled

To finish the manicotti, 
spread a generous tablespoon 
of the cheese mixture on each 
slice of cooked eggplant and 
fold over.

Place a baking sheet on a rack 
in the center of the oven. Start 
the oven at 375°. 

Thoroughly butter a_ two- 
quart soufflé mold, including 
the curve at the bottom. Add 2 
or 3 tablespoons of cheese. Tip 
the mold back and forth to coat 
the bottom and sides. Dump out 
any excess and combine with 
the remaining cheese. Refriger- 
ate until ready to use. 

Bring 2 cups of the milk toa 
boil in a heavy saucepan. Add 
the rice, reduce heat to low, 
cover and cook until all the milk 
has been absorbed, 35 to 40 
minutes. Stir occasionally. 

Melt the remaining butter in 
a heavy saucepan. Stir in the 
flour until smooth. Cook over 
low heat until the mixture 
froths, about three minutes. Do 
not allow it to brown. Add the 
remaining 2 cups of milk and 
cook, whipping constantly with 
a whisk, until the sauce is 
smooth and comes to a boil. 
Take off the heat, stir in the 
salt and cheese. Stir in the rice. 
Beat the egg yolks thoroughly 
with a rotary or electric beater. 
Stir into the rice mixture. Beat 
the whites in the electric mixer 
until they ho'd firm shiny peaks 
when the beater is held straight 
up. Add the rice mixture and 
fold together with a rubber spat- 
ula. Pour into the prepared 
mold and place in the center of 


the baking sheet in the oven. 
Bake for 40 to 45 minutes. 
Serve immediately.

FACTS ABOUT CHEESE 


Natural cheese is made pri- 
marily from cow's milk, although 
certain varieties are made from 
the milk of other animals (goats, 
buffalos, sheep) or from whey, 
the liquid byproduct of most 
cheesemaking. 

Cheese and pasteurization. We 
quote from Cheese and Fer- 
mented Milk Foods by Frank V. 
Kosikowski of Cornell Univers- 
ity, which says, ‘Federal Stand- 
ards for cheese stipulate that 
all unripened cheese must be 
made from pasteurized milk.”’ 
This is also true of ripened 
cheese unless it has been held 
for at least 60 days. The rulings 
apply to both imported and do- 
mestic cheeses. 

How long and how to store 
cheese. Cheese keeps best in 
the refrigerator. How long it will 
keep depends on the kind of 
cheese and the wrapping. Soft 
cheeses are highly perishable. 
Cottage and fresh Ricotta 
should be refrigerated covered 
and used within three to five 
days of purchase: Cream, 
Neufchatel and other soft va- 
rieties, refrigerated, covered or 
tightly wrapped, used within 
two weeks; Cheddar, Swiss and 
other hard cheeses, refrigerated, 
tightly wrapped, will keep for 
several months unless mold de- 
velops. Cheese spreads and 
cheese foods can remain in un- 
opened jars at room tempera- 
ture but once opened, they 
should be refrigerated. Refriger- 
ate boxed or wrapped cheese 
food and it will keep. satis- 
factorily for several weeks. 
How to wrap cheese for storage. 
Leave cheese in its original 
wrappings, if possible. Once 
cut, seal cut surfaces with Sa- 
ran to protect the cheese from 
drying out or store the cheese 
in a tightly covered container. 
Strong cheeses, such as Lim- 
burger, should be stored in a 
container with a tight-fitting lid, 


or they impose their flavor on 
neighbors in the refrigerator. 
What to do about mold on 
cheese. Cheeses such as Ched- 
dar, Swiss, Parmesan, etc. all 
develop mold if not used. If the 
mold has not penetrated too 
deeply, you simply scrape it off 
or cut it out and use the re- 
raining cheese. With the blue- 
veined cheeses (Roquefort, Stil- 
ton, Gorgonzola, etc.) the mold 
is added to the curd and the 
blue-green veins are a result of 
the growth of the mold during 
the curing period. It is the mold 
in all these cheeses that gives 
them their special flavor. 

The importance of cheese nu- 
tritionally. One of the best of 
the protein foods, cheese ranks 
right along with meat, fish, poul- 
try and eggs. It is also an ex- 
cellent source of calcium and 
phosphorous. What's’ more, 
compared to many protein-rich 
foods, it is very economical. 
Process cheese food. Like pro- 
cess cheese, this is a pasteur- 
ized blend of cheeses and may 
include other ingredients, such 
as pimientos. It contains less 
cheese and less fat than process 
cheese but has added milk or 
whey solids. It spreads more 
easily and melts more quickly 
than regular process cheese but 
it does not have as much flavor. 
Process cheese spread is like 
process cheese food except that 
it has even more moisture and 
less milk fat. It is soft and 
spreadable at room temperature. 
Cold pack cheese and club 
cheese are one and the same— 
a natural cheese (usually well- 
aged Cheddar), ground and 
blended so that it is uniformly 
soft and spreadable at room 
temperature. It has the charac- 
teristic flavor of the natural 
cheese from which it was made 
and is available plain or blended 
with fruits, vegetables, spices 
or wines. Usually packed in air- 
tight containers, it is sometimes 
packed in crocks and called 
Potted Cheese. 

Canned cheese is not a cheese. 
Canned cheese refers to a meth- 
od of packaging, not to a kind 
of cheese. Although ‘‘canned”’ 
cheese is usually American 
Cheddar cheese, cheese in cans 
does come into the U.S. from 
other countries. 

Shredded vs. grated cheese 
Which you want depends on the 
recipe. When cheese is used in 
sauces, it can be shredded, cut 
into small dice or grated. If 
used to finish off a baked dish 
(casseroles, for example), it 
should be shredded unless it is 
a pasteurized cheese spread 
that melts readily when sliced 
or cubed. To shred cheese, use 
the coarse openings of the grat- 
er, which will produce long 
strips or shreds of cheese.

Th 
genuinely welcoming hostes) 
must, however, consider wher) 
the rising tide of constructiol 
costs, which do make it im 
practical to build rooms tha 
are only occasionally used 
has left her stranded. Thé 
mere presence of a convertibl 
couch or chair doth not a bed 
room make. And if, the Victo 
rian passage still represents th! 
yearned-for ideal, the extent t! 
which you can provide the sam| | 
sort of comfort determines no ~ 
only your guest's estimate o 
your hospitality rating, but als; 
your own peace of mind. Thi) 
is particularly important if th\ 
guests are going to be placec 
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in your room and you are going 
to be the person sleeping out 
there on the couch. 

At the time of the visit, you 
will be lucky to get more than a 
few hours’ notice. So make your 
preparations now. Take stock of 
your household’s existing cap- 
abilities, and reckon what else 
you must provide. Imagine that 
you are at your front door, 
opening it to guests whose long 
day on the road has_ been 
a gruelling experience. You 
should have ready: 

A place for luggage. Suit- 
cases are dirty, germ-covered, 
scratchy objects that belong 
on the floor. They soil uphol- 
stery and bedding and they will 
mar fine wood surfaces. Unless 
your guest-sleep space provides 
empty drawers, the suitcase 
must do double-duty as bureau 
storage. Unless the guest is in- 
credibly agile or needs the 
bending exercise very badly, 
you should have some way to 
keep the suitcase raised off the 
floor to a more comfortable 
height while it is open in use. 

If you do not own a folding 
luggage stand, consider buy- 
ing one. Replacing the original 
straps with your own needle- 
point or crewel work is a satis- 
fying project and, as a tray 
stand, the rack has other uses. 
If this is not feasible, use an 
old bench, a hassock, a cof- 
fee or end table protected by a 
heavy towel. Placed side by 
side, two up-ended cartons can 
make a luggage stand that is 
better than no stand at all. 

A place to hang garments. 
Hangers. If there is no closet 
in or truly convenient to this 
guest area, buy an over-the- 
door hanger and put it over the 
nearest door. Or install sturdy, 
permanent wall or woodwork 
hooks in locations where they 
will normally be concealed by 
draperies or camouflaged by 
hanging plants. Indicate use 
with hangers there, waiting. 

A place to set out toilet ar- 
ticles, personal pocket and 
purse items. This can be a 
snack or TV tray with its own 
stand or any tray placed any- 
where. The guests should not 
be required to rummage for 
space among your usual table 
and bookshelf arrangements; 
the bric-a-brac you save may be 
your own. Have on the tray an 
approximation of the Victorian 
comforts list: drinking glass, 
tissues, an ash tray, matches, 
pins, mending tape, a mirror, 
alarm clock, etc. 

A place to put damp face- 
cloth and towels, rinsed stock- 
ings, etc. The guest’s own bath- 
room towel bar seems an obvi- 
Ous answer, but even if there is 
such a bar, the arrangement is 
not foolproof. Are the guests’ 
towels so distinctive that no 


member of the family can con- | 
fuse them with his or her own? | 


Will one more batch of over- 
the-bathtub drippies be this 


family’s last wet straw? A port- | 
able towel stand can be a very 


elegant accessory. Just as con- 
venient is a small folding laun- 


dry rack that can be put to other | 


uses at other times. A bath mat 
beneath the rack will 
the floor of your guest space. 

A clue to lighting. 
guest a night reader? Is there a 
good lamp within the right dis- 
tance of your bed-thing? If it is 


not going to be possible to 


move lamps about, be sure that 
there will at least be a flash- 
light within the guest’s easy 
reach, and try to leave bath- 
room and hallway lights on dur- 
ing the night. The person blun- 


dering through unfamiliar dark | 


endangers your household as 
well as himself. 

A key to climate controls. If 
this sleeping space has individ- 
ually regulated heating or cool- 
ing arrangements, demonstrate 
their use. Guests will be more 
grateful than insulted if com- 
plete operating instructions are 
taped to the mechanisms. 

A gesture towards privacy. If 
the convertible room is in daily 
use, try very hard to own fold- 
ing screens that can give some 


illusion of privacy and/or hide | 


suitcases, etc. during the day. 


If the room is out of the traf- | 


fic flow and does have a door, 
be sure all members of the fam- 
ily Know the space is temporar- 
ily off-limits. Make sure each 
family member has removed 
any belongings he will want to 
use during the visit. 
Permissions. Provide com- 
plete and honest information 
about the routines your family 
normally follows. The guest 
does not want to interrupt them 
more than is necessary. If some 
member of the family with work 
or school commitments must 


have access to the bathroom at | 
a certain hour, say so. If this | 
sleeping space must be freed | 
for family use by a certain time, | 


say so. It is a lot better to make 
a chart than to have to deal with 
embarrassments. 

Remember, the guest may 
have arrived with a_ sleeping 
and eating schedule altogether 
different from your own. If you 
want to extend absolute permis- 
sion to raid the refrigerator and 
use the stove at will, do so— 
and prove your sincerity by giv- 
ing any necessary instructions 
on fast and slow burners, etc. 
Otherwise, at least set out fruit 
and snacking foods. 

Above all, remember that no 
matter how tired he is, the 
guest whose bed is going to be 
made in a common-use room 
cannot say, ‘‘Excuse me, l’m 
exhausted. I’m going off to

Climate Controllers. Once 
upon a time, the traveler knew 
what to expect from the sea- 
sons. Today, it is possible to be 
most uncomfortably warm in 
the winter, when you cannot 
control the heat, and most un- 
comfortably cold on a summer 
night when windows are sealed 
and you are not the manager of 
the air conditioning controls. 

For too-hot, the most simple 
remedy is to take it off. But the 
guest in the convertible bed- 
room must remember that so 
far as he is concerned, privacy 
does not exist. No matter how 
permissive the family one is vis- 
iting, the unexpected nude en- 
counter is no real treat. You 
may take off your blanket and 
sheet, but not the garment that 
will let you face any member of 
this family or the milkman or 
newspaper boy. Suffer. 

For too-cold, there are com- 
fortable solutions. As you pack, 
put in a sweater; it is always 
useful and a sweater will not 
wrinkle, even if worn to bed. 
Tuck in a pair of woolly socks 
and a scarf. A scarf tied over

the head and the socks pulled 
over the feet can equal an extra 
blanket in comfort. 

Food; an immersion heater; 
mug; spoon; packets of instant 
cocoa or coffee, teabags, su- 
gar, creamer. Yours may be the 
hostess who won't encourage 
you to use the kitchen. Unless 
you take everyone out to dinner 
(and perhaps not even then), 
you the guest have no control 
over what you are offered to eat 
and when. You could starve to 
death before their regular meal- 
time. They may never have the 
midnight snack you depend on. 
Rescue, in the form of the mug 
of cocoa, will be no further 
away than the bathroom tap. In 
the morning, instant coffee 
alone may help you to endure 
the interminable delay before 
they start their day. 

To allay the possible pangs 
of true, ravening hunger, carry 
raisins (great nourishment, no 
sticky fingers and no messy 
crumbs). Munch and relax. You 
may never want to visit this 
home again, but, at worst, you 
will have survived. And at best 
you will have had ample opportu- 
nity to plan the much _ better 
guest accommodations in your 
own home—where, probably, 
you wish that you were right at 
that very moment.

| also know that four is an 
inauspicious number, that one 
should never soap oneself in 
the bathtub or walk on the ta- 
tami with shoes on, that china 
is always sold in sets of five, 
that one should never pour 
one’s own sake or close a ki- 
mono from right to left (except 
at one’s own funeral) and that 
a geisha is more likely to be a 
raving success if she starts 
training at the age of six, on 
the sixth day of the sixth month 
of the year. You can hardly beat 
that for esoteric, inside-track in- 
formation—and | could dredge 
up more if | put my mind to it. 
But then arise a few ques- 
tions | can't seem to find an- 
swers for. And this, | suppose, 
is part of the fascination that 
makes Japan such a tantalizing 
experience, a place to return to 
again and again as you would to 
a jigsaw puzzle that defies you 
to put it all together. It isn't 
merely a question of loving the 
essential beauty of its misty, re- 
ceding mountains and brilliant 
green fields or the grace of its 
traditional art and miniature ar- 
tifacts or the exoticism of tem- 
ples, pagodas and stone-moated 
castles or the delight of being 
cozzened in an elegant inn. This 
is Old Japan, very much alive. 
So is the New Japan, the elec- 
tronic genius, the manufactur- 
er, the international banker, 
sending its salesmen every- 
where in unprecedented num- 
bers, exporting its buyers and 
investors to corner the market 
in textile fibers and French fash- 
ion, manufacturing plants and 
Impressionist art, to buy vine- 
yards in France, condominiums 
in California, hotels in Amster- 
dam, Paris and New York, and 
thoroughbred horses in Ken- 
tucky (paying a record $600,- 
000 for a colt sired by Bold 
Ruler), giving the competitive 
Western world a run for its 
money in typical Western com- 
petitive style. Remarkable in a 
country that until 119 years ago 
had insisted upon isolation from 
the rest of the world. At home, 
it is how the Japanese are 
adopting the ways of the West, 
simultaneously clinging to their 
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—a nine-day wonderment 


own age-old culture, that in- 
trigues the visitor with its thou- 
sand anomalies. 

Why, for instance, do a peo- 
ple so mannerly and self-effac- 
ing in their personal relation- 
ships drive their cars like mani- 
acs and knock each other silly 
getting on and off trains? They 
write poetry to each other, make 
a hobby of calligraphy, spend 
quiet evenings viewing the 
moon, take Autumn excursions 
to admire the maple leaves. The 
two most widely practised, most 
peculiarly Japanese cultural 
pursuits are chanoyu, the tea 
ceremony, and ikebana, flower 
arrangement, both cults. that 
stress tranquility, meditation 
and awareness of natural beau- 
ty. Their cryptomeria-scented 
houses are marvels of emotion- 
al subtlety, their placid, green 
gardens symbolic of a oneness 
with the universe. 

How then can they bear the 

noise and neon-lit pollution of 
their streets and super-high- 
ways? How can these virtual 
fanatics for cleanliness and or- 
der stand the smog and littered 
waterways they share with the 
rest of the industrialized world? 
(Wiser heads than mine say, 
“Watch it. When the ideal way 
is found to protect the envir- 
onment, the Japanese will be 
the first to find it. Both Datsun 
and Mazda build pollution-free 
Cars.) 
Why do these still-life art- 
ists at making food look beauti- 
ful jam McDonald’s on Tokyo's 
Ginza? What makes them line up 
these days to buy cholesterol in 
strawberry shortcake and lemon 
meringue pie; why are they en- 
thralled with a TV lesson in 
croissant-making? (Their tradi- 
tional diet of fish, seaweed and 
rice is credited for their having 
the world’s lowest rate of ar- 
teriosclerosis.) 

In 1895 Lafcadio Hearn 
wrote, ‘‘When you find that you 
cannot understand the Japanese 
at all, then you will begin to 
know something about them.”’ 
That seems as true today 
as in Lafcadio’s time, but it’s 
no reason to give up trying. Last 
year | made my fifth visit to 
Japan in 15 years—a nine-day 
quickie, each day full of new 
beguilements and new contra- 
dictions. | flew Japan Air Lines’ 
route to Tokyo via Anchorage, 
Alaska, getting into the Japa- 
nese swing of things immediate- 
ly, dressed in a happi coat and 
opting for Japanese rather than 
Western meals to get my hand 
back into hashi (chopstick) ac- 
tion.

after tomorrow took about 16 
hours, aS opposed to the 22- 
hour torture of my first trip, and 
one thing that has definitely not 
changed is the soft-spoken, 
courteous service. 
Externally, Tokyo is not 
one of my favorite cities, but it 
is unquestionably endowed with 
some of the world’s most beau- 
tifully run Western-style hotels. 
At the New Otani, that slick 
rabbit warren of all amenities, 
set ina magnificent garden, you 
can be awakened by bird calls 
if you press the right button 
and the hotel services list in- 
cludes a recommended plastic 
surgeon (a rueful reminder of 
Hiroshima and the medical skill 
it has produced). The Okura, 
which has an art museum of its 
own, rates as one of the best 
hotels in the world in my book. 
The Imperial, no longer the fam- 
ous Frank Lloyd Wright struc- 
ture (that's obliterated except 
for a few token leftover grilles 
in one of its bars), is sleek, 
smooth, modern and meticu- 
lous. Its entrance has a pretty 
bricks-and-mortar landscape— 
hillocks of matte masonry with 
“rivers’’ of high-gloss tile glist- 
ening through them like water. 
There’s a sand-and-stone gar- 
den, too, reminiscent of the fa- 


mous Ryoanji Temple garden in 
Kyoto, but people are always 
tramping into its raked sand. 
My friend Bob Sammons says 
they should put up a sign, 
“Keep off the rocks.” 

Across the way is Hibiya 
Park where, in April, the ma- 
ples were wearing their protec- 
tive straw winter overcoats amid 
a blaze of azaleas and fruit 
blossoms, and up the road a bit 
the ‘‘capital’’ birds (seagulls) 
were flying over the Emperor’s 
gardens and devoted citizens 
were pulling weeds out of the 
gray stone Imperial moat. (The 
Japanese vie for this honor.) 
The south end of the Ginza 
is undergoing some urban re- 
newal, its most worth-a-look in- 
genuity the Nagakin Mansion, 
which appears to be a_ black- 
and-white tower of dice and 
dominoes. It’s a_ structure of 
one room-kitchenette-bath ate- 
liers and pieds a terre for busi- 
nessmen, designed by the clev- 
er avant-garde architect, Kisho 
Kurokawa. Each unit is a 9 by 
12-foot prefabricated cube, at 
$12,000 as of 1973, complete- 
ly furnished down to bed linen 
and toothbrush, including TV, 
stereo, calculator, tape record- 
er, air conditioning and, an op- 
tion, a supply of oxygen (that 
smog).

tral core containing plumbing, 
electricity and similar utilities. 
At its gala luncheon opening 
most people were entranced, in- 
cluding me, but | understand 
that wives of those pied a terre 
chaps are less than enthusiastic 
about these little homes-from- 
home on the Ginza. 

Tokyo department _ stores 
magnetize me as sheer sight- 
seeing material. | love Mitzu- 
koshi from its sub-basement to 
its rooftop children’s playground 
and zoo, where on a Sunday af- 
ternoon you can listen to a rock 
band or watch a cherry blossom 
dance. The food department is 
stupendous, the displays spec- 
tacular and they are generous 
with samples—you could lunch 
on hand-out niblets of noodles, 
a dozen different kinds of sea- 
weed and tea. They were push- 
ing ginseng root last year. Very 
good for what ails you. 

When | admired a tiny little 
strainer for a teapot spout—a 
premium with a package of tea 
that | didn’t want—the sales- 
man simply gave it to me. Doll- 
like little girls stand at the foot 
of the escalator and bow as you 
step aboard. Packages are in- 
tricately wrapped like mysteri- 
ous origami, and gifts get a tra- 
ditional, most elaborate bow- 


knotting of red and white silk 
cords. Here is where to see the 
sumptuous and ruinously ex- 
pensive wedding kimono and 
obis, which are often more ex- 
pensive than the kimono, the 
esoteric tea ceremony utensils, 
the wood buckets and dippers 
and little benches for the bath, 
rice sieves and steamers— 
choice things, medium things 
and punk things—which is how 
I'd designate most of the West- 
ern-style furniture. Salespeople 
wait on you, which is rather un- 
Western of them. 

Over the snowy Alps, with 
Fuji almost shockingly perfect 
outside the plane window, to 
Komatsu, an airport in a rice 
paddy. Then by bus along a 
neon-bowling alley-Pepsi Cola- 
sign highway to Kanazawa, 
where the streets were lighted 
with colored lanterns to cele- 
brate cherry blossom time. The 
bus had a closed-circuit TV, 
showing a_ raffish film about 
massage girls and tired busi- 
ness men, photographed, | was 
told, around the magnificent 
bath of the most respectable 
Hakuunro Hotel in Yuwaka Spa, 
my destination. 

To the pinewood, camellia- 
grown hills of this hot spring 
area the samurai used to come 
to heal their battle wounds in

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the hot mineral water, which is 
now pumped into the hotel. To- 
day, vacationers come here to 
hike, soak in the waters, live it 
up on wonderful delicacies like 
giant strawberries and Prince 
melons and dance to a kind of 
Muzak under a glittering mir- 
ror ball, wearing the house yu- 
kata, the unisex cotton kimono 
furnished to all guests in a 
Japanese inn. Slappy slippers 
for walking in the halls come 
with, and you get a special rub- 
bery pair for going to the toilet. 
It's verboten to wear slippers 
or shoes on a floor covered with 
the straw tatami. You check your 
real shoes at the door of an inn, 
which always leaves me with a 
sense of bereavement. 

Re the bath: Customarily, 
dinner is at 6 p.m. in Japan, 
and so around 5:00 the whole 
country takes a bath. You real- 
ly take a bath before a bath, 
soaping and scrubbing outside 
the tub, dowsing yourself utter- 
ly sudsless before soaking in 
the deep wood tub of continu- 
ally heated, lobsterfying hot wa- 
ter. Everyone in the family soaks 
in the same water. Father has 
first dibs. Bath houses and 
some hotels have huge com- 
munal baths, and at the Ha- 
kuunro | longed to join the gen- 
tlemen in the great pool lined 
with tropical trees, but the lady 
attendant seemed opposed. You 
can also have a perfumed bath 
here. | settled discreetly for a 
private soaking. 

In Kanazawa | saw the fa- 
mous Kutani porcelain being 
made. The gern in Kanazawa’s 
crown is a park called Kenroku, 
meaning ‘‘Combining Six Fea- 
tures’’—vastness, solemnity, 
careful arrangement, venerabil- 
ity, coolness of water and scenic 
charm. People come specially to 
see its ‘chrysanthemum cherry”’ 
tree, 300 petals to a flower. 

To Kyoto by train, and if 
there was indeed a slowdown 
strike (said to be as certain in 
springtime as the iris in flow- 
er), it didn’t slow the speed. 
Precious, precious Kyoto, cul- 
tural seat and keeper of the se- 
rene, ancient treasures, has a 
noisy facade of traffic and the 
ringing of pachinko parlors. But 
nowhere else in the world can 
you walk quietly in the Moss 
Garden (very early in the morn- 
ing, before the crowds), see the 
Kano screens in its castle, visit 
such fascinating doll shops, 
watch such gold and silver carp 
in the Tatsamura silk factory 
garden, see the Ryoanji Temple 
stone garden and experience the 
jewel of all Japan (I think)— 
the 16th-century Katsura Im- 
perial Villa, which synthesizes 
the grace and _ understated 
beauty that is innately Japan. 
You must apply at the Kyoto 
Municipal Tourist Office for per- 


mission to pay a visit to Katsura. 

| stayed at the Kyoto Inter- 
national Hotel, which is exact- 
ly as it sounds, excellently serv- 
iced. Toothpaste is free. 

Few Westerners seem to go to 
Awaji, an island in the Inland 
Sea much favored by Japanese 
honeymooners and convention- 
eers, known for pine groves and 
pretty colored-pebble beaches 
(the one beach | saw was lit- 
tered with enough sea-drifted 
junk to furnish a house). The 
Mikumakan Inn in’ Sumoto, 
reached after a two-hour steam- 


.er trip from Kobe, was a fasci- 


nation, a place to watch incent- 
ive groups (male) relax at slot 
machines and ping pong, to list- 
en to the laughter floating out 
from their official dinner party, 
to catch a look at the entertain- 
ment (the Kite Dance performed 
by local dancers). The fun and 
games were over before 9:00. 
In this culture-straddling ryokan 
(inn), the jukebox plays West- 
ern songs and there are color 
televisions and refrigerators full 
of soft drinks in the same ta- 
tami-covered bedrooms where 
you sleep on the floor and the 
mirrors of knee-high dressing 
tables are covered with a spiri- 
tually significant silk drapery. 
The Awaji thriller is a boat 
trip out to see a fantastic whirl- 
pool in the Naruto Strait. Most 
fantastic, the daring seaweed. 
gatherers who bring their small 
boats to the very rim of the 
whirlpool to collect this diet sta- 
ple. Another wonderment: in a 
shabby little theater in Fukura, 
the delicacy and skill of a bun- 
raku — puppet-drama perfor- 
mance, a thoroughly intelligible 
show even if | couldn't under- 
stand a word. 

According to the Japan Na- 
tional Tourist Organization's Of- 
ficial Guide ($15 but no trav- 
eler should be without it), Awaji 
is noted for buttons, onions, 
roof tiles, sardines and sweet- 
meats, but | found something 
else—magnificent shells, one 
poetically called yayoiharukaze, 
meaning ‘‘Spring Breeze in the 
Month of March." 

Sailing away from the island, 
next to me at the ship's rail was 
a pink-cheeked Awaji girl, clear- 
ly leaving for good, clutching 
flowers and waving a sad fare- 
well to her downcast girl friends 
on the dock. The ship’s Muzak 
played Auld Lang Syne. She put 
her head down on the rail as 
she cried (one must not let one’s 
emotions show). | naturally 
cried, too, but bare-facedly. 

Take money. Japan is high- 
priced these days, but a price- 
less eye-opener for any West- 
erner who wants to begin to un- 
derstand a people on the move.

—in wine-serving, it’s the taste that matters 


By LEONARD BERNSTEIN [() 
Drinking wine brings out the 
best in everyone. Discussing 
wine brings out the worst. No 
subject is handled with more 
bluff, more nonsense, and more 
outright arrogance. 

Come on, all you connois- 
seurs, admit it. If some poor 
host is serving a Chambertin 
with Sole Amandine, you make 
him miserable. If someone or- 
ders Chablis with veal, you give 
him the look-that-kills. Or the 
maitre d’ does, and nobody can 
stand up under the scornful 
gaze of a French maitre d’. 

At least that’s the way it used 

to be—strict rules, conventions 
and attitudes. Then a strange 
thing happened. Articles were 
written about how wrong the 
rules were. You could have a 
white wine with meat, they said, 
and you could have a red wine 
with fish. The rules came crash- 
ing down. What a delight! What 
a breath of fresh air! You didn’t 
have to order wine and undergo 
a cross-examination. You didn’t 
have to tremble when you 
brought wine to a friend's house. 
(Of course, you still must trem- 
ble before a French maitre d’, 
but that will never change.) 
A new attitude developed 
about wine. Drink anything with 
anything. And everybody was 
happy. And that is why, last 
week at dinner, our host served 
us a Chateauneuf-du-Pape with 
oysters on the half shell, and 
nobody tasted the oysters. 

The hostess noticed my sur- 
prise (my wife afterwards called 
it my distress) and said: ‘‘Leon- 
ard, how do you like the Cétes 
du Rhone with oysters?”’ 

“Oh, perfect—but perhaps 
just a little vigorous.” 

“There you go again with your 
hopelessly conventional values. 
James Beard recommended a 
red last week with some seafood 
dish. You're really out of it.”’ 
But Pve had enough of 
drink anything with anything. 

Drink anything with anything 
is not a bad rule if you happen 
to love anything with anything. 
If you adore Chablis with Beef 
Bourguignon, have it, by all 
means. But do understand there 
are better choices. It's a little 
like the rule wear anything with 
anything. Some color combina- 
tions just won't go; your old nar- 
row ties won't stand up against 
wide lapels. Nor will a Chablis 
against a Beef Bourguignon. 

A Chablis is delicate, with a 
subtle, almost fragile flavor. 
Food overpowers it easily. It 
needs a noncombatant food to 
survive. Fish, for example, is 


usually very kind to a Chablis. 

A Beef Bourguignon isa lusty, 
muscular dish. Nothing stands 
up to it. Well, maybe something. 
A strong red Burgundy would 
slug it out against Beef Bourgui- 
gnon—and what a lovely battle! 

So, for goodness’ sake, any- 
thing with anything doesn’t 
mean Chablis with Beef Bourgui- 
gnon. Even if you adore the 
Combination, pity your guests. 
Now yowll say |'ve put 
things back to red wine with 
meat. You’re wrong. Because 
even with the most overpower- 
ing of meat dishes, some white 
wines will stand up. Try a strong 
Rhine wine with a Beef Bourgui- 
gnon—particularly a Spatlese. 
It's not as good as Burgundy, 
but it’s good. And remember, 
we're talking about a powerful 
meat dish. Many meat dishes go 
very well with white wine. Veal 
Piccata, for example. 

On the other hand, if you're 
baking your veal in a casserole 
with mushrooms, onion, egg- 
plant and anchovies—and your 
guests can smell it as they walk 
up the steps—you need more 
muscle in your wine. Try a red. 

Let’s look at the reverse. A 
delicate brook trout doesn't have 
to have a white wine. But that 
doesn't mean you can marry it 
to a heavy red burgundy. A 
heavy red burgundy will smother 
a brook trout. Some reds will go 
nicely. A Beaujolais is fine. Add 
a few almonds to the trout and 
try a modest Bordeaux. It is 
taste against taste that matters. 
First, consider the dish you 
are serving, as a total dish. A 
duckling in orange sauce is 
heavy. A breast of chicken in a 
whisper of cream sauce is light. 
Fish is light. Bake it with cheese 
and mushrooms, and it can be 
heavy. Now consider the wine. 
Reds are usually heavy, but 
some are light—Beaujolais, for 
example. Whites are usually 
light, but a Rhine can be quite 
heavy. A strong dish demands a 
strong wine; a delicate dish, a 
delicate wine. 

Finally, allow for your own 
tastes. | find a Graves fairly 
heavy. Most people disagree. | 
prefer it with medium-heavy 
dishes; sweetbreads in a sauce, 
for instance. | find red Bordeaux 
light enough for all but the most 
subtle fish dishes. Others see 
it differently. 

So pay no attention to the old 
convention, red wine with meat. 
And ignore the new convention, 
drink anything with anything. 
Conventions—and _ anti-conven- 
tions—are dead. Good taste 
and judgment carry the day. @

cool, for a rooting period. As 
they start to come up | bring 
them to various parts of the 
house and garden. Paperwhite 
narcissuS are our favorites; 
these go right into bowls of 
pebbles and water and are the 
easiest flower of all for forcing. 
We have these sweet-scented 
blooms from Thanksgiving until 
spring by planting the first bulbs 
in late October or early Novem- 
ber, the last in February.”’ 

In the deep South, where 
there is no appreciable cold 
weather during winter, it is ad- 
visable to pre-cool tulip bulbs 
before planting. Some _ local 
nurseries provide this service; 
if yours do not, the pre-cooling 
procedure is simple. Merely 
place the tulip bulbs (in their 
original bags) in the bottom of 
a refrigerator where the temper- 
ature ranges from 40° to 45° 
for a period of six to eight 
weeks. The vegetable crisper is 
excellent. After the cooling peri- 
od, plant in the usual way. 

Apart from the bulbs already 
mentioned, there are many oth- 
er kinds for planting in the fall. 
Although today’s spectacular hy- 
brid lilies can be planted in early 
spring, fall is the ideal time. 
You'll find the bulbs on dispiay 
locally along with tulips and 
daffodils and in the autumn 
catalogs of mail-order firms. 
There are early-blooming §vari- 
eties that furl into bouquets 
with the last of the late tulips, 
others for midsummer and— 
perhaps the most beautiful of 
all—the aristocratic auratum 
and rubrum hybrids for August. 
Alliwums (ornamental onions), 
like lilies, also constitute a ma- 
jor family of hardy bulbs for 
flowers from spring until au- 
tumn. These vary from demure 
kinds smaller than a clump of 
chives (Allium schoenoprasum) 
to the space odyssey flower, 
Allium giganteum, which grows 
stalks to shoulder height, each 
topped by a sphere of lavender 
flowers that may measure 10 
inches in diameter. 


The anemones of florists are 
devils to grow except in cool 
but frost-free Southern gardens 
where they can be fall-planted. 
The cold-hardy A blanda is fair 
game in any climate. Use it as a 
carpeter near the front of a bor- 
der or in generous drifts in the 
company of rocks. It grows a 
scant six inches tall and blooms 


in the first breath of spring. The 


buttercup of florists, ranuncu- 
lus, is another beauty that can’t 
cope with cold winters, but you 
can force it for winter bloom in 
a cool, sunny, airy greenhouse 
—or fall-plant it outside in a 
mild-climate garden. 

IC's impossible to shop for 


bulbs without wondering about | 


all of the smaller, lesser known 
ones. These are commonly 
grouped as ‘‘minor’’ bulbs, al- 
though none of them seems mi- 
nor when well-grown and in its 
moment of glory. For example, 
Chionodoxa or glory of the snow 
dares to open sky-blue flowers 
even as snow melts around it. 
Plant this little bulb about three 
inches deep and three inches 
apart in drifts—in the lawn, 
strewn along a bank or in tidier 
clumps at the front of borders. 

Eranthis or winter aconite has 
a butterball-like flower with a 
clown ruff of green leaves on a 
three-inch stem. In a warm 
nook, these have the nerve to 
bloom as early as January. 
Plant about three inches deep 
and a couple of inches apart in 
clusters. In nicely moist soil, 
these will self-sow and spread 
in a pleasant manner. 


Dogtooth violets, species of | 


Erythronium, spread a beautiful 
carpet in a moist, shady loca- 
tion where soil is spongy and 
rich in well-rotted leaf mold. 
Along with dogtooth violets 





in a similar site, plant some | 


checkered lilies or guinea-hen 


flowers, Fritillaria meleagris. 
The crown imperiai, Fritillaria 
imperialis, is quite another 


bulb. It belongs in the com- 
pany of tulips or in a mixed 
border of spring-flowering bulbs 
and perennials. From a_ basal 
rosette of leaves, a strong stem 
rises to three feet tall, topped 
by a circle of downward-facing 
bell flowers in yellow, red or 
orange, these crowned by a 
smaller rosette of leaves, simi- 
lar to a pineapple. Plant crown 
imperial bulbs as early in au- 
tumn as you can get them, in 
well-cultivated soil. These and 


alliums are natural repellants to | 


mice and other 
sometimes chew up tulips and 
other bulbs.

Since so many houses today 
do not have space for a grand 
piano, it is fortunate that manu- 
facturers also build uprights 
(variously called verticals, spin- 
ets, consoles or studio pianos) 
with the same quality materials 
and workmanship. Your choice 
could safely narrow down to any 
instrument that you would enjoy 
hearing and playing (and look- 
ing at) every day. 

If your present budget won't 
stretch to include a new piano, 
go to an established dealer and 
try an instrument that has been 
rebuilt. Here you are protected 
by a guarantee—sometimes a 
short one—but you are starting 
out with something playable. 

Unless you are interested 
strictly in a museum piece, be 
wary of the gift, the heirloom 
and the dismantled player pi- 
ano. You can refinish and lac- 
quer and antique the cabinet 
for a conversation piece, but 
tuning and repairs will even- 
tually cost more than the price 
of a real musical instrument. 

It is quite possible to find a 
bargain in the want ads or 
among friends, especially if the 
owners are moving into smaller 
living quarters. Shop carefully 
and be even more particular if 
the piano is to be used for a 
child’s first music lessons. If 
it has a tinny or a dull sound, 
look elsewhere. You will never 
get reconciled to it and the 
original voice on an old piano 
cannot be radically changed. 
Look inside the piano at 
least as critically as you would 
raise the hood of a used car 
you contemplate buying. The 
felts of the hammers and damp- 
ers (the small pads that press 
the strings when the key is re- 
leased) should not be_ badly 
faded, water-streaked or moth 
eaten. A piano is at its best in 
both tone and action when the 
hammers have become firm. It 
deteriorates when they become 
rock hard or if the surface is 
flattened or marked by grooves 
from the strings. This is not a 
matter of weeks or months, but 
of years and years of playing. 

Try the keyboard. Does it feel 
right under your fingers? On 
some older pianos, the keys are 
too wide and high for easy play- 
ing. On others, notably players, 
they are too low to provide the 
necessary leverage for changes 
in volume of tone. Place the 
middle finger of your right hand 
on the very bottom note of the 
keyboard, turn your hand over 
and with your finger in the form 
of a sled runner, draw it over 
the keys to the topmost one. 
(Let your fingernail contact the 





keys). The result should be a 
uniform scale, and the keys 
should spring back without lag- 
ging or sticking. 


Now, about the pedals. Press | 2 


down the damper (also called ; 
the ‘‘sustaining’’ and often, 
mistakenly, the ‘‘loud’’ pedai). 
Play a very strong chord with 
both hands and release it, keep- 
ing the pedal firmly depressed. 
The tone should ring clearly for 
as jong as 30 seconds and then 
fade gradually without unpleas- 


ant overtones. Repeat and, as } / 


soon as the chord is released, |! 
let up on the pedal. Ail the tones | ° 
should be dampened instantly. 
The soft pedal on the left 
acts on an upright by moving 
the hammers closer to the 
strings, thus producing a softer 
tone with the same amount of 
pressure on the key. On a grand 
it shifts the entire action, in- 
cluding the keyboard, so that — 


the hammer strikes only one of | ' 


the three strings provided for 
each key—and produces a 
slightly different tonal effect. 
(Its use is often indicated in 
music by Una Corda). Play re- 
peated notes or chords with the 
same amount of force and find 
out if this actually happens. 

The middle or sostenuto 
pedal sustains single notes in 
the bass and is so rarely used 
that many makers of modern 
pianos omit it. Pedaling should 
not produce any mechanical 
noises within the piano. A 
thumping sound in the pedals 
will require a technician; a 
squeak can be cured by apply- 
ing a small amount of powdered 
graphite—available from any 
mechanic or drugstore. 

A piano may pass all these 
tests and still be out of tune. 
That's not a major problem. 

Now that you have brought 
a piano, where will you place it? 
Most important is exposure to 
temperature and humidity. All 
the fortissimo playing you do— 
or the neighbor’s children bang- 
ing out Chop Sticks—will not 
get a piano out of tune as quick- 
ly as sudden or drastic changes 
in’ temperature or humidity. 
Avoid an outside wall if possi- 
ble, especially near a window 
that is likely to be kept open in 
summer. Don’t place the piano 
in line with heat or air-condi- 
tioning outlets. When your piano 
is tuned, make an engagement 
for the next tuning—within a 
year at most, in six months if 
your seasonal weather changes 
are extreme. Never wait until 
the need is obvious. 

Finally, one of the best ways 
to care for a good piano is to 
make music on it every day. @

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Thanksgiving and Christmas weren't the same. Something 
was missing. | tried not to show this to the kids, but | didn’t 
feel very good on the hotidays. Christmas was pretty much the 
same as Thanksgiving. There’s nobody happier than | am now.” 
Thompson is pleased with his wife. ‘‘My wife had grown 
up in those five years—being on her own. My sons are eight 
and nine... | was gone for 61 months. When | first came back, 
it was quite startling. It was like coming back to a foreign coun- 
try—the general appearance, the hair, the clothing, the atti- 
tudes. Ranier is a small town—almost exactly the same as when 
| left. The kids are the same, but | think they've got a better way 
of life now than when | was their age. They’re more open. 
There's more of a European attitude.” 

Shirley Stark, whose husband is a lieutenant commander shot 
down May, 1966, has one daughter. ‘‘We went through the usual 
ritual when Bill was away. | could always—until last year— 
remove myself emotionally from Christmas—at least | thought 
so. | did what | had to do without getting my inner self involved. 
It was like | was steeling myself. We would decorate the tree and 
do the whole thing. Susie, who was 15 when Bill left, was beyond 
Santa Claus, so we went through it like two grownups. It was 
much more difficult for the ones with little children. 

‘| can be alone—! think that’s an art. During the six years | 
learned a lot about myself. However bad a lot of things were, 
some good came out of it.”’ 

Carol McCain is an extremist in keeping busy. “‘l had a 
large party the first year. | decided the best way to keep from 
becoming hysterical was to have an enormous party for 110. 
The last Christmas John was home we had a party for 100 in 
Meridian, Miss. | managed the toys and the party by going to 
the toy store two days ahead of time and getting everything the 
children needed—stashing it all away. Usually somebody wanted 
something | could order early. | even printed all the party invi- 
tations by hand, prepared the food and had it very elaborate so 
| wouldn’t think about Christmas. The children helped—a lot. | 
would pickle the shrimp and sit for hours cutting up things. 
| said to my boys ‘We have 40 gallons to get ready—let’s go.’ 

“| was the one that took it the hardest about John because in 
addition to what | felt, | always tried to keep the children 
busy with toys and games and walks on the beach so they 
wouldn't have time to think. But | was baking pies and crying 
all the time. Children are very resilient and if you act like 
everything’s great, they don’t have reason not to believe you.” 
For the families at home, it was a question of pretending 
everything was normal. For the men, the days were grim. There 
was no Thanksgiving—the only holiday celebration of this sea- 
son was Christmas. What was it like in a Vietnamese prison? 

Capt. James DiBernardo, in prison nearly six years, describes 
his first Christmas and succeeding ones. ‘‘My first was spent 
with two officers and an enlisted man. We met with the camp 
authorities, where a Christmas tree was set up and an altar 
with a crucifix over it. They gave us a shot of peach brandy, a 
cup of coffee and told us that in keeping with the humane and 
lenient treatment of the National Fund of Liberation, they would 
allow us to enjoy Christmas. The first year or so we weren't 
allowed to sing because that was considered a form of communi- 
cation and no communication was allowed. They outlined the 
program for the next day. It started with breakfast—our first 
and only one at that time: a couple of pieces of toast, coffee, 
some peanuts, a handful of lemon drop type candy. | was really 
flabbergasted—| didn’t expect anything like that. I’m not much 
of a sweets-eater myself, but after almost a year in captivity, and 
not getting anything up to then but watery soups and musty 
rice—when this came along it just knocked you on your heels. 
There was an ulterior motive. A couple of days later they wanted 
us to write about how great our Christmas was, so they could 
use it for propaganda purposes. 

“| told them what | thought of their Christmas. | told them 
that | had been lowered to the point where a handful of peanuts 
and a dozen lemon drops could excite me. 

“Of course | thought about my family every day and prayed 
for their safety and well-being. | pictured them celebrating 
Christmas as they would have had | been there with all the 
trimmings and the big tree. Although | never had any com- 
munication with my family during the five years | was a prison- 
er, | just assumed that everything was going on as usual—and 
to a certain extent it was.” (Continued on page 26)

North talks about his Christmas in Hanoi. “‘As a group, 
food was the big item, but for many it was a time to reflect and 
think about our families. One advantage | found was during 
the holiday you could count on being left alone. They weren't 
going to drag you off for something, so you had 24 hours of 
relative peace and quiet. You could think about what your family 
was doing. | tried to relive all the Christmases we had had in 
the past and project them into what my growing family was 
doing now. | tried to update Christmas from the few letters and 
photographs | received. 

‘After we got to know what was going on, when they came 
around to our cells and asked if we were Protestant or Catholic, 
I'd say ‘Who gets the most fruit?’ They would tell me it doesn’t 
make any difference. | told them | was an independent. On some 
occasions I'd say ‘Catholic’ and at other times |’d say ‘Protes- 
tant.’ | found that for some reason it might be a little more 
beneficial to be Protestant as they'd leave you alone a little more. 

“The Vietnamese didn’t understand our Christmas. They do 
now, but when they first talked to us in 1966 and 1967, they 
were interested in learning. Try to explain Santa Claus to a 
North Vietnamese. 

‘The North Vietnamese in charge of our group took great 
delight in making fun of God. They'd ask, ‘If there is a God, why 
doesn’t he get you out of here?’ 

‘“ ‘He will,’ I'd say. ‘God doesn't always have a timetable.’ 

“The first Christmas was the hardest, but the last three years 
—1970, 1971 and 1972—when we were together in larger 
numbers, we had Christmas services that we did ourselves. We 
had a room chaplain, for instance, and we had a choir. Some of 
the men actually had a lot of experience in singing and one had 
directed a choir. It was a combination church service/family 
day that you would have at home. The service was nondenomina- 
tional with singing—-some songs had been written in prison— 
and then there would be a sermon. 

‘We gave imaginary presents—presents that had to do with 
a quirk in a man’s character. For what we had to work with, | 
think we had a pretty impressive Christmas.” 

Lt. Comdr. McCain—the man whose wife gave a party for 110 
the first year he was away—describes his Christmases past. 
“Last year the treatment had eased a tremendous amount and 
the camp authorities allowed us to live together with 35 other 
prisoners. | was the entertainment officer. We organized a lot 
of plays and skits, the highlight of which was a play called, with 
all due respect to Mr. Dickens, A Christmas Carol. 

‘| played the role of Scrooge, a friend of mine played the 
Ghost, a great big balding guy from Colorado played Mrs. 
Crotchett, another fat guy played Tiny Tim. It was all rather 
lighthearted. And the Air Force colonel who had directed the 
Air Force Academy Choir, made arrangements for Christmas 
carols. It was very, very good. As was their habit, the North 
Vietnamese did not lean on us as heavily at Christmas as at 
other times. They were fairly lax. The fact is that there were 
some heavy bombings going on— it spoiled some of our plans. 
The important thing in prison is to keep busy. We would devote 
almost a week to Christmas. 

‘| was there for five Christmases. The first three were similar 
in that | was living in solitary confinement. Except that they 
would give us better food on that day, it was a lonely experi- 
ence. The first Christmas’’ (North and DiBernardo agree) ‘‘was 
more poignant than the rest. In Christmas, 1970, they played 
some music they had taped from the Voice of America—Christ- 
mas carols and an album by Eddie Fisher. It’s like they threw a 
switch on one day. They would all smile and be rather gentle 
and the next day they would be in the old routine again. There 
was no communication and no singing until they allowed us to 
live together. No noise of any kind the first three years. | moved 
into a big room November, 1971. 

North believes that all the men thought less of home as the 
years went on and adopted a philosophy of ‘‘This is Life.’’ That 
philosophy says ‘we have to make the most of what we have 
and not think about what we're missing at home.’ ‘‘It’s hard to 
sit here in Wellfleet,’’ North says, ‘‘and imagine that we actually 
had fun, but if you were thrown into that environment for six 
or seven years you'd have fun. After a while, dungeon living is 
a way of life. You can’t sit there for six or seven years with a 
big, black cloud over you. There were a few who did, but most 
of us tried to keep smiling.” (Continued on page 33)

The common clay flowerpot in all its red 
earthenware glory is in fine taste holding a plant in the window 
of a cheerful breakfast room, but two of them glued together 
and fitted with a light bulb and a dinky shade to be plunked on 





an end table in a formal living room might be justified in 
feeling embarrassed. Orrefors crystal is almost always su- 
perb, but set on a plastic tablecloth with the melamine din- 
nerware bought a week at a time at the supermarket, it 
loses some of its glamour. . . . The point is that, to be in 
good taste, a thing must be both gracefully executed and 
appropriate to the time and place. Confusing taste with good 
design can result in some mind-boggling juxtapositions.— 
L.S., Pittsburgh, Pa. 


Referring to the article “A Matter of Taste,” | can- 
not help but comment. | particuiarly agreed with and enjoyed 
reading over the opinion of August Heckscher. What is good 
taste today? Exactly what it was 100 years ago and exactly 
what it will be 100 years from now.

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Another new advance in ‘color television is the in-line picture 
tube. Somewhat lighter in weight and shorter than earlier con- 
ventional tubes, it utilizes fine vertical phosphor lines instead of 
dots to give a clean, sharp color picture. 

One of the latest developments is the LDR (light dependent 
resistor). This compact marvel literally ‘“‘looks’”’ at the amount 
of light in the room. When the room is bright, (Continued) 
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a TV picture should be brighter; LDR automatically turns it 
up. Under subdued lighting conditions, the LDR senses that 
a too-bright picture would be glaring to the eye, and cuts it 
down to a comfortable level. Now there is an even more ad- 
vanced LDR circuit that automatically adjusts picture con- 
trasts and color as well as overall brightness in response to 
the amount and strength of lighting in the room. 

There are two other recent, but less revolutionary, 
developments that are worth knowing about. One is an auto- 
matic remote control unit that can scan both UHF and VHF 
channels, stopping only when it receives a broadcast signal. 
This enables you to find a program you want by remote control 
without switching one channel at a time from channel to chan- 
nel. The other development is click-stop tuning on UHF chan- 
nels. Previously, UHF channels had to be tuned in by turning

for trouble. If you offer him money as a reward, isn’t this a 
form of bribery? What message does the child receive about 
(1) using money to manipulate people and (2) his own stand- 
ing with you, if he can buy your approval—and, by childhood’s 
natural extension, your love? 

‘Some parents insist children should earn every cent they 
receive, lest they grow up believing one gets something for) 
nothing,'’’ Edith G. Neisser said at a conference of the National 
Council on Family Relations. ‘‘In these families children are 
generally paid for helping with household tasks. They grow to 
regard everything and everyone as having a price, while co-} 
operation, mutual aid and similar values that make for emo- 
tional depth and richness tend to go undeveloped.” 

Or, as Dr. Salk says, succinctly: ‘‘The parent who pays a child 
to take the garbage out is creating a monster.”’ 

A little bit of yes: However, when the chores are special 
jobs that an outsider might otherwise be hired to do, it’s okay 
to offer your child the job, for pay. 

Every youngster needs the chance to earn some extra money. 
Ideally, he should do so outside the home, on a businesslike 
basis. But this is not always possible and parents can, if they 
wish, provide the opportunity. Every household has special jobs 
that need doing—and that a child can legitimately be paid to do. 

Such tasks might be one-time special assignments, such as 
putting up screens or storm windows, painting the porch or 
cleaning the attic. Or they might be regular heavy chores, such 
as mowing the lawn or shoveling snow. Either way, keep the 
relationship businesslike, as you would with anyone you hire: 
Agree on wages in advance, pay promptly when the job is done 
"and give your child the option to refuse the job entirely. 

Many parents, of course, equally justified, expect their chil- 
dren to do any and all jobs as members of the family, with no 
question of pay. The decision is yours. But if you decide on 
payment for these special tasks, the things some parents see 
as above and beyond the normal call of family responsibility, 
child development authorities will back you up. 

‘Children need money,’’ Louise Bates Ames, chief psycholo- 
gist of The Gesell Institute of Child Development, tells 
us. ‘‘It's much better for them to work for it 
than to beg. It lends dignity.’

In retro- 
spect, I’d color her gold, from 
the tanned and tow-headed Nor- 
wegian crew to the understated 
Scandinavian modern plushness 
of its major Norse Lounge to 
the out-and-out gold-and-red of 
my favorite Club Viking, a shim- 
mering dance, piano-bar, late- 
night place that had made its 
personality felt before the ship 
was two weeks at sea. Every 
ship worth its salts is a per- 
sonality. This young 25,000- 
ton long-distance runner, I'm 
sure, has made it. After her 
Christmas and Round the World 
cruises, she'll do a 40-day 
spring cruise through the Med- 
iterranean and the wine-dark 
seas of Greece, from New York 
on April 10 (from $2270). Then 
on July 2, she’s off for 44 days 
to the North Cape and Russia. 
Her sister, the Sagafjord, which 
she strongly resembles, has an 
almost militantly-devoted _ fol- 
lowing of cruisers who sign up 
for her cruises years ahead. 

Nobody knows how many 
Americans go cruise-sailing out 
of such foreign ports as Pi- 
raeus, Venice, Rotterdam, Lon- 
don, Genoa, Cannes (to name 
only a few possible overseas 
points of cruise origins), but it’s 
estimated that close to a mil- 
lion Americans took cruises out 
of American ports in 1972. 
That's 17,000 more than in 
1971, and this year’s figures 
are rapidly rising. One reason 
is that on the money's worth 
basis, lots of people look at 
cruising as something of a bar- 
gain in travel money. For ex- 
ample, that 94-day off-to-see- 
the-world cruise breaks down to 
approximately $65 a day with 
wave-scooting transportation 
across 23,000 miles of the 
globe included and 23 ports 
of call. What with rising hotel 
rates and restaurant tabs, this 
is not outrageously expensive 
basic maintenance when you 
count in three pretty fancy 
meals a day plus afternoon tea 
and midnight supper. There’s 
the relaxing fact that once you 
are settled into a stateroom, 
there you are for the duration, 
with no luggage heave-ho at ev- 
ery stop or wonderment about 
hotel reservations. You can 
make a cruise whatever you 
want it to be—a rest cure, a 
live-it-up session, or even a 
time to pursue a special inter- 
est or improve your mind, your 
looks or your cookery skills.

Alt the source 


—the pleasures of dining in the kitchen 


By BRUCE DAVID COLEN ( 
There .is a wonderful restaurant 
in New York City’s Chinatown 
that honors its prized and faith- 
ful customers by allowing them 
to eat in the kitchen. ‘‘Regu- 


lars’’ call days in advance to 
reserve the one long. table 
squeezed between chopping 


counters laden with greens and 
glazed ducks and a huge black 
iron stove where six T-shirted 
chefs perform their wok magic. 
My wife is our sole chef-in- 
residence and we do not accept 
reservations; but if we want to 
make close friends—and our- 
selves—particularly happy, we, 
too, shun the formal dining 
room and have parties in the 
kitchen. Given today’s servant- 
less society, | believe that it is 
the only civilized way to enter- 
tain. That may seem a contradic- 
tion in terms, a clash of pots 
and pans with Puccis and ele- 
gant evening pajamas. But it 
isn't, not if it is a room of visual 
treats and human comforts. 
Ours must have some of 
these qualities, for guests never 
seem to need a second sum- 
mons to finish their cocktails 
and come to dinner. While such 
commendable punctuality might 
be attributed to a deliberate 
shortage of space-wasting cana- 
pes, once our guests enter the 
kitchen, it is their visual appe- 
tites that slow down the actual 
seating. Their sightseeing jour- 
ney from kitchen door to table, 
a distance of 25 feet, has been 
known to take 10 minutes. 
On blue-tiled counters are 
baskets and bowls holding fresh 


vegetables from our garden, 
some of them used in_ that 
evening’s boiled beef: celery 


root, parsnips, baby carrots and 
white onions. In the scoop of an 
o'd grocery store scale lie po- 
tatoes the diameter of half a 
dollar, pulled from the earth 
that afternoon, and red onions 
with their stems and pin-cush- 
ion flowers still attached. Over 
the sink, the just-washed salad 
of bibb lettuce and _ ruchetta 
drips from a wire basket. Lined 
up on the chopping block are 
colored tin drinking cups filled 
with dill, shallots, scallions and 
parsley, ready to be cut up at 
the last moment for the boiled 
beef and salad. Almost hiding 
the electric squeezer is a week’s 
supply of citrus: oranges, limes, 
lemons and. grapefruit, each 
fruit formed into pyramids atop 
primitive Spanish plates. The 
oven door is ajar, allowing all 
to see and smell the loaves of 
French bread being heated, the 
breadsticks being crisped. And 































































on the nearby stove, the top has 
been teasingly left off the sim- 
mering pot of beef. Beside it, a 
copper server of strong Turkish 
coffee. Within view of the table, 
as a subtle warning to pro- 
gram one’s capacity, is the des- 
sert: a raspberry mousse top- 
heavy with whipped cream. 

As guests shift their eyes 
from stomach level, they see 
bowls and pitchers of flowers 
or, when the garden is resting, 
containers of leaves, potted 
plants and ferns. The walls of 
this seeming market-flower stall 
read like a gastronomic travel 
poster of countries visited, an- 
tique shops browsed. On hooks 
here are hanging a five-prong 
pitchfork made from an espal- 
iered sapling, a faience string 
of intertwined garlic that almost 
smells real, ironstone, copper

The first, and possibly the 
most significant, The Original 
Fannie Farmer Cook Book, 1896 
‘Hugh Lauter Levin Associates, 
jistributed by Crown Publishers, 
is a facsimile of the 
first edition of The Boston Cook- 
ing-School Cook Book, now 
zenerally Known as_ ‘‘Fannie 
Farmer.’’ Fannie Merritt Farmer 
will go down in history as ‘‘the 
mother of level measurements”’ 
because it was she who first 
began to rationalize kitchen 
measures, having been outraged 
by the inaccuracy of traditional 
“pinches of salt’’ and ‘‘nuts of 
butter.’ The illustrations and

carried advertisements) may

discover is that despite the time 
lapse, “‘Fannie,’’ vintage 1896,

The second book, The Dione 
Lucas Book of French Cooking, 
by Dione Lucas and Marian 
Gorman (Little, Brown $14.95), 
is the culmination of the life

With the revival of interest in 
breadmaking in full swing, it is 
not all surprising that we have 
three new books on the subject 
and that one is by James Beard, 
a homemade-bread baker for- 
ever, Beard on Bread (Knopf, 
$7.95) is a personal sampling 
of his favorite breads and makes 
no pretence at being a basic 
book. Nevertheless, as you 
would expect, the basic facts 
are all there. Writing with his 
usual contagious enthusiasm, 
Beard makes you want to go 
into the kitchen and make 
bread, adding, ‘“‘Once you're 
hooked on the miracle of yeast, 
you'll be a breadmaker all your 
life.’’ Bake on, Sir James! Un- 
like the other two books, he dis- 
cusses the use of the electric 
mixer, which this sloth of a 
breadmaker swears by. Charm- 
ingly and generously illustrated 
by Carl Steucklen. 

The New York Times Bread 
and Soup Cookbook by Yvonne 
Young Tarr (Quadrangle/The 
New York Times Co. $9.95 
through Dec. 31; $12.50 there- 
after) is a logical mix because 
almost any soup calls for gooc 
bread. Actually a collection of 
international recipes, this is an 
unusually interesting and useful 
book—very particularly right 
now. The third of the trio, 
Bread, Making it the Natural 
Way, by Joan Weiner and Diana 
Collier (Lippincott, $7.95), two 
dedicated health food enthusi- 
asts, strikes us as a book the 
organic food faddists will love. 
Like Beard’s book, this, too, 
gives sources for ingredients. 

Soups for All Seasons by 
Stella Standard (Lancer Books, 
$1.95 paperback) covers soups 
exhaustively—hot, cold, cream, 
fish, fruit and vegetable, plus 
stews and a collection of rec- 
ipes from some of Europe's 
great restaurants. 

Clearly, one of the outstand- 
ing books of 1973 is The Classic 
Italian Cook Book by Marcella 
Hazan (Harper's Magazine 
Press, $10.95 through Dec. 31;

cuisines. In addition to the thor- 
oughly tested recipes, there is 
an excellent glossary of unfamil- 
iar ingredients and a list (na- 
tional) of food sources. A sec- 
ond book, Geoffrey Holder's 
Caribbean Cookbook (Viking, 
$6.95) concentrates on Trini- 
dadian food, since he was born 
in Trinidad and knows _ it 
best. Dancer-singer-actor-paint- 
er-designer Holder has ‘‘com- 
posed”’ a small, charming book 
with his own drawings and full- 
color illustrations. Mrs. Evelyn 
Marks of New York’s Center Art 
Gallery, says, ‘‘Holder has been 
compared to Monet.” 

An Invitation to Indian Cook- 
ing by Madhur Jaffrey (Knopf, 
$7.95) is the best book we've 
ever seen on Indian cooking. 
Mrs. Jaffrey learned to cook by 
airmail (her mother was_ in 
India; she was a homesick stu- 
dent in England). Obviously, she 
had a bent for cooking and, 
equally obvious, for writing. The 
result is a delightful, personal 
book that will surely lure you 
into trying your hand at Indian 
cooking. In addition to an ex- 
cellent glossary, she gives a 
list of food sources (national).

The wall. the objects. 
the composition—all 
must work together in 
a good arrangement 


Editors PHYLLIS BARTLETT and CONSTANCE BOGEN © The 
rugs are down, the furniture arranged; but the walls are bare. 
You have planned to do a grouping of prints, paintings and 
objects on one wall, and now, if you’re like most people, these 
questions arise: Where to start? How is an arrangement hung? 
Consider first whether or not the pictures are right for the 
room they’ll hang in. Some pictures work well in a bedroom but 
are not harmonious with a formal living room. Specifically, a 
formal grouping usually has objects and pictures of the same 
mood, though not necessarily of the same 
period. An informal grouping can mix 
frame styles (from Baroque to slim-line 
metal), colors of mats, interspersed with 
objects like baskets picked up in traveling, 
family memorabilia or even hand-painted 
dishes. Personal collections or variations 
on a theme can also make novel wall ar- 
rangements using mixed media for great- 
For example, Designer Daren 
Pierce, an owl enthusiast, has created a 
picture wall in his bedroom composed en- 
tirely on the owl theme. His headboard 
with gilded owl carving has been hung 
over the bed, rather than attached to the 
bed frame. Prints, paintings, carvings, 
ceramics and a Japanese scroll—all of 
owls——Surround the gilded headboard. 
Interior Designer Lloyd Bell mixed orig- 
inal paintings and prints in the two wall 
groupings shown here. In the bedroom 
grouping below, he extended the arrange- 
ment beyond the headboard, yet achieved 
a serene sense of balance by incorporating 
the eight pictures, the headboard and the 
lights into one over-all composition. In 
a living room of the same New York 
partment (above right), he accented a floor-to-ceiling arrange- 
pent with a wall-mounted sculpture and a standing statue on 
each side of the paintings. A spot and light trough, affixed to 
the ceiling, illuminates the gallery. 
To help you nee” your wall arrangement, a few guidelines: 
1. The scale, or relationship 
of the size of objects to each 
other, is the most important 
factor. Usually, things of dif- 
ferent sizes should be adjacent 
4 . to one another. You may, how- 
ed oO = * ever, use, aS one unit, a pair 
‘ of prints or sculptures of the 
} same approximate dimensions. 
! A good beginning is to place 
| the larger objects first, since 
i they tend to become the nat- 
, ural focal point. Then position 
the other pieces around them. 
2. The amount of space be- 
= a tween the pictures and objects 
is as important as thei in the grouping. Be sure to leave 
enough space between each piece so that every item can be 
appreciated for itself, besides contributing to the whole. 
3. The height that the picture is placed is important, too. A 
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current trend is to hang a picture at eye level or below—ofte 
where the central point of the composition is. If you hang a 
painting low on the wall over a sofa, pull the sofa away from 
the wall so that your guests will not be leaning against it. 

4. |f you have more material than you can actually fit into a 
good composition, don’t be dismayed. You can make another 
small grouping for another wall or, as many decorators do, re- 
fresh the main wall grouping by changing it from time to time. 

5. Another element that should be considered as part of the 
total arrangement is the wall itself. If the wall is dark, you may 
want to create color contrast by hanging objects that are light 
enough to stand out (or vice versa). Be sure that any color 
contrast isn’t so great that it is distracting. Of course, the wall 
should be clean and smooth for hanging the arrangement. 

Now, to the specifics. You’ve selected the pieces to be in- 
cluded in the grouping and decided on the location. How to ar- 
range them? First measure the total area that you’ve planned 
to cover with your 
selections—for ex- 
ample, from the 
left outer edge of 
one end table to 
the right outer 
edge of the sofa 
arm, and_ length- 
wise, from four 
inches above the 
sofa to four inches 
below the top wall 
molding. Now 
measure each pic- 
ture and object to 
be hung in this 
area. Transfer the 
measurements of 
the wall area to a 
scale drawing on 
graph paper. Make 
scale drawings of 
the pictures and 
objects and trans- 
fer them to card- 
board, then cut 
them out. Move 
the cardboard cutouts around on the graph paper until you've 
arrived at an attractive composition. If the pictures are small, 
spread some newspaper on the floor in front of the wall area 
and arrange them this way. Next, determine the exact position 
of hooks or other hanging devices on paper. If you're using 
picture wire, the hook will be placed at the apex of the wire when 
it’s stretched taut. Measure the distance from the apex of the 
wire to the top center of the frame to get the point where the 
hook should be placed. If you’re working with graph paper, you'll 
have to do the measuring on the wall. First measure horizontally, 
then vertically, crossing the lines to get the exact spot for in- 
stalling the hook. Choose the method best for you. 

What are the best ways to hang different objects? Dan Friend 
of Danwal, a New York firm that hangs work for museums and 
decorators, emphasizes that ‘‘hanging a picture is much more 
than using a hammer and nail.’’ The weight of the object, ma- 
terial of the wall and the type of hook are all important. Friend 
recommends picture wire for small prints and a hook on each 
end of a larger work to provide greater stability. ‘‘There’s a way 
to hang anything,’’ he maintains, but advises that when you are 
hanging heavy or valuable objects, you consult a professional. 
A professional's expertise insures against damage to the ob- 
ject—and injury to yourself and others, should it fall. 

A picture hook of the correct size can be used for most 
plaster walls, although a Moore (Continued on page 224)

What a marvelous mix-up! Wayside flowers 
and wispy weeds. Snippets of grass and 
blooms plucked from the back-yard garden. 
Fruits and vegetables gleaned from 

the neighborhood market. A medley of the 
glowing and the growing, these enchanting 
arrangements for the holidays were 
created by Paris Designer-florist Jacques 
Bedat, each a naturally lovely centerpiece 
for a harvest dinner or to grace a side table. 
Bedat, who begins with pad and pencil at his} 
desk, thoughtfully sketches each intriguing 

new combination before he actually begins 

to arrange it. “| choose the elements 

for the way they blend with each other, 

of course, but | also consider the size 

of the table on which the arrangement will ‘ 
stand. Sometimes I'll use colors that contrast 
with the background; at other times | 

will work more toward harmony with the 
background.” What results is a uniquely 
personal combination of ingredients. 

1. A fantasy mix: pale endive, pyracantha 
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berries and ferns in a shallow bowl. 
2. Lovely simplicity: snowberries 
spreading gracefully over a vertical 
cylinder vase of white ceramic. 

3. The perfect harvest setting, a 
round, hollowed-out pumpkin, ears of 
corn and grapes with fall foliage. 

4. A delightful combination, and one 
easily adaptable to whatever fruit 
and flowers you might have on 

hand: a shallow wicker basket holds 
a pyramid of ripening apricots, 

now garnished by white marguerites. 
5. Bibb lettuce, the leaves spread 
gently apart after washing, receives 
a garland of daisies. Other leaf 
lettuce varieties could be substituted. 
6. Exquisite orange tiger lilies, 
yellow achillea, mushrooms, heather, 
moss and rocks, set in a wicker 
basket for a towering vertical effect. 
7. When M. Bedat returns to his 
native Switzerland to look for 

wild plants in the mountains, such a 
visit may inspire a table scene 

like this: green apples, wild grasses 
and weeds, a shiny green gourd, 
blue delphinium and white autumn 
clematis on a china fruitstand. 

8. In a copper tub, a lavish splash 
of pinkish garlic bloom, white 
snapdragons, ivy, fennel, artichoke, 
sage, yarrow, green almonds, 
hazelnuts and gooseberry, each 
ingredient providing its own charm. 
9. Ruffled marigolds and tall 
goldenrod are mixed with parsley, 
paprika, tomatoes, peas and 
eggplant in a heavy clay bowl. 

To test your own talent for Bedat’s 
art, learn to look for the 

natural beauty that’s near at hand. 
Late fall is a season that provides 

a bounty of material suitable to 
this type of treatment. So, next 
time you’re tramping in the woods 
(or browsing in the supermarket), 
take heed: The result of the 
imaginative eye can be a table 
arrangement of personal flair.

Park the cars on the street. Scrub down and hose off the 
floor. Tidy the storage shelves. Staple quilts or sheets 

on the walls. Hang wicker fruit baskets as shades for bare 
light bulbs. Set up folding tables and drape them with 
felt. Rent a platform for dancing, hire a small rock group 
and engage a caterer. And there you have Designer 
Clifford Stanton’s formula for a swinging garage party 
Southampton, L. I.-style. The double garage. Catchall. And 
scene of a cultural phenomenon, the garage sale. As a 
party place, the double garage is one large room, 

often high-ceilinged. that can be decorated in advance 
without disrupting the household. And perhaps best of 
all, when the party’s over, you can throw out the garbage.

For a large 
party, Stanton likes the ease 
of a buffet where the guests help 
themselves. For real joie de 
vivre, there’s nothing like eood 
live music—‘*We even danced 
out on the driveway.” At Ease 
caterers served crudites. lime 
and buttermilk dips, hearty beef 
casserole, onion and tomato 
vinaigrette and three-bean salad. 
breadsticks and home-baked 
bread. Stanton’s friend, Ed 
Stifler, a Manhattan florist. 
added bouquets of peacock 
feathers and pampas plumes.

Candles. flowers and music help estab- 
lish a festive mood. In the evening. every- 
thing and everybody look better by can- 
delight. Flowers in casual bouquets, placed 
where guests can see and smell them, can 
do wonders for a party room. Play music 
suited to the party and the guests—or none 
at all. Really loud rock is out. unless you 
are having a wild dance; so is opera or 
any music that has to be listened to. 

If yowre really rushed and don’t have 
help. tidy up the public spaces in your 
home and forget serious cleaning. Concen- 
trate effort where it will do the most good, 
probably in the preparation of food and 
drink. Be a great cook and the world will 
flock to your feet—or, more precisely, your 
kitchen. But it takes more than cooking 
ability to entertain well. Plan. Do things 
you like to prepare, but avoid anything 
that keeps you in the kitchen most of the 
time after guests arrive. You can give a 
party at which everyone has a splendid 
time, but just as you finish in the kitchen, 
they all go home—and you hate it. Be care- 
ful also of serving so late that everyone has 
to stave off hunger by eating too many hors 
Woeuvres and drinking too much. 

Will it be buffet or sitdown? All too 
often buffet is equated with careless casu-

match, it doesn’t matter. Unless you're giv- 
ing a party on the mass scale. the apprecia- 
tion of your guests will be well worth the 
extra time cleaning the real thing instead 
of using paper or plastic. 

Drinking patterns are changing con- 
stantly. the same as parties in general. If 
you are inexperienced at stocking the bar. 
consult with your neighborhood liquor 
dealer. There is definitely a trend to lighter 
drinks, and often only wine is served. For 
a really big party. the serving of one de- 
licious punch is the easiest way to handle 
libations. Hiring a bartender depends al- 
most entirely on the size of the party. For 
an intimate affair, say up to 10 or 12 guests. 
the hostess or host, possibly with the help 
of a guest. can easily tend bar. For a larger 
party, its always nice to be served the first 


round, and after that it can be “mix your 
own,” provided there is someone responsi- 
ble for replenishing mixers and ice. If 
you're serving mixed drinks to more than 
30 guests. hire a bartender. It generally 
works best to serve food and drink in sepa- 
rate areas, or even in different rooms, to 
avoid having traffic jams. 

You've planned well. issued explicit in- 
vitations to the right people, prepared the 
food and drink, set your mood-setters to 
work and pulled yourself together. If you 
are actually ready and waiting, you've is- 
sued invitations for later than you think or 
your guests have been held up. literally 
(most unfortunate) or figuratively (how 
fortunate for you). But now the doorbell 
rings. You have time for one relaxing sigh, 
then you open up. all smiles. Your party’s 
on. What happens from this point is almost 
as much the responsibility of your guests 
as it is yours, but there are some specific 
party manners that always help to make 
everybody there have a much better time.

Peeple like to be greeted at the door by 
the host, hostess or a guest who is cheerful 
(and sober) and be relieved of coats, bags. 
umbrellas and what not. Most like to have 
a quick look in the hall mirrer. Next come 
introductions, which, strangely enough 
seem less needed at uncivilized affairs 
where people are so crowded they can’t 
help rubbing elbows than at dinner parties 
with all kinds of awkward spaces to cross. 
Bad form is to say, “Nancy. this is Bill.” 
Better, “Nancy, this is Bill. He’s in pub- 
lishing. She’s in kitchen design.” Give a 
clue, but not a resume. 

This kind of hospitality holds for most 
entertaining. Be attentive. but don’t hover. 
Make people feel at home. Let them know 
you are genuinely glad to have them. En- 
list help if you need it—to make drinks or 
the salad or to pass the hors d’oeuvres. 

Who owes whom? The best party-givers 
don’t keep track. They entertain for plea- 
sure, the same as others play tennis, do 
needlepoint or paint. As one of my favorite 
hostesses says, “If everybody who owes me 
a party invited me to one, then I'd have a 
full-time job—and no hobby.” 

\ note for guests: When the party’s over 
its always nice to extend thanks—by tele 
phone or note—even if you brought win 
or a box of chocolates. Flowers are ni

Yow ll note our menus 
(right) are limited to four 
or, at most, eight people 
and for avery good reason. 


We planned these as 
intimate family dinners to 
be served with a minimum 
of ceremony and a 
maximum of informality.

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By JACQUES PEPIN (J Close to Bresse, which we 
surveyed last month, lies the Lyonnais province. 
Historically, its capital, Lyon (which was 
called Lugdunum when it originally was founded 
in 43 B.C.) was the religious capital of the Gauls 
under the Roman emperor Claudius. And in the 
early L6th century, Lyonnais poets such as 
Maurice Scéve, Pernette du Gillet, Louise Labé 
and Antoine Héroét paved the way for the 
‘pleiade’ school (Ronsard, Du Bellay) that was 


to bring French poetry to heights never again 
attained until the symbolists. Gastronomically, 
the Lyonnais specializes in pike quenelles, 
eardoons au gratin, hot cervelas with truffles in 
brioche, ete. The three-star status of three 
restaurants—Paul Bocuse and La Mere Charles 
in Lyon and Les Trois Gros in Roanne—testifies 
to the excellence of the Lyonnais cooking.

SALADE DE PISSENLITS AU LARD 


The word dandelion comes from the French dent-de-lion, meaning lion’s tooth, 
undoubtedly deriving from the dandelion’s jagged-edge leaves. Wild dande- 
lions, plentiful ean April to August, have more bite than the cultivated 
ones and the greens may be eaten either raw in salad or cooked like spinach.

Heat the oil in a large skillet and brown the bread on both sides. Let cool 
enough to handle, then rub each piece with the whole clove of garlic. Set 
aside. Cut the bacon into strips '-inch thick and then cut each strip crosswise 
into small 12-inch-long sticks. Place the bacon lardons in a saucepan, cover 
wich cold water and bring to a boil. Let simmer three to four minutes, then 
cool under cold water and drain. Now, put the lardons in a skillet and cook over 
medium heat until crisp and brown. Meanwhile, mix the anchovies, chopped 
garlic and salt and pepper in a large salad bowl. Add the dandelion greens 
and pour the hot lardons, with the fat in the skillet, over the salad. Immediately. 
pour the vinegar into the hot skillet and shake. Pour over the salad. Toss 


and add egg quarters and croutons. Serve on lukewarm plates to five to six. 


CHICKEN LYONNAIS 





Whenever the adjective Lyonnais is used, it implies that onions are a part of 
the recipe—and that is true for this chicken dish, too. 





2 31%-pound chickens 

cups sliced onions 

cup bread crumbs (fresh, if possible) 
tablespoons butter 

tablespoon vegetable oil 

cloves garlic, peeled, crushed and chopped 
14 cup water 

3 teaspoons salt 

11% teaspoons freshly ground black pepper 


Trim the chicken wings by removing the tips at the last joint. Split each chicken 
through the back and then flatten each half until it lies even on the table. Sprin- 
kle on each side with 2 teaspoons of salt and 1 teaspoon pepper. Take 2 table- 
spoons of the butter and rub each chicken half on the skin side. Then place the 
chicken halves on a tray. skin side up, in a 425° oven for 25 minutes. Turn 
the chicken over and cook an additional 15 minutes on the other side. 

Meanwhile, melt the remaining butter with the oil in a saucepan. Add the 
onions, | teaspoon salt and 12 teaspoon pepper. Cook on medium heat on top 
of the stove for 12 minutes, turning occasionally so the onions will cook evenly. 
Add the chopped garlic and cook for another two minutes. All the onions 
should be cooked through and light brown in color. 

Turn the chicken halves back over so the skin side is again on top, then 
arrange the onion mixture on top of the chicken. Top with the bread crumbs.

POIRES 
AU VIN ROUGE 


Pears cooked in red wine are served in all 
of the different wine-growing regions of 
France. But the recipe is most successful, 
in my opinion, when made with a strong, 
robust wine that will sustain these several 
hours of cooking and still retain some of 
the pears > original flavor. 

An earthy: Beaujolais is excellent for 
this, and the best pears to use are the hard 
species, such as the bose (which is the 
brown variety with the long, tapered neck). 
the anjou (speckled with red and green) 
and the comice (usually large and_ pot- 
bellied with green marking). The bartlett 
will fall apart too easily for this recipe and 
this kind should be avoided, unless your 
oven-cooking time is adjusted accordingly.

1 quart ‘of good, dry red wine

only the yellow part) 


Since the pears are poached standing up 
(so that they retain their shape), you will 
need a kettle large enough to hold all of 
the pears but not so large Mila they will fall 
over or slip apart during the cooking. Peel 
the pears, trying not to sever the stem ( for 
esthetic reasons). Then put the pears in 
the kettle, standing up, securely placed 
against one another. Add the sugar, wine 
and lemon peel. Your liquid should just 
cover the pears. Bring to a boil, then place 
the kettle on a metal tray, so you will have 
a uniform distribution of heat. and cover 
the kettle to keep the pears from drying 
out, but leave a little space open so the 
steam can escape and the liquid will reduce. 
Now place the kettle and tray in a 350° 
oven and let the pears cook for 3! hours. 
At the end of the cooking time, remove the 
kettle from the oven and let the pears cool 
slowly in their own liquid. 

At serving time, place the pears—which 
should have a mahogany color—standing 
up on a large platter. You will have about 
a cup to 1% cups of liquid left. IH you wish, 
add two to three tablespoons of Cognac or 
kirsch to the liquid, and then pour over 
the pears. They are excellent served just by 
themselves or presented to your guests 
with a rice pudding or fresh slices of brioche.

Braised Pheasant 
with Onions 


2 pheasants (about three 
pounds each), thawed 
Salt 
Freshly ground pepper 
Tarragon 
6 strips bacon, about 
114 cups (three 
sticks) butter 
20 small white onions, peeled 
14 pound button mushrooms, 
sliced 


Season the pheasants inside 
and out with salt and pepper. 
Then mix a good lump of butter 
with tarragon and place half of 
it in the cavity of each bird. 
Truss with white string. 

Heat 4 tablespoons of the 
butter in a heavy skillet. Brown 
each bird separately in the hot 
fat, turning with a long kitchen 
fork. Then heat another 4 table- 
spoons of the butter in a heavy 
casserole large enough to con- 
tain both birds. Place the birds 
in the casserole and lay the 
strips of bacon, cut in half, 
over the breasts. Cover and 
cook in a preheated 375° oven 
for 30 minutes. Remove the 
bacon. Baste the birds well. 

Meanwhile, brown the onions 
and mushrooms, separately, in 
the remaining butter. Add to 
the casserole. Baste the birds 
well. Then cook, uncovered, for 
another 15 minutes. 

Lift the birds from the cas- 
serole to a warm Serving platter 
and surround with the onions, 
the mushrooms and some of 
the juices. Carve at the table. 
Serves five or six. 


Puréed Parsnips 


3 pounds parsnips 
1 teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon sugar 
14 cup (one stick) 
butter, melted 
4 tablespoons heavy cream 
Madeira to taste 
Buttered breadcrumbs 


Scrub the parsnips, then place 
in a saucepan with enough boil- 
ing salted water to cover. Bring 
to a boil and cook, covered, 
until tender when pierced with 
a paring knife. The time de- 
pends on the age of the par- 
snips. Drain and plunge into 
cold water to cool them off and 
make them easier to peel. 

To purée, peel, cut into 
pieces and push through a food 
mill. Beat together with all re- 
maining ingredients except the 
breadcrumbs and spoon into a 
one-quart baking dish. Sprinkle 
with the buttered breadcrumbs 
and bake in a preheated 350°, 
oven for 30 minutes or until 
piping hot through. Serves six. 


Orange Whip 


6 eggs 

1 cup sugar 

2 tablespoons cornstarch 

Grated rind of two navel 
oranges 

2 envelopes unflavored 
gelatin 

4 cups orange juice 

2 tablespoons Grand Marnier 


Separate the eggs, placing the 
yolks in the top of a double 
boiler and the whites in the 
bowl of the electric mixer. Com- 
bine sugar with yolks and beat 
with a rotary or electric beater 
until very thick and creamy. 
Stir in the cornstarch. Sprinkle 
the gelatin over the orange juice 
to soften. Then add to the egg 
mixture. Cook over simmering 
water, stirring constantly, until 
the mixture will coat a metal 
spoon. Cool. 

Beat the egg whites until 
they hold firm, shiny peaks 
when the beater is held straight 
up. Add the orange mixture to 
the whites and fold in with a 
rubber spatula. Finally, fold in 
the orange rind and Grand 
Marnier. Pour into a crystal or 
porcelain bowl. Seal with Saran 
to prevent a skin forming on top. 
Refrigerate until thoroughly 
chilled.

Pour the milk into a heavy 
saucepan and sprinkle the gel- 
atin over it to soften. This 
takes considerabiy longer than 
over water or other liquids—up 
to 10 minutes. Then place over 
moderate heat and stir until 
the gelatin has dissolved com- 
pletely. Take off the heat. 

Beat the egg yolks until 
thick and creamy. Stir a little 
of the hot milk into the yolks, 
then combine the two, beating 
together with a wire whip. Next, 
whip in the maple syrup. Re- 
frigerate until the mixture just 
begins to set. Beat the egg 
whites with an electric beater 
or mixer until they hold firm, 
shiny peaks when the beater is 
held straight up. Add the maple 
syrup mixture to the whites and 
beat in vigorously with a wire 
whip. Beat the cream until it 
just holds a soft shape, then 
fold in with the almonds. Pour 
into a one-quart mold. Seal 
the surface with Saran to pre- 
vent a skin forming. Refrigerate. 

When firm, turn out of the 
mold onto a_ serving platter. 
Garnish with whipped cream, if 
you like, although you'll be 
gilding the lily. Serve to six 
with a pitcher of maple syrup.

Cut the pound cake into large 
cubes and spread each piece 
with strawberry jam. Arrange in 
a crystal serving bowl. Dribble 
the Scotch all over the cake 
and allow it to soak in for about 
an hour or so. 

Combine the eggs and yolks 
with the sugar and salt in the 
top of a double boiler and beat 
until thick. Gradually add the 


hot milk, beating constantly. 
Place over simmering water 
and cook, stirring constantly, 


until the custard thickens and 
will coat a metal spoon. Take 
off the heat and add the vanilla. 
Pour the hot custard over 
the cake. Refrigerate until cold. 
Then garnish with the whipped 
cream and sprinkle with the 
macaroon crumbs or almonds. 
Serves six or even eight. 
*This is a malt Scotch. 
**The best macaroons for mak- 
ing crumbs are the Italian 
amaretti, which are hard and 
can easily be made into crumbs 
in the electric blender. 


Game Sticks 


Take 1 large yellow onion, peel 
and mince fine. Place about 2 
to 3 tablespoons of butter in 
a small heavy skillet. Add the 


onion and 14% cup of water.

Rock Cornish Game 
Hens Duxelles 


6 Rock Cornish hens 
(1 pound each), thawed 

Stuffing: 

1 pound fresh mushrooms 

6 tablespoons butter 
(34 stick) 

2 tablespoons vegetable 
or peanut oil 

4 to 5 shallots or green onion 
bulbs, minced 

Salt 

Freshly ground pepper 

4 cup Madeira or Port 

The livers, chopped fine 

14 cup breadcrumbs (2 slices

Wipe the mushrooms with a 
clean, damp cloth. Then chop, 
stems and all, very fine. Take 
a handful at a time and twist 
the mushrooms into a ball in 
the corner of a fresh dish towel 
to extract all their juices. Sauts 
the mushrooms and the shal- 
lots with 2 tablespoons of the 
butter and the oil over moder- 
ately high heat, stirring fre- 
quently—six to eight minutes. 
Season with salt and pepper 
and add the Madeira. Boil 
down rapidly until all liquid has 
evaporated. Place in a mixing 
bowl and set aside. 

Melt the remaining butter in 
a skillet. Add the chopped liv- 
ers and sauté for about two 
minutes. Mix the livers with 
any butter remaining in the 
pan with the mushrooms, along 
with the breadcrumbs, parsley 
and tarragon. Sprinkle the cav- 
ity of each hen with salt and 
pepper. Then spoon some of 
the stuffing into each. Skewer 
the opening and truss. Sprinkle 
with salt and pepper. Place in 
a roasting pan. Cut the pieces 
of bacon in half and drape two 
halves over the breast and legs 
of each hen. 

Roast in a preheated 450° 
oven for 20 minutes. Push the 
bacon off the birds into the 
pan, then baste weil. Continue 
roasting another 15 minutes, 
basting regularly. At this point 
juices should run clear when 
the legs are pierced with a fork. 
If not, roast a litt'e longer, tak- 
ing care not to overcook. Serve 
one hen to each guest.

As a widely respected gour- 
met cook (Mary and Vincent 
Price's Treasury of Great Rec- 
ipes, published by Bernard 
Geis and Associates, has now 
reached sales of ai quarter of 
a million copies), he uses wine 
for a lot of cooking. His method 
for saving Champagne: Stick a 
silver or silverplated spoon 
into the bottle, the handle hang- 
ing down, the bowl of the spoon 
resting on top, and set in the 
refrigerator, uncovered. ‘‘It will 
hold up for two or three days." 
He prefers the tall, tulip- 
shaped glasses (‘‘The saucer 
shape just doesn't throw the 
bubbles up  enough’’) and 
thinks the antique Champagne 
glasses that resemble the short- 
ened Pilsner glass were prob- 
ably best of all. He is adamant 
that ‘“‘Champagne should never 
be served in plastic glasses.”’ 
The secret to buying Cham- 
pagne, says Price, is to find 
out what you like. ‘‘Make it 
your taste and then choose the 
company that will appreciate it 
with you. There’s no point to 
having a bad Champagne—or 
one you don’t really care for. 
“There’s a tradition in the 
London theater that the star al- 
ways keeps Champagne in his 
or her dressing room. When you 
go backstage to visit, you are 
expected to have a glass of 
Champagne—and that glass 
makes it a wonderful occasion. 
When | was in England this 
summer, | went back to see 
Alec Guinness, and we, indeed, 
had that glass of Champagne 
together. It’s such a nice touch. 
“P’ve always specialized in 
rediscovering ‘forgotten’ art- 
ists, and | love to bring out 
Champagne after dinner when 
| have something new to show 
my friends. The Champagne 
makes it a special event. 
“But even if you don’t have 
an event to celebrate, Cham- 
pagne makes an evening fes- 
tive. I’ve been living at my 
beach house and doing a lot 
of fishing lately. So last week | 
had friends down for a fish din- 
ner. The dinner was simple— 
the fish cooked in butter, wine, 
shallots, egg yolks and parsley, 
somewhat like a Veronique 
sauce, and a Chablis with that. 
Then after dinner, we had 
strawberries and a bottle of 
Moét. The Champagne was the 
only thing that cost much, yet 
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it made the whole evening gala. 
“The thing to remember is 


»that Champagne is glamorous 
.—it shouldn’t become a com- 


mon table wine. It is the treat 
wine and it should be kept so.”’ 

The first wines of the hilly 
Champagne region in northern 
France were still table wines. 
They, too, enjoyed great re- 
spect, especially since they 
were always served when the 
kings of France were crowned 
at the cathedral of Rheims. 
Other monarchs followed 
their taste, as did many not-so- 
royal folk. Bill Kaufman records 
the story that ‘‘When Joan of 
Arc arrived in the city for the 
crowning of Charles VII in 
1429, the English, defeated as 
they were, proved their partial- 
ity for the wine of Rheims by 
carrying off aS many wagon- 
loads as possible during their 
withdrawal operations.” 

Dom Pierre Pérignon, the 
monk who became cellarmaster 
at the Benedictine Abbey of 
Hautvillers in 1670, is often 
credited with putting the bub- 
bles in Champagne. The bub- 
bles were already there; the 
tendency of the wine to begin 
to ferment a second time when 
warm weather came was con- 
sidered a drawback. Dom Peérig- 
non is to be remembered as 
the person who first tried to 
control these accidentally born 
bubbles (by studying the sugar 
content), who developed the art 
of blending and who introduced 
cork stoppers in France. He is 
also reputed to have been the 
first to recognize the value of 
the ancient Roman chalk quar- 
ries aS natural wine cellars. 
One other name stands 
out in the development of mod- 
ern Champagne, a_ druggist 
named Francois from Chalon- 
sur-Marne. He refined the proc- 
ess later called réduction 
Francois that let the Cham- 
penois really measure the sugar 
content and determine how 
much sugar to add to induce 
second fermentation without 
creating so much carbonic acid 
gas that bottles would burst. The 
breakage rate dropped from 
80% to 5% and the Cham- 


pagne trade began in earnest. 


From vignerons’ cooperatives 
to great narne houses, there are 
146 firms producing Cham- 
pagne for the festivities of the 
world—buying about 88% of 
their grapes from individual 
growers who own an average 
of two acres h. Within this 
context, it would be hard to 
over-estimate the work of the 
Comité Interprofessionne! du 


Vin de Champagne. All ele- 
ments belong to the C.1.V.C. 
and all abide by its rulings. It 
functions as labor mediator, as 
determinator of grape prices 
and wine prices and, for us, 


@S an omnibus consumer 
group that strictly enforces 
every law pertaining to the mak- 
ing of Champagne. 

The making of Champagne 
is a complicated and expensive 
process; one estimate has it 
that from grape to glass,_ it 
goes through about 80 sets of 
hands. Except for the blanc 
de blancs, nearly all Champagne 
is blended from the dominant 
dark Pinot Noir and the white 
Chardonnay grapes. A_ sugar 
solution added at bottling time 
induces a second fermentation 
that produces the gas that 
eventually becomes the bubbles 
in our glass. A final sugar or 
liqueur solution added after it 
has aged for several years de- 
termines its final sweetness. 
Though each house blends 
to its own style, the driest is 
Brut, .which receives the least 
amount of this sweet mixture 
and should be your choice if 
you want to serve Champagne 
through the meal. Extra Dry or 
Extra Sec is a little sweeter 
and best only as an aperitif 
or with very light food. Dry or 
Sec is sweeter yet; Demi-Sec 
sweetest of all. They will af- 
front your tastebuds if served 
with most meat dishes, but are 
excellent with sweet desserts, 
like the Genoise meringue cake 
or Brioche Mousseline with 
Champagne sauce of the chef 
of the Rotisserie Rivoli at 
Paris’ Hotel Intercontinental. 

Champagne is dated by vin- 

tage year only when a particu- 
lar year is especially fine, when 
wines from that year alone are 
used in the blend. And because 
those wines reflect the par- 
ticular character of the grapes 
of that year, a vintage Cham- 
pagne usually will differ from 
the taste of the normal house 
style. They also will be in lim- 
ited supply—and thus a little 
more expensive. 
Many firms also have add- 
ed a deluxe style to their out- 
put, usually sold in specially 
designed bottles. In addition to 
the last six on our tasting list, 
these best-of-the-house vintage 
Champagnes include Heidsieck 
& Co. Cuvée Diamant Bleu, 
Bollinger R.D. (for recem- 
ment degourge), Cuvée Royale 
Charles Heidsieck, Piper Heid- 
sieck’s Floren Louis, Perrier- 
Jouét’s Blason de France and 
Mumm’s René Lalou. Other 
blanc de blancs to watch for: 
Pommery & Greno Avize and 
Mercier Reserve |’Empereur. 

Italy’s Asti Spumante, Ger- 
many'’s bubbly sekts, Israel's 
Carmel Sambatyon Special Re- 
serve and, without question, 
our own California and New 
York Champagnes are all spar- 
kling wines of merit. The so- 
called ‘‘Spanish Champagne” 
case about 10 years ago estab- 


lished the court precedent that 
only French Champagne could 
be entitled to the name, though 
the American products had 
been using it too long to be 
affected by the ruling. 

“That is our own fault,”’ 
says Joseph Dargent, chair- 
man of the C.I.V.C. ‘‘When the 
Americans began _ producing 
sparkling wine [about 100 
years ago], we thought it would 
not amount to much and did 
not protect our name. Now we 
stand, of course, on the unique- 
ness of our product.” 
“Champagne is sturdier 
than most people realize,’’ says 
Philippe Court, sales director 
of Taittinger. ‘‘It will take being 
bounced around if given a long 
rest before being opened. About 
the only thing that seriously 
hurts it is exposure to extreme 
heat or cold.’’ Like most white 
wines, Champagne should be 
served chilled but not icy cold. 

Cook with Champagne as you 
would any white wine of com- 
parable dryness, advises Claude 
Terrail, impresario of Paris’ 
three-star La Tour d’'Argent. 
Tour specialties made with 
Champagne include a Poulet de 
Bresse with Champagne sauce, 
a fillet of sole cooked in Cham- 
pagne and a Champagne sorbet. 

The Champagne area has suf- 
fered in large measure from the 
vagaries of man and nature. 

In his own fine book entitled 
Champagne (published in the 
U.S. by McGraw-Hill), the late 
André Simon blamed the Cham- 
penois themselves for much of 
the destruction wrought by the 
phylloxera epidemic at the end 
of the last century. It took a 
decade for the disease to travel 
from Bordeaux to Champagne, 
he points out, and the Cham- 
penois could have saved most 
of their vines. But in-fighting 
among the vignerons prevented 
this and so the Champagne 
vines, like most of those in 
Europe, were grafted onto 
American root-stocks. 

Two pre-phylloxera vineyards 
remain, both owned by Bollin- 
ger, totalling about a quarter 
of an acre. At Author Cyril 
Ray’s suggestion, their yield 
was kept separate in 1969 and 
made into a birthday vintage 
for Mme. Jacques Bollinger’s 
7Oth birthday. These 2,000 
bottles are about ready to go 
on sale, and we're told to ex- 
pect a fuller, somewhat darker 
Champagne, a unique blanc 
de noir since both vineyards 
are planted with Pinot Noir. 
Hard on the heels of the 
phylloxera fight came interna} 
strife of another sort. With 
Champagne’s prosperity of the 
Golden Age at the turn of the 
century, the inevitable hap- 
pened. Though none of the 
major firms was implicated, 


some unscrupulous shippers | 
began importing cheaper grapes 
from other areas to use in their 
blends, and in April of 1911 
the vignerons erupted in wild 
riots, settled only when the 
troops were called in, leaving 
many burned buildings and 
vineyards behind them. 

World War | was especially 
catastrophic for Champagne, 
for the valley of the Marne was 
the ‘‘over there’ of trenches 
and bullets. Epernay was oc- 
cupied by the Germans just at 
the beginning of the 1914 har- 
vest, and over the next four 
years 4/5 of the city of Rheims 
and 40% of the vineyards were 
destroyed. Graveyards remain 
throughout Champagne and the 
surrounding region as mute re- 
minders of the time—the white 
crosses of 6,020 Americans of 
1918 are found in one cem- 
etery at Seringes-Nesles. 
Today, only the vineyards of 
the Mountain of Rheims spread 
out around the windmill of 
Verzenay. It’s owned now by 
Heidsieck Monopole, and guests © 
are served Champagne in a pic- 
ture-windowed room with a 
large tiled fireplace in the one-

Also on our personal rec- 
ommendation list: the Chateau 
de Fere-en-Tardenois, 14 miles 
east of Chateau-Thierry; the 
Hotel du Cheval Blanc at Sept- 
Sauix (ask for a table looking 
out into the garden) and the 
Royal-Champagne at Champil- 
lon. The owner of the Royal 
Champagne is a Wild West buff, 
and his display cases are filled 
with spurs and other such me- 
mentoes next to the medals 
testifying to his gastronomic 
awards. Stay in one of the 
rooms off from the main inn and 
you, too, may have birds and 
butterflies visiting you at break- 
fast on your private graveled 
terrace—and hear the time- 
befuddled rooster who began 
crowing each morning at 8:00, 
long after the sun was glossing 
the grapes down the hill. 

By far the most visible—and 
glamorous—Champenois are in 
the families of the great houses. 
Everyone knows everyone in 
this charmed circle, fiercely 
competitive within, yet all dedi- 
cated to the common cause. 
Pierre Lanson, for example, 
will hardly even answer a ques- 
tion about Lanson Pere et Fils 
(one of the oldest shippers) 
when traveling in his role as 
president of the C.I.V.C. 
And there have been in- 
termarriages, perhaps most 
charmingly represented at the 
moment by Mme. Claude Tait- 
tinger, the sister of Marquis 
Francois D’Aulun’ of  Piper- 
Heidsieck, at 42 the youngest 
head of a major house and 
president of the Champagne 
Producers Association. Even in 
a plain tan skirt and white silk 
blouse, sipping Champagne in 
her tapestried library in Rheims, 
Mme. Taittinger can only be 
described as a chic blonde 
beauty. A polo player and ama- 
teur sports car-racer, the Mar- 
quis had something of a 
playboy reputation before his 
1970 marriage to his own 
blonde lovely, the effervescent 
Sophie Czernin, a Hungarian 
countess who lived in New 
York for several years and 
worked for Harper's Bazaar. 
Though Piper traces its found- 
ing to 1785, Mme. Taittinger 
and the Marquis are also the 
great-grandchildren of J.C. 
Kunklemann, one of the legen- 
dary Champagne salesmen in 
the U.S. in the last century, 
who made enough money here 
to return to France and become 
a partner in the firm. 
People, of course, have given 
Champagne its special place in 
our life, many women among 
them. Madame Pompadour is 
quoted as saying that Cham- 
pagne is the ‘‘only wine a 
woman can drink and still look

push pin, regulated to hold the 
weight of a painting, is even bet- 
ter. When hanging heavy objects 
in light plaster or a dry wall, 
you'll need a molly screw or a 
toggle bolt. Brick or cement 
walls will require a_ steel-cut 
nail, sometimes called a ma- 
son’s or concrete nail, that can 
be driven into the mortar be- 
tween bricks. If hanging a heavy 
object on a brick wall, have a 
hole drilled into the brick with a 
carbide bit and insert a wood or 
plaster plug to support the ob- 
ject. Should you wish to hang 
something on a metal wall, ob- 
tain a magnetized metal plate 
that comes with a hook. 

Some more unusually shaped 
pieces take more skill to hang. 
For these, Dan Friend suggests: 

1. For sculpture or other 
three-dimensional works—like 
model ships, fish or game—he 
recommends fitting them into 
specially made brackets. For

To an elderly couple 
having difficulty getting out, donate the services of your family 
car periodically (or a hired limousine)—a thought from Phyllis 
Bartlett. ‘‘If you want to splurge,’’ Phyllis adds, ‘‘include a set 
of theater tickets.’’ And more: Volunteer to care for and feed 
a pet or water plants during a friend's absence. 

For the servant-less family, offer to prepare dinner once a 
week and wash up afterwards—a suggestion from Marion 
Gough, who adds, ‘‘To a shut-in or elderly friend: ‘Save next 
year’s Wednesday nights for me. We'll have coffee and chat’ 
or ‘I'll balance your bank statements for you next year if you 
promise to fill in the stubs.’ ”’ 

Donate the gift of your time and talent. Everyone has some 
of that in some area. Anne Ogden suggests a novel idea for a 
child who is old enough to appreciate it—a compilation of 
family anecdotes, handed down.

Hard by the Alps, the Dauphine would be known 

to most Americans as the region of Grenoble 

and the ’68 Winter Olympics and of two three-star 
restaurants, the Pic in Valence and Point’s La 
Pyramide in Vienne. Many Frenchmen also know it as 
the home of 19th-century greats Stendhal and 
Berlioz.

Peel the potatoes, wash and dry thoroughly. Slice fairly 
thin with a slicer or sharp knife. At this point, do not soak 
the potatoes in water or you will lose the starch needed 
for the dish to be smooth. Combine the potato slices with 
the garlic, milk, cream, salt and pepper in a large heavy 
saucepan. Bring to a boil on medium heat, stirring with a 
wooden spoon to prevent scorching (and the mixture can 
scorch very easily). As the liquid reaches a higher tempera- 
ture, the mixture should begin to thicken slightly. 

When the mixture has thickened a bit, butter a shallow 
baking dish (about 14% inches deep) and pour in the po-

tatoes mixture. Sprinkle with cheese all over the top of the 
dish and then place on a cookie sheet (both to catch any 
spills and to allow more even transfer of heat) and bake in 
a pre-heated 400° oven for about one hour, until the pota- 
toes are nicely browned and tender when pierced with the 
point of a paring knife. Allow the dish to rest for 15 to 20 
minutes before you serve it. This recipe should give you 
enough for about eight good supper servings. 

If you should have any leftovers, then follow this 
Grenoble tradition: Serve the cold potatoes for lunch the 
next day with a green salad seasoned with oi! and vinegar 
and chopped garlic.

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CAYETTES 
DE COCHON 


The cayette or caillette is a kind of 
sausage made with pork. pork liver 
and some greens. In France, this mix- 
ture is seasoned, formed into patties, 
wrapped in caul fat and baked in neat 
little rows in the oven and then sold 
cold in French charcuterie. They fre- 
quently can be eaten as is or are re- 
heated in the oven and served that 
evening with mashed or fried potatoes. 

As is typical of so many regional 
dishes, the exact ingredients may vary 
from place to place. With this dish, it 
is the greens that will be different in 
one part of the country or another. In 
some parts of France. cabbage is used. 
In Lyon. we frequently use bleties— 
Swiss chard—and in Dauphine. spin- 
ach is preferred. The caul fat (erépi- 
nette in French) is a very thin and 
beautifully lacy membrane of the peri- 
toneum. But though it is readily avail- 
able in France, it is not easily found 
in this country, especially outside New 
York. If you can obtain the caul fat, 
use it, but it is not necessary for vou 
to have it to prepare this particular 
version of the Dauphinois’ traditional 
pork dumplings with spinach filling.

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Wash the spinach under cold water 
and chop very coarsely. Place in a pan 
with 12 cup water, bring to a boil and 
then cook, covered, for five minutes. 
Add the leek, celery, parsley and gar- 
lic and cook for another five minutes 
on medium heat. The water should 
have completely evaporated by the 
end of that cooking time. Remove the 
pan from the heat and add_ the 
ground pork, the chopped pork or 
chicken liver, the wine and salt and 
pepper. Mix very carefully, then di- 
vide the mixture into 10 equal por- 
tions. Shape into patties and wrap 
each pattie in the caul fat if you have 
been able to obtain it. Now put the 
patties, wrapped or not, in a large flat 
pan or skillet—at least 10 inches in 
diameter. Place in a 400° preheated 
oven for 30 minutes. (If you have a 
meat thermometer, the internal tem- 
perature should reach 160°.) Remove 
the skillet from the oven, discard the 
fat accumulated in the skillet and 
serve immediately. Depending on how 
many patties each person eats, this 
rescipe should make enough to serve 
about five to eight persons. 

Besides being served as a supper 
dish with mashed or fried potatoes. 
these little sausage patties also make 
excellent picnic fare—especially when 
accompanied with French mustard, 
cornichons (small sour gherkins) and 
crusty French bread. When you are 
going to serve them cold, be sure to 
drain off all the fat before wrapping 
them in foil or Saran for their journey. 


TRUFFETTES 
DU DAUPHINE 


Chocolate is, of course, one of the 
all-time favorite foods in the U.S. as 
well as in France—but is often a tricky 
and delicate product to utilize. It can 
easily scorch, curdle or change color, 
going from very bright to very dull 
and unattractive. 

When working with chocolate, re- 
member that the temperature is most 
important, and so, too, is the choice of 
liquid you mix it with. If you are not 
too familiar with chocolate, it may 
help if you know that it is made from 
cocoa butter and that fat is not easily 
incorporated wich liquid—ever. The 
sweet chocolate, which already has a 
certain amount of moisture added in, 
will absorb liquid more readily than 
the bitter chocolate, so sweet or semi- 
sweet chocolate is easier to handle 
than the bitter kind. To cook with 
bitter chocolate, you should use only 
melted fat, butter or shortening or 
sugar syrup for a liquid. If any choc- 
olate curdles or tightens too much

after you add a liquid to it, add more 
liquid and keep beating with a spatula 
until it is smooth again. 

This recipe for small chocolate truf- 
fles is a simplified variation of the 
more elaborate and classic chocolate 
truffles that, in France, are served to 
guests after dinner—especially during 
the Christmas season. And that, we 
think, makes it a most appropriate 
regional specialty to conclude our 
three-part introduction to French 
country cooking this holiday season. 














6 ounces semisweet chocolate 
(the best quality dark chocolate 
you can find) 
2 medium egg yolks 
2 tablespoons milk 
1 teaspoon liqueur with coffee or 
orange flavor (optional) 
14 stick butter 
(about 3 tablespoons) 
Additional chocolate for coating 
or a small amount of bitter cocoa 















Melt the chocolate in a double boiler 
or in a lukewarm oven, then set aside 
until the chocolate is barely warm. 
Add the egg yolks and stir with a 
whisk for a few seconds; this is a 
little tricky and the chocolate might 
curdle a bit here. Add the milk and 
liqueur. Place the pan back over hot 
water for a few seconds, stirring con- 
stantly with a whisk until the mixture 
is smooth. Remove from the heat. Cut 
the butter into bits and add a few bits 
at a time, whisking afier each addi- 
tion. When all the butter has been 
added, beat the mixture with a whisk 
for two to three minutes to let it ab- 
sorb air and get flufher. Cover with 
Saran and refrigerate four to five hours. 

With a spoon, divide the mixture 
into little balls about the size of cherry 
tomatoes. Roll the balls in the palm 
of your hand until they are smooth all 
over. To finish the truffettes, you can 
pierce each ball with a skewer and 
then dip into melted chocolate or you 
can roll the balls in bitter cocoa or 
chocolate shavings. If you like, sprin- 
kle the little balls with powdered 
sugar. You should have about two doz- 
en truffettes, depending on their size.

Goose en Gelée 


1 12-pound ready-to-cook 
goose, thawed* 

3 onions, skin on, halved 

3 or 4 cloves 

2 cloves garlic, skin on, split 

Salt 

6 to 7 whole peppercorns 

2 carrots, washed and 
coarsely chopped 

1 quart orange juice 

3 cans (1014-ounce size) 
chicken broth 

2 envelopes unflavored gelatin 

Rind of one navei orange 

3 to 4 tablespoons Grand 
Marnier 


Place the thawed goose, breast 
side up, on a rack in a large 
shallow roasting pan. Pierce the 
body under the legs and wings 
with a fork to allow the fat to 
escape. Place in a preheated 
350° oven and roast for three 
hours or until juices run clear 
when the leg is pierced with a 
fork. Using a bulb baster, peri- 
odically remove and discard the 
accumulated fat. (If you are a 
thrifty soul, you'll save the fat 
to use in cooking. It can be 
frozen.) When the bird is cool 
enough to handle, strip the meat 
off in large pieces, discarding 
skin, bones and gristle. The 
goose can be cooked in ad- 
vance and the meat frozen. 

To finish the dish, combine all 
remaining ingredients—except 
the gelatin, orange rind and 
Grand Marnier—in a_ large, 
heavy saucepan. Bring up to a 
boil slowly, then simmer for two 
hours. Take off the heat and 
add the goose meat. Refrigerate 
until cold. Lift the meat from 
the broth and strain, discarding 
the vegetables. Measure the 
broth; you should have about 
three cups. If not, cook down. 
Place in the freezer until all the 
fat congeals on the surface, 
then lift it off and discard. 
Sprinkle the broth with the gel- 
atin to soften. Piace over low 
heat and stir until the gelatin 
has dissolved. Take off the heat. 
‘Stir in the orange rind and 
Grand Marnier. Taste for salt. 

Cut up the meat in good- 
sized pieces, discarding any 
‘skin, fat or gristle. Arrange ina 
five- to six-cup ring mold and 
dour the gelatin mixture over 
all. Cover with Saran and refrig- 
rate until firm. Turn out on a 
“ound platter; fi'l center with 
watercress. Serves six to eight. 

*In the refrigerator in its 
original wrapper, this wiil take 
14 to two days; under cold 
“unning water, in original wrap, 
‘ive to six hours; at room tem- 
derature in original wrap inside 
i brown paper bag, 10-12 hours.

Petits Pois with 
Carrot Rounds, Vinaigrette 


2 10-ounce packages frozen 
petits pois, thawed 

10 or 12 fresh carrots, peeled 
and sliced thin

Salt 

Freshly ground pepper 

Peanut or vegetable oil 

Wine vinegar 

A few lettuce leaves 


Pour boiling water over the peas 
and set aside until cool. Place 
the carrots in a heavy saucepan 
with a teaspoon or so of Sugar 
and a big pinch of salt. Cover 
with boiling water, add the lid 
and cook until the carrots are 
just tender when pierced with a 
paring knife. Cool immediately 
in cold water. Drain both peas 
and carrots and combine. 

Sprinkle with salt and pepper, 
add 3 to 4 tablespoons of oil 
and about 2 of vinegar. Mix well 
with your hands. Place in a 
large serving bowl and tuck the 
lettuce leaves in all around. 
Serves six to eight. 


French Chocolate Cream 


5 ounces unsweetened 
chocolate

114 cups sugar 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

1 teaspoon powdered 
instant coffee 

2 egg yolks 

1 large (1 pound) potato 

Candied violets 


Cut a piece of kitchen parch- 
ment large enough to fit the bot- 
tom of a one-quart loaf pan. 
Butter the sides of the pan well. 
Melt the chocolate over hot— 
not boiling—water. Cream the 
butter with an electric beater, 
then gradually add the sugar, 
beating until very smooth. Add 
vanilla and coffee. Add egg 
yolks, one at a time, beating 
hard after each addition. Stir in 
melted chocolate thoroughly. 
Meanwhile, boil the potato in 
its jacket until very tender when 
pierced with a fork. Then work, 
skin and a'l, through a fine sieve 
or food mill. Add to the choco- 
late and beat well. Spoon into 
the prepared pan, smooth the 
surface with a spatula; seal with 
Saran. Chill until firm. 
Somewhat before’ serving 
time, take from the refrigerator. 
Run a knife around the sides of 
the pan, then invert on a serv- 
ing platter. Lift off and discard 
the parchment from the pan. 
Garnish with the candied violets. 
Since this ‘‘chocolate cream”’ 
dessert is very rich, it should 
be served cut in very thin slices.

Tacchino Tonnato 
(Turkey with Tuna) 


1 six-pound frozen 
turkey breast, thawed 

1 large onion, skin on, 
coarsely chopped 

2 ribs celery, coarsely chopped 

2 cloves garlic, crushed 
and peeled 

1 carrot, washed and 
coarsely chopped 

1 can (seven-ounce size) tuna 
packed in oil 

2 cups dry white wine 

14 teaspoon dried thyme 

Few stalks parsley 

1 can (two-ounce size) anchovy 
fillets 

1% large sour pickle, 
chopped (optional) 

6 to 8 peppercorns 

8 cups chicken broth or six 
1014-ounce cans condensed 

3 cups commercial mayonnaise 

Juice of one lemon 

Capers, well drained 

DO NOT ADD SALT 


Once the breast thaws, pull 
off and discard any fat. Place, 
breast side down, in a large, 
heavy kettle (not aluminum or 
iron) that has a cover. Add all 
remaining ingredients except 
the mayonnaise, lemon juice and 
capers. If there is not sufficient 
liquid to cover the meat, add 
more broth or even cold water. 
Bring up to a boil, reduce heat 
to simmer, cover with a piece of 
waxed paper, add the lid and 
simmer until the turkey can be 
easily pierced with a fork— 
about two hours—or until a 
meat thermometer registers 
165° to 170° when plunged 
into the breast. Do not over- 
cook. Take care not to touch 
bone if you test with a thermom- 
eter. When cooked, refrigerate 
immediately, covered, in the 
kettle in the liquid overnight. 

The following day, lift the 
breast from the broth, wrap in 
foil and refrigerate. 


Put the kettle over high 
heat, bring to a ro!ling boil, and 
reduce to about four cups. 


Strain through a fine sieve lined 
with cheesecloth into a bowl. 
Refrigerate until cold. When 
cold, skim off and discard any 
fat that has risen to the surface. 
To make the sauce: Place the 
mayonnaise in a generous bowl. 
Gradually beat in, with a wire 
whisk, enough of the coo'ed 
strained broth to make a smooth 
sauce somewhat thicker than 
heavy cream. Add more mayon- 
naise or more broth, if neces- 
sary, to bring it to the right con- 
sistency. Stir in the lemon juice 
and taste for seasoning. 
Before carving the breast, 
pull off and discard the skin. 
To carve: Using a sharp knife, 
carve down the breast on an 
angle in very, very thin slices. 
Continue until you reach the 
wide part of the breast, then 


carve, still on an angle, alter- 
nately from front and back ends 
so slices are not too large. 

To serve: Mound the pars- 
leyed rice on a large handsome 
platter. Arrange the slices of 
turkey, overlapping, down the 
center of the mound, leaving a 
ring of the rice all around. 
Spoon sauce over the meat only 
(it should be heavy enough to 
cling to the meat but not make 
a firm mask). Sprinkle with well- 
drained capers. Pour the re- 
maining sauce into a serving 
bowl and garnish with more ca- 
pers. Serves 10 to 12 gloriously. 


Parsleyed Rice 


2 cups converted rice 
Peanut or vegetable oil 
1 cup parsley sprigs, minced 


Cook the rice according to pack- 
age directions with salt but 
without the butter or margarine. 
When cooked but still hot, add 
2 to 3 tablespoons of the oil and 
stir in lightly with a fork. Cool. 
Just before serving, mix with 
the minced parsley—this is 
most easily done with your 
hands. Serves 10 to 12. 


Frozen Raspberry Soufflé 


2 packages frozen raspberries 
or strawberries, thawed 

5 whole eggs, separated 

1 extra yolk 

14 cup sugar 

14 teaspocn cream of tartar 

3 cups heavy cream 

Garnish: 

Whipped cream rosettes 


Purée the thawed fruit in the 
container of the electric blend- 
er, about half at one time. 

Place the egg yolks with the 
puréed fruit in the top of the 
double boiler. Cook over sim- 
mering water, stirring constant- 
ly with a wooden spatula, until 
the mixture has thickened no- 
ticeably. Chill. 

Combine the sugar, 1/4 cup of 
water and the cream of tartar in 
a heavy saucepan. Place over 
low heat and stir until the sugar 
has dissolved. Bring up to a 
boil. Boil hard until the syrup 
‘spins a thread’’ (220° to 225° 
on a candy thermometer). 

Meanwhile, beat the egg 
whites with an electric beater or 
mixer until they begin to hold a 
shape. When the syrup has 
reached the right stage, grad- 
ually add to the beaten whites, 
beating hard and constant'y un- 
til the meringue is stiff and 
shiny. Set aside to cool. 

Pour the cream into a large 
mixing bowl and whip until it 
just begins to hold a shape. Do 
not overbeat. Fold in the cold 
fruit mixture. Pour over the me- 
ringue and fold again. Pour into 
a 1144-quart soufflé mold right 
to the top. Set the remainder 
aside. Place the mold in the 
freezer until the soufflé is firm.

Drain the juice from the pine- 
apple chunks into a saucepan. 


Set the chunks aside. Add lem- 


on juice to the pan and then 
sprinkle with the gelatin. Stir 
over very low heat until the gel- 
atin has dissolved. 

Combine the egg yolks and 
sugar in the top of a double 
boiler and beat with a rotary or 
electric beater until very. thick. 
Stir in the gelatin mixture and 
cook over simmering water, stir- 
ring constantly, until noticeably 
thickened. Take off the heat and 
refrigerate until cold. 

Beat the egg whites with a 
good pinch of salt until they 
hold firm, shiny peaks when the 
beater is held straight up. Pour 
the pineapple-gelatin over the 
whites and fold in with a rubber 
spatula. Whip the cream until 
it holds a soft shape, then fold 
it, too, into the mixture. Finally, 
stir in the pineapple chunks. 





Pour into a two-quart mold that 
has been rinsed in cold water. 
Refrigerate until firm. 

To serve: Unmold on a pret- 
ty platter; garnish with pine- 
apple slices, cut in half, and 
cherries. Serves 10 to 12. @
